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The  good  effe&s  refulting  from  the  edi&  of  the  February,  1778, 
by  means  of  which,  the  Magiftracy  of  Health  at  Florence,  as  well  as 
other  hmilar  Deputations  in  our  Grand  Duchy,  being  fupprefled,  the 
moft  defirable  and  regular  difpatch  of  the  bufinefs  relating  to  fo  important 
an  object,  has  taken  place,  have  determined  Us  to  proceed  in  the  fame 
manner  with  regard  to  the  Deputation  of  Health  at  Leghorn. 

For  which  purpofe,  We  hereby  order,  that,  from  the  firfl  of  the  month 
of  September  next,  the  fame  be  entirely  abolilhed,  and  that  all  the  bufinefs 
of  that  department  be  tranfa&ed  by  our  Governor  of  Leghorn,  under  the 
title  of  “ President  of  Health  at  Leghorn,”  in  whom  all  the  prerogatives 
and  jurifdi&ions,  by  former  ordinances  granted  to  that  Deputation,  are 
united. 
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The  patents,  certificates  of  goods,  perfonal  paflports,  and  certificates 
of  health,  which  have  hitherto  been  iffued  in  the  name  of  the  Conferva- 
tors  and  Magiftrates  of  Health  at  Leghorn,  fhall,  on  the  faid  firffc  of  Sep- 
tember next,  and  thence  forward,  be  granted  in  the  name  of  the  Governor, 
as  Prefident  of  Health  at  Leghorn,  and  be  figned  by  the  Secretary,  or 
Under-fecretary,  of  that  department. 

Such  is  our  Will;  of  which  We  command  entire  obfervance,  any 
thing  to  the  contrary,  &c.  Given  15th  July,  1785.

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PETER  LEOPOLD,  by  the  Grace  of  God , Prince-royal 
of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  Archduke  of  Austria, 
Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany,  &_c. 


W HEREAS  We  have  already  largely  provided  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
public  Health,  in  our  Grand  Duchy,  not  only  by  the  ere&ion  of  an 
ample  and  well  fecured  Lazaretto,  to  ferve  in  addition  to  the  others  already 
exifting,  for  the  Quarantine  of  perfons  and  purification  of  goods  in  every 
degree  of  fufpicion,  but  alfo  by  guarding  the  whole  extent  of  the  Tufcan 
Coaft ; in  order  that,  by  the  divine  affiftance,  any  melancholy  accident 
may  be  averted  and  prevented : and  the  welfare  of  our  faithful  Subjects, 
as  well  as  the  favour  which  We  have  at  all  times  extended  to  Commerce, 
requiring,  that  orders  be  prefcribed  to  be  from  henceforward  obferved  in 
the  three  Lazarettoes  of  St.  Rocco,  St.  Jacopo,  and  St.  Leopold©,  for  the 
purpofes  of  removing  thereby  the  obftacles  which  have  ufelefsly  impeded 
the  operations  of  Commerce,  of  freeing  the  merchants  from  every  incon- 
venient obligation,  and  fubjedling  them  only  to  thofe  which  are  abfolutely 
neceffary  for  the  prefervation  of  public  Health,  and  the  regulations  of  a 
good  government : 

We  have,  therefore,  given  to  our  Governor  and  Prefident  of  Health  at 
Leghorn,  general  and  particular  Inftrudtions  concerning  the  good  re- 
gulation of  the  Lazarettoes  and  the  perfons  therein  employed ; and  do 
command,  that  the  following  be  obferved:- — 
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I.  No  one  fhall  be  permitted  to  work,  though  in  his  own  houfe  or 
cabin,  around  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Rocco,  within  the  circumfcribed  fpace 
from  the  principal  ftreet  which  leads  from  Leghorn  to  St.  Jacopo,  and, 
turning  to  the  right  hand,  joins  the  Little  Mills ; nor  within  four  hundred 
cubits  around  the  Lazarettos  of  St.  Jacopo  and  St.  Leopoldo. 

II.  It  is  prohibited  to  any  one,  who  may  not  be  provided  with  a proper 
licence,  to  approach  from  the  fea-fide,  either  with  boats  or  any  other 
craft,  within  three  hundred  cubits  from  the  chains  which  enclofe  the  lefler 
gates  of  the  Lazarettos  of  St.  Jacopo  and  St.  Leopoldo,  or  to  enter  into 
the  full  or  dry  motes,  or  into  the  refervoir  of  the  fame,  or  to  flop  even  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  chains  which  enclofe  the  entrances  to  the  Lazaretto  of 
St.  Rocco;  nor  fhall  any  one  approach,  or  land,  without  licence,  on  any 
part  of  the  flat  fhore  which  extends  from  Leghorn  to  the  town  of  Ardenza. 

III.  No  perfons  fhall  be  admitted  into  the  Lazarettos,  except  thofe  who 
may  have  a juft  caufe  for  being  admitted ; at  proper  times,  however,  and 
with  due  precautions,  perfons  may  be  permitted  to  gratify  an  honefl 
curiofity. 

IV.  In  order  to  prevent  any  melancholy  accident  from  fire,  or  the 
communication  of  the  contagion,  which  may  happen  in  the  Lazarettos,  it 
is  abfolutely  prohibited  to  any  one  to  fmoke,  and  to  bring  within  the  pre- 
empts of  the  fame,  any  kind  of  animals,  excepting  thofe  which  are  neceflary 
for  the  Quarantine. 

V.  All  games  at  cards,  dice,  &c.  are  conftantly  prohibited  in  the 
Lazarettos, 


VI.  If 
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VI.  If  any  perfon  or  goods  under  Prattique  fhall  come  in  conta£l  with 
any  perfons  or  goods  under  Quarantine,  they  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  the  period 
allotted  to  thofe  perfons  or  goods  with  which  they  fhall  have  fo  come  into 
contact ; and  if  perfons  or  goods  of  leffer  Quarantine  fhall  communicate 
with  perfons  or  goods  of  greater  Quarantine,  they  fhall  adopt  the  period 
of  the  latter. 

VII.  All  paffengers,  of  any  degree,  flate,  or  condition  foever,  when 
difembarking  at  the  Lazaretto  for  the  purpofe  of  performing  Quarantine, 
fhall  be  required  to  depofit  immediately  all  their  arms;  which  are  to  be 
reftored  to  them  on  the  day  of  their  Prattique. 

VIII.  If  any  one  fhould  not  be  in  condition  to  maintain  himfelf  in  the 
Lazaretto  during  the  courfe  of  the  Quarantine,  or  fhall  not  find  the  means 
of  fo  doing,  he  fhall  be  compelled  to  return  on  board  of  his  own  fhip,  if 
the  Governor  Prefident  fhall  not  from  juft  caufe  believe  it,  neverthelefs, 
proper  to  admit  him ; the  public  health  being  to  be  preferred  to  any  object 
whatever  of  economy. 

IX.  All  paffengers  and  others  on  Quarantine  fhall  be  fhut  up  in  the 
evening,  at  the  Angelus*,  in  their  refpedive  quarters,  which  are  again  to 
be  opened  at  fun-rife. 

X.  Perfons  under  Quarantine  fhall  be  permitted  the  free  exercife  of 
their  refpe&ive  religions ; provided  the  practice  of  the  fame  do  not  diflurb 
or  incommode  any  one. 

XI.  Should 


* The  tolling  a certain  Evening  Bell. 
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XI.  Should  any  one  fall  fick  during  his  Quarantine,  he  may  avail  him- 
felf  of  a phyfician  of  his  own  choice ; provided,  however,  that  the  phy- 
fician of  Health  do  not  confider  the  difeafe  as  contagious.  Should  the 
difeafed  with  to  perform  any  religious  a£t,  a prieft  fhall  be  procured  for 
him,  but  at  the  proper  coft  of  the  difeafed;  if,  however,  he  be  very  ill, 
and  have  not  wherewith  to  defray  the  dues  of  the  prieft,  the  fame  fhall  be 
defrayed  by  the  treafury  of  the  Lazaretto. 

XII.  If  any  one  under  Quarantine  in  the  Lazarettoes  be  in  danger  of 
dying,  he  may  lawfully  difpofe  of  his  property  by  will,  making  a nuncu- 
pative declaration  of  the  fame  to  three  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto ; one  of 
whom  fhall  take  a memorial  in  writing  of  fuch  difpofition,  which  fhall  be 
religioufly  preferved  by  the  Captain  of  the  Lazaretto;  and,  in  cafe  of  the 
teftator’s  death,  the  fame  fhall  be  remitted  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Tribunal, 
provided  the  contents  have  been  verified  in  due  form.  If  neither  of  the 
three  guards  fhould  be  able  to  write,  it  fhall  be  fufficient  that  they  depofe 
on  oath,  in  the  ufual  forms,  before  the  Tribunal,  to  the  tenor  of  fuch  dif- 
pofition ; which  fhall,  however,  be  null  and  void  in  the  event  of  the 
teftator’s  convalefcence  ; except  in  the  cafe  when  by  reafon  of  the  malady 
he  may  have  loft  his  faculties. 

XIII.  It  fhall  be  permitted  to  thofe  in  the  Lazaretto  to  provide  them- 
felves  with  victuals  in  fuch  manner  as  they  may  think  proper,  without 
being  obliged  to  apply  at  the  Canova*;  obferving,  neverthelefs,  the  ufual 
precautions  in  the  conveyance. 

XIV.  The 


A kind  of  public  cellar  at  Florence,  for  the  purchafe  of  different  forts  of  aliment. 
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XIV.  The  boats  of  the  veflels,  furnifhed  with  an  improper  Patent,  or 
Tccca , which  may,  during  their  flay  in  the  road  under  Quarantine,  have 
occafion  to  provide  themfelves  with  water,  are  to  go  for  it  to  the  fecond 
Lazaretto  of  St.  Jacopo,  whenever  they  do  not  choofe  to  have  it  conveyed 
by  means  of  boats  under  Prattique  to  the  fide  of  the  fhip,  under  the  pre- 
ferred precautions.  When  they  fhall  have  entered  the  pier,  they  may,  in 
conformity  to  the  pradtice  of  fhips  which  are  furnifhed  with  a clean  pafs- 
port,  go  for  water  to  the  canal,  with  which  they  fhall  return  to  their  place 
of  deflination  an  hour  in  the  evening  before  the  Angelus. 

XV.  All  Letters,  arriving  under  Quarantine,  which  have  been  fumi- 
gated in  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Rocco,  and  at  which  operation  no  perfon 
fhall  be  prefent,  fhall  be  diflributed  gratis  through  the  Poll-office  to  thole 
to  whom  they  may  be  addreffed ; the  Confuls  only,  and  the  Confignees  of 
the  refpedtive  fhips  and  merchandizes,  fhall  obtain  them  from  the  Captain 
of  the  Lazaretto  as  foon  as  they  fhall  fend  for  them,  immediately  after  the 
purification;  every  relative  cuftom  before  introduced  in  favour  of  any 
perfons  being  hereby  abolifhed. 

XVI.  In  order  to  prevent  the  inconveniencies  which  may  eafily  arife 
from  the  late  arrival  of  boats  off  the  Lazarettoes,  having  on  board  goods 
under  Quarantine,  whereby  it  often  happens  that  there  is  not  fufficient 
time  for  unloading  and  depofiting  them  in  the  Pent-houfes,  the  goods  mull 
not  be  taken  from  on  board  the  fhip  when  the  day  fhall  be  fo  far  advanced 
as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  faid  operations,  but  remain  on  board  under 
watch  of  the  Guards  of  Health. 

XVII.  The  lighters  employed  in  unloading  merchandizes  under  Qua- 
rantine mull:  hoifl  at  the  fail-yard  a red  flag,  whilfl  conveying  goods  from 
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the  fhips  to  the  Lazarettoes,  in  order  that  they  may  be  recognized,  and 
avoided  by  other  ffiips  under  Prattique. 

XVIII.  When  the  faid  lighters  fhall  have  finifhed  the  unloading  of  the 
goods  of  any  ffiip  under  Quarantine,  they  muft  be  immediately  purified, 
and  again  reftored  to  free  Prattique. 

XIX.  The  owners  of  the  merchandizes  may  demand,  before  the  unload- 
ing of  the  fame,  in  writing,  from  the  Lazaretto,  the  marking  of  the 
refpedtive  loads ; and  for  fuch  extraordinary  trouble,  three  foldi  per  load 
are  to  be  paid  to  the  Guards. 

XX.  The  Captains  or  Mailers  of  Ships,  or  other  perfons  by  them  au- 
thorized, may  be  prefent  at  the  unloading  and  counting  of  fkins  under 
Quarantine ; but  if  no  one  appear,  the  numeration  which  fhall  be  made  by 
the  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  anfwer  every  purpofe. 

XXI.  The  falted  fkins  coming  from  Mogadore  fhall  not  be  difpatched 
until  their  Quarantine  be  terminated,  in  order  that  they  may  be  perfectly 
dry. 

XXII.  No  perfon  fhall  be  permitted  to  be  prefent  at  the  airing  of  the 
merchandizes,  except  the  Servants  of  Health ; but  if,  in  airing  the  goods, 
any  fhould  be  found  wet,  or  otherwife  damaged,  the  Officers  of  the  Laza- 
retto are  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Confignees,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  notified  to  the  Owners,  who  will  be  permitted  to  have  them 
dried  and  reftored  to  their  condition,  by  means  of  the  Guards  of  the  Qua- 
rantine, upon  making  a due  acknowledgment  to  them,  to  be  agreed  upon 
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with  the  Captain  of  the  Lazaretto,  if  they  fhould  not  choofe  to  endanger 
the  health  of  a perfon  of  their  own  choice  for  putting  the  goods  again  into 
condition,  according  to  their  own  inclination. 

XXIII.  When  the  preliminary  airings  fhall  have  been  finifhed,  the 
refpe&ive  confignees,  or  witneffes,  may  have  a minute  of  the  fame ; but 
fuch  minute  of  any  part  of  the  faid  airings  fhall  not  be  granted  to  any  other 
perfon  who  may  demand  the  fame,  unlefs  he  be  furnifhed  with  an  order 
from  the  Governor-prelident,  or  the  Tribunal. 

XXIV.  The  owners,  or  any  other  perfon  lawfully  authorized,  may 
infpedt  the  goods  under  Quarantine,  or  have  them  weighed,  with  the  af- 
fiftance  of  the  Public  Weigher,  and  always  with  proper  precautions ; and 
provided  that  the  airings  have  been  finifhed  in  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Rocco : 
in  that  of  St.  Jacopo,  five  days  muft  have  elapfed,  and  in  that  of  St.  Leo- 
poldo,  fifteen  days,  after  the  preliminary  airings  : and  in  the  latter  Laza- 
retto, the  management  of  other  goods  which  may  be  under  the  faid 
procefs  of  airing,  fhall,  during  that  time,  not  be  proceeded  on. 

XXV.  When  fuch  goods  fhall  have  been  admitted  to  Prattique,  any 
proprietor  of  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  them,  may  immediately  fend  his 
meffengers  to  the  Pent-houfes,  for  the  purpofe  of  putting  them  again  into 
proper  condition ; provided  it  do  not  take  place,  as  above-mentioned,  in 
the  time  of  the  management  of  the  goods  under  the  preliminary  airings, 
and  without  being  obliged  to  fufpend  their  work  for  the  purpofe  of  at- 
tending to  the  meffengers  of  other  proprietors : but  if  there  fhould  be  fiill 
under  the  Penthoufe  of  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo  any  goods  under 
Quarantine,  the  meffengers  cannot  be  introduced,  without  the  permiffion 
of  the  Governor-prefident  of  Health. 
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XXVI.  At  one  hour  before  the  Evening  Angelus,  all  work  in  the 
Lazarettoes  relative  to  goods  under  Prattique  fhall  ceafe,  in  order  that  they 
may  not  be  mixed,  and  that  any  other  inconvenience,  which  might  very 
eafily  arife,  may  be  avoided.  And  if,  by  the  negligence  of  the  owners, 
the  goods  already  difpatched  fhould  remain  after  that  time  upon  the  flairs, 
they  fhall  immediately,  at  their  proper  coft,  be  conveyed  to  the  Guards 
under  the  Pent-houfes. 

XXVII.  Twelve  days  fhall  be  allowed  to  the  proprietors  or  confignees 
of  goods  admitted  to  Prattique  for  putting  them  into  condition ; at  the 
expiration  of  which  they  muft,  without  fail,  be  taken  from  the  Lazarettoes, 
and  under  no  pretext  or  reafon  whatever  mull  this  be  difpenfed  with. 

XXVIII.  But  if  the  owners  or  confignees  fhould  confider  it  their  intereft 
to  retain  them  beyond  that  term,  they  may  do  it,  with  the  exception  of 
Tobaccoes  : but  they  muft  pay,  under  the  head  of  warehoufe-hire,  one 
foldo  per  day  for  every  load  indifcriminately,  to  be  exacted  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  Purification-duties,  and  they  fhall  only  be  obliged  to  take 
them  away  when  there  fhall  not  remain  the  neceflary  room  required  for 
the  reception  of  goods  which  are  to  perform  Quarantine. 

XXIX.  Defirous  of  favouring  the  trade  of  fkins  admitted  to  Prattique, 
or  under  Quarantine,  which  are  left  to  be  alforted,  they  may  be  kept  in 
the  Lazaretto,  even  until  their  total  fale,  without  being  fubjedt  to  the  faid 
warehoufe-hire. 

XXX.  Goods,  admitted  to  Prattique  in  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo, 
tannot  be  withdrawn  by  the  owners  or  confignees  when  the  flairs  of  the 

Wet-

Wet-dock  are  occupied  by  goods  under  Quarantine,  nor  while  fuch  impe- 
diment exifts ; and  during  the  firft  fix  days  of  the  preliminary  airings  of 
other  goods  under  the  fame  Pent-houfe : though,  if  the  term  above  fixed 
for  the  taking  away  the  goods  be  expired,  they  are  not  to  be  fubjeft  to 
warehoufe-hire. 

XXXI.  The  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  be  obliged  to  convey  the 
goods  under  Prattique  to  the  fcales ; but  if  that  fhould  take  place  before  their 
fale,  fuch  conveyance  mult  be  for  account  of  the  Cuftom-houfe  porters,  of 
whom  the  Guards  may  demand  the  amount  of  half  the  conveyance. 

XXXII.  Purified  goods  are  not  to  be  taken  from  the  Lazarettoes  by  land, 
without  a fpecial  licence  from  the  Cuftom-houfe ; and  when  it  is  neceffary 
that  they  be  attended  by  the  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto,  the  latter  may  not 
demand  any  thing  by  way  of  reward  from  the  owners. 

XXXIII.  Thofe  who  may  wifh  to  withdraw  from  the  Lazarettoes  the 
goods  belonging  to  them,  muft  produce  the  following  vouchers  : 

1.  The  releafe  or  atteftation  made  by  the  captain  of  the  fhip  to  the 
confignees,  or  any  other  perfon. 

2.  The  releafe  of  the  atteftor  in  favour  of  the  receiver. 

3.  The  cocket  of  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

XXXIV.  The  Officers  of  the  Lazarettoes  fuperintending  the  hypothe- 
cations, fequeftrations,  or  affignments,  upon  merchandizes,  will  only  put 
into  execution  all  thofe  decrees  or  fentences  which  have  been  iffued  by  the 
Judge,  and  communicated  to  them  through  the  medium  of  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Health,  as  alfo  thofe  which  refult  from  the  bills  of  lading,  or 
the  order  of  the  Atteftor;  regiftering  them  in  the  manual. 
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XXXV.  The  releafe,  confignments,  marking,  vifits,  infpeftions,  and 
all  other  difpofitions  concerning  the  merchandizes  in  the  Lazarettoes,  mull:, 
for  the  purpofe  of  atteftation,  be  figned  by  the  refpedtive  proprietors  or 
atteftors,  or  their  clerks,  lawfully  authorifed  by  an  order  from  the 
principal. 

XXXVI.  When  any  one  prefents  himfelf  for  the  purpofe  of  infpedting 
goods  under  Prattique  in  the  Lazarettoes,  he  fhall  not  be  admitted  unlefs 
he  be  provided  with  a voucher  of  the  proprietor’s  permiffion,  or  a decree 
of  the  Judge,  or  an  order  of  the  Prefident  of  Health,  commanding  him  fo 
to  do. 

XXXVII.  No  other  weights  fhall  be  admitted  into  the  Lazarettoes  for 
the  ufe  of  the  merchants  than  thole  of  the  Public  Weigher. 

XXXVIII.  Goods  and  articles,  which  have  performed  Quarantine  in 
the  firft  and  fecond  Lazarettoes,  fhall  pay  a Purification-duty  of  one  per 
Cent;  but  in  the  third  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo,  fuch  Duty  will  be 
levied  at  the  rate  of  two  per  Cent,  according  to  the  Tariff,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  raw  filk,  the  Purification-duty  on  which  fhall  not  exceed  one 
per  Cent : this  regulation  muft  be  obferved  with  relpedt  to  thofe  goods 
which,  having  completed  the  preliminary  airings  in  the  Lazaretto  of  St. 
Leopoldo,  fhall  have  been  forwarded  at  the  requeft  of  the  proprietors  to 
the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Jacopo,  in  order  to  finifh  their  Quarantine. 

XXXIX.  Articles  which  are  not  liable,  and  have  been  withdrawn  before 
accomplifhing  two-thirds  of  the  Quarantine  required  of  goods  which  are 
liable,  fhall  have  no  other  charge  in  all  the  Lazarettoes  than  one-half  per 

Cent. 


Cent,  upon  the  eftimates  in  the  Tariff ; but  if  they  are  kept  there  to  the 
end  of  the  term,  they  will  be  fubjeft  to  the  whole  of  the  Purification-duty. 

XL.  If  any  doubt  arife  refpeffing  the  taxation  of  the  Purification-duty 
on  merchandizes,  the  matter  muff  be  referred  to  the  decifion  of  the  Director 
of  the  Cuftoms  ; and  fliould  the  proprietors  confider  themfelves  aggrieved, 
they  may  appeal  to  the  Auditor  of  the  government. 

XLI.  Thofe  who  have  not  credit  at  the  Cuftom-houfe  for  the  fees,  muff 
pay  the  Purification-duty  before  taking  away  the  goods  from  the  Lazaretto. 

XL1I.  All  articles  and  merchandizes  which,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  from  the  day  of  their  unloading  in  the  Lazaretto,  fhall  not  have  been 
withdrawn  by  the  proprietor,  and  for  which  the  warehoufe-hire  fhall  not 
have  been  paid,  fhall  be  fold  by  public  auction,  (due  notice  of  the  fame 
having  been  previoufly  given)  and  the  nett  proceeds,  after  deducing  the 
accruing  expences,  fhall  be  depofited  until  the  perfon  who  has  a lawful 
demand  thereon  prefent  himfelf ; but  if  there  be  reafon  to  fufpedt  that  any 
part  of  fuch  articles  is  in  danger  of  being  fpoiled,  the  fame  fhall  be  fold  by 
public  au&ion,  even  before  the  term  above  fixed. 

XLIII.  The  affortments  and  examinations  of  the  fkins  fhall  be  only 
made  by  the  public  Afforter,  and  authenticated  by  a paper  under  his  own 
hand;  nor  fhall  any  perfon  interfere  therewith,  except  he  be  charged 
by  the  proprietors  with  the  management,  cuffody,  and  drying,  of  fuch 
fkins,  or  with  other  operations  regarding  the  fame ; but  all  the  porters  who 
may  be  employed  to  arrange  the  lkins  to  be  aborted,  are  to  depend,  during 
the  time  of  affortment  and  examination,  upon  the  orders  of  the  Afforter. 

XLIV.  It 
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XLIV.  It  fhall  always  be  free  to  the  proprietors  of  the  fkins  to  entruff 
the  management  of  the  fame  to  thofe  whom  they  may  judge  in  their 
intereft;  but  the  minutes  of  the  affortments  or  examinations  muft  be 
figned  folely  by  the  public  Afforter,  and  infpedted  by  one  of  the  two 
Officers  of  the  Lazaretto. 

XLV.  The  fee  hitherto  paid  by  merchants  to  the  public  Afforter,  for 
the  affortments  of  fkins,  fhall  in  future  be  regulated  according  to  the 
cuffomary  Tariff  of  the  Treafury  of  the  Lazarettoes ; and  the  entries 
received  in  the  manner,  and  with  the  fame  method,  in  which  the  Puri- 
fication-duties and  the  Cuftom-houfe  fees  are  levied. 

Thofe  merchants,  who  have  not  credit  for  the  fees,  muff  pay  this  fee, 
like  the  other  Purification-duties,  into  the  hands  of  the  Lieutenant  of  the 
Lazaretto. 

And  the  public  Afforter  cannot  demand  more  from  the  merchants, 
under  any  title  or  pretext ; but  muff  obtain  from  the  royal  treafury  the 
amount  of  his  falary. 

XLVI.  The  Captain  of  the  refpe&ive  Lazarettoes  fhall  be  bound  to 
indemnify  the  proprietors  for  any  article  of  goods  which  may  be  miffing, 
the  pre-exiffence  of  which  may  appear  by  the  books  of  entry. 

XLVII.  It  fhall  be  prohibited  to  any  perfon  employed  in  the  Lazarettoes 
to  receive,  under  any  title  or  pretext  foever,  any  emolument  or  gratuity, 
as  every  of  them  muff  perform  his  proper  fun&ions  gratis. 

XLVIII.  The 
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XLVIII.  The  Officers  of  the  Lazarettoes  are  equally  obliged  to  give, 
gratuitoufly,  any  attention  or  document,  which  the  intereft  of  the  pro- 
prietors of  goods  unladen  at  the  Lazaretto  may  require. 

XLIX.  The  Feluccas  which  bring  coral,  their  mailers,  and  the  traders, 
are  to  be  admitted  into  the  firft  Lazaretto,  with  the  prefcribed  precautions. 

L.  Any  perfon  who  fhall  be  wanting  in  fubordination  to  the  Officers, 
and  refpedl  to  the  Sentinels,  fhall  be  arrefted  and  imprifoned,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  tranfgreffion. 

LI.  Whoever  fhall  contravene  the  orders  above  expreffed,  fhall  be  pu- 
nifhed  for  petty  tranlgreffions  according  to  the  juft  and  prudent  directions 
of  the  Prefident  of  Health,  at  Leghorn;  but  for  crimes  of  greater  import, 
and  for  thofe  in  particular  which  may  tend  to  endanger  the  public  Health, 
the  punifhment  fhall  be  always  fevere,  and  extend  even  to  death,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  and  circumftances  of  the  cafe ; and  the  perfons  acculed 
may  be  proceeded  againft,  either  by  plea,  and  open  or  fecret  denunciation, 
or  ex-officio,  and  by  Inquilition.  All  the  other  laws  and  ordinances 
in  relation  to  Health,  which  are  not  contrary  to  the  dilpolitions  of  the 
prelent  ediCl,  fhall  be  valid.

H IS  Royal  Highnefs  having  this  day,  by  His  Royal  Edidt,  publiffied 
His  Sovereign  Orders  to  be  obferved  in  the  Lazarettoes  of  St.  Rocco,  St. 
Jacopo,  and  St.  Leopoldo ; and  defirous  of  providing  at  the  fame  time  for 
the  general  and  particular  Regulations  of  the  fame,  wills  and  commands, 
that  the  prefent  Inftrudtions  be  inviolably  obferved  by  thofe  whom  they 
may  concern,  fuch  being  His  Sovereign  Will,  notwithftanding,  &c. 


GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 


OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH  IN  THE  LAZARETTOES. 


I.  We  command,  that  the  two  Officers  of  Health  in  every  Lazaretto 
be  bound  to  dedicate  all  their  zeal  and  care  to  the  pundtual  execution  of 

all

all  the  difpofitions  and  orders  which  fhall  be  prefented  by  the  prefent  In- 
ftructions,  as  well  as  thofe  which  it  may  be  expedient  from  time  to  time 
to  prefcribe,  as  circumflances  and  the  occafion  may  dictate. 

II.  At  the  Government  of  each  of  the  three  Lazarettoes  fhall  prefide  a 
Captain,  elected  by  his  Royal  Highnefs : the  uniform  fhall  confift  of  a blue 
coat,  with  twelve  buttons,  the  cuffs  of  filk,  with  three  buttons  to  the  fame, 
and  part  of  the  collar  folded  back. 

The  lining  of  the  coat,  and  the  breeches  and  waiftcoat,  to  be  of  fcarlet. 

The  buttons  to  have  an  S in  the  middle,  furmounted  by  the  grand  du- 
cal crown. 

The  Dragoon  fhall  ufe  the  fame  fword  as  the  Officers,  and  carry  in  his 
hat  a button  of  the  fame  form  as  that  of  the  drefs,  and  the  ufual  taffels  at 
both  ends  of  the  fame. 

III.  The  Captains  are  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  Governor  of  Leg- 
horn, which  may  be  dire&ly,  or  through  the  medium  of  his  Secretary’s  of- 
fice, communicated  to  them ; and  fhall  exaflly  conform  themfelves  to  what- 
ever he  may  think  fit  to  prefcribe  to  them. 

I 

IV.  All  the  Orders  and  final  Inffrudtions  which,  according  to  the  exi- 
gency of  the  cafe,  may  be  iffued  by  the  Governor  of  Leghorn,  fhall  be 
immediately  communicated  by  the  Captain  of  that  Lazaretto,  to  which 
they  may  be  addreffed,  to  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Lazaretto  of  Health,  in 
order  that  he  may  be  always  apprized  of  the  actual  circumftances  of  the 

C 2 Service, 


Service,  and  be  thereby  enabled  to  contribute,  by  his  advice  and  counlels, 
to  the  moft  pun&ual  difcharge  of  the  important  duties  of  the  faid  Service. 

V.  When  the  Captain  fhall  perceive  that  any  order  of  the  Governor  may 
be  equivocal,  erroneous,  or  contradictory , to  the  InftruCtions  and  prevail- 
ing Ordinances,  or  to  the  aCtual  circumftances  of  the  Lazaretto,  he  may 
fufpend  the  execution  of  the  fame,  provided  he  give  immediate  notice  for 
receiving;  ulterior  inftru&ions. 

VI.  When  it  (hall  appear  that  fome  final  general  provifion,  regarding 
the  regulations  and  precautions  of  Health,  be  expedient  for  the  good  regu- 
lation, adminiflration,  and  goyernment  of  the  Lazarettoes,  the  Captain 
fhall  reprefent  and  propofe  the  fame  in  writing  to  the  Governor,  in  order 
to  await  his  refolutions  and  orders. 

VII.  In  all  cafes  which  fhall  not  have  been  forefeen  in  the  prefent  in- 
ftruCtions,  of  whatever  nature  they  may  be,  and  in  all  occafions  where  the 
good  of  the  fervice  requires  an  immediate  provifion,  the  Captain  fhall  con- 
cert the  neceffary  meafures  with  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Lazaretto,  agree  in 
fentiment  with  him  thereon,  and  determine;  but  the  Captain  fhall  repre- 
fent the  fuccefs  and  the  refolutions  taken  to  the  Governor,  and  await  his 
orders. 

VIII.  But  if,  in  any  cafe,  the  two  Officers  of  Health  cannot  agree  with 
each  other  upon  the  matter  on  which  it  may  be  expedient  to  determine, 
and  there  not  being  time  for  reprefenting  it,  then  the  Captain  fhall  aCt 
therein  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  apprize  the  Governor  forthwith  of  the 
difficulty,  ftating  what  he  has  caufed  to  be  executed,  and  adducing  the 
reafon  which  have  prompted  him  thereto. 


IX.  The 
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IX.  The  Lieutenant  muft,  on  the  other  hand,  inform  at  the  fame  time 
the  Governor,  of  the  reafons  which  have  fwayed  his  contrary  opinion,  in 
order  that  they  may  ferve  as  a guide  to  the  Governor. 

X.  And  if  momentary  cafes  fhould  arife,  in  which  the  Lieutenant  of 
Health  of  the  Lazaretto  fhould  be  called  upon  inftantly  to  aft  without 
there  being  time  to  apprize  the  Captain,  on  account  of  his  abfence  from 
the  Lazaretto,  the  faid  Lieutenant  may,  under  fimilar  circumftances,  take 
what  he  fhall  deem  the  mofl:  prudent  fteps,  but  advife  the  Captain  thereof, 
on  whom  it  will  be  incumbent  to  render  an  account  to  the  Governor  of 
what  fhall  have  happened. 

If,  after  the  determination  fhall  have  been  taken,  the  Captain  fhall  not  be 
yet  returned,  and  the  matter  fhould  prefs,  the  communication  to  the  Go- 
vernor fhall  be  made  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Health. 

XI.  The  Officers  of  Health  in  the  fervice  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  have 
recourfe,  in  matters  of  economy,  to  the  Direftor  of  the  Cufloms,  or  to  the 
Officer  who  calculates  the  referved  entries. 

XII.  One  of  the  two  Officers  of  Health  fhall  conftantly  be  prefent  in 
the  Lazarettoes,  and  whenever  one  of  them  goes  out,  the  other  fhall  be 
informed,  in  order  that  the  Lazaretto  may  never  be  left  without  one  of 
them. 

If  at  night  one  of  the  two  fhould  have  occafion  to  abfent  himfelf,  he  fhall 
previoufly  obtain  permiffion  from  the  Governor  and  Prefident  of  Health. 


XIII.  The 
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XIII.  The  Officers  of  Health  (hall  not  employ  in  their  own  fervice  the 
men  in  the  pay  of  the  Lazaretto  ; but  they  may  avail  themfelves  of  their 
fervices,  when  they  may  have  occafion  to  go  into  the  city,  upon  affairs 
of  the  Lazaretto,  or  when  they  afk  leave  to  go  upon  their  own  private 
buhnefs. 

XIV.  It  fhall  be  always  prohibited  to  thofe  who  live  in  the  Lazarettoes 
'to  keep  any  dogs  and  cats ; and,  with  refpedt  to  fowls,  or  other  birds,  they 
may  only  keep  them  in  clofe  cages,  wired  on  each  fide,  and  not  otherwife. 

XV.  No  one  employed  in  the  Lazaretto  fhall  receive  any  fort  of  gra- 
tuity, under  whatever  title  or  pretext,  even  if  fpontaneoufly  offered. 

XVI.  The  perfons  on  fervice,  none  excepted,  fhall  be  prohibited  from 
buying  or  felling  any  thing  in  the  Lazarettoes,  either  themfelves,  or  fuffer  it 
to  be  done  by  others,  nor  fhall  they  in  any  wife  whatever  hold  a mercantile 
correfpondence  within  or  without  the  Lazarettoes. 

XVII.  The  people  under  Prattique,  and  under  Quarantine,  in  the  Laza- 
rettoes, are  forbid  to  ufe  any  foreign  fait,  as  well  as  any  other  fort  of  con- 
traband goods. 

XVIII.  No  perfons  or  goods  to  be  received  in  the  Lazaretto  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  performing  Quarantine,  without  an  order  from  the  Governor,  iffued 
from  the  Secretary’s  office. 

XIX.  The  keys  of  the  gates,  and  of  the  chains  which  inclofe  the  en- 
trances of  the  Lazarettoes,  as  well  as  thofe  which  lock  up  the  Pent-houfes, 

and 
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and  the  apartments  of  the  paffengers,  as  alfo  all  other  places  in  the  La- 
zarettoes, muft  bedepofited  in  the  office,  in  a cheft  deftined  for  that  pur- 
pofe  ; which  keys  are  to  be  kept  during  the  night  by  the  Captain. 

Such  cheft  to  have  two  keys  ; one  of  which  to  be  retained  in  the  day- 
time by  the  Lieutenant  in  the  Service  of  Health,  for  procuring  the  utmoft 
difpatch  of  bufinefs  ; but  in  the  evening,  they  muft  be  carried  to  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Lazaretto,  or,  in  hisabfence,  to  the  Lieutenant. 

XX.  Every  evening,  one  or  the  other  of  the  Officers  of  Health  in  the  La- 
zarettoes  muft  make  one  or  more  rounds  at  fuch  hours  as  he  fhall  judge 
proper,  according  to  exifting  circumftances,  in  order  to  fee  whether  the 
fentinels  are  vigilant  at  their  pofts ; and  whether  all  the  men  in  the  fervice 
are  in  their  refpe£tive  apartments ; at  which  time  he  is  to  be  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  guards  on  duty. 

XXI.  In  the  courfe  of  the  day  they  will  alfo  vifit  different  parts  of  the 
Lazarettoes,  and  efpecially  where  there  are  people  and  goods,  in  order  to 
fee  that  they  be  not  mixed,  and  that  the  places  and  avenues  be  always  clear 
of  the  liable  goods. 

XXII.  The  Captains  are  to  watch  with  all  care,  that  the  Lazarettoes  are 
well  fhut  and  fecured,  to  avoid  any  furtive  attempt  on  any  part  of  the  fame. 

XXIII.  It  fhall  be  their  care  to  examine  exprefsly  and  diligently  the 
locks  and  bolts  of  the  parlours,  to  afcertain  that  they  be  entire,  and  to  caufe 
thofe  which  may  be  broken  in  any  part,  to  be  repaired  with  promptitude 
and  exadtnefs. 


XXIV.  It 
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XXIV.  It  fhall  be  their  province  to  fee  that  the  buildings,  moats,  dykes, 
foundations,  and  every  other  part  of  the  Lazarettoes,  be  kept  in  good  pre- 
fervation  ; and  when  they  fhall  deem  them  in  want  of  repair,  they  fhall, 
preparatory  to  the  report  to  the  Governor  and  Prefident  of  Health,  make 
a reprefentation  in  writing  to  the  Director  of  the  Cuftoms,  in  whom  the 
management  thereof  is  veiled. 

XXV.  If  they  perceive  that  the  good  of  the  fervice  requires  new  works 
and  repairs,  and  that  the  objeCt  is  of  importance,  then  they  mull  make  a 
direCt  reprefentation  to  the  Governor,  in  order  that  he  may  commune  there- 
on with  the  Miniller  fuperintending  the  affairs  of  Health  at  Florence. 

If  any  works  or  repairs  to  be  done  de  novo  do  not  exceed  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  livres,  the  Governor  may  give  the  relative  orders,  without  any 
other  authority. 

XXVI.  All  bills  of  manufacturers  and  artifans  mull  in  the  firlt  inllance 
be  prefented  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes,  under  the  attellation  of 
the  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  and  figned  by  the  Captain. 

But  if  any  work  Ihould  be  found  ill  executed,  or  not  correfpondent  to 
the  quantity  of  articles  fupplied,  or  of  workmen  employed,  one  or  other 
of  the  Officers  of  Health  mull  refufe  to  fign  the  bill ; and  for  that  purpofe 
there  fhall  be  kept  in  the  guard- room  of  the  inclofure  a journal,  in  which 
an  exaCl  account  and  regiflry  fhall  be  kept. 

XXVII.  The  Captain  fhall  pay  all  attention  to  the  cleanfing  of  the  ave- 
nues and  Pent-houfes,  and  efpecially  of  the  roofs  by  which  the  water  is  re- 
ceived 
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ceived  into  the  citterns,  the  purifying  apartments,  and  the  canals  of  the 
fame,  and  of  every  other  part  within  the  precin&s  of  the  Lazaretto. 

XXVIII.  He  will  fee  alfo  that  the  moats  within  the  Lazaretto  be  kept 
clear,  and  excavated,  in  order  that  the  barges  laden  with  merchandize  may 
be  freely  navigated  therein  ; making,  as  often  as  may  be  neceflary,  the  re- 
quett  for  this  purpofe  to  the  Director  of  the  Cuftoms,  and  to  the  Deputa- 
tion fuperintending  the  excavation  of  the  port. 

XXIX.  With  refpedt  to  the  apartments  of  the  paflengers,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  kept  clean  while  vacant,  he  is  to  procure  them  to  be  fcoured 
and  wafhed  as  often  as  neceffary  ; and  where  there  are  perfons  labouring 
under  a common  malady,  the  rooms  are  to  be,  for  precaution,  lightly  fu- 
migated. 

XXX.  If  in  any  room  there  fhall  be  a lick  perfon,  or  any  perfon  fhould 
die  therein  of  a contagious  ficknefs,  the  Captain  fhall  in  fuch  cafe  await  the 
orders  of  the  Governor,  which  will  prefcribe  the  precautions  neceflary  for 
purifying  the  apartment,  and  the  articles  which  were  in  ufe  by  the  deceafed. 

XXXI.  That  fpace  of  ground  which  is  within  the  circumference  of  the 
Lazarettoes,  and  particularly  in  the  fecond  and  third,  mutt  be  folely  kept 
for  hay  ; every  fort  of  cultivation  being  abfolutely  prohibited  therein,  and 
a fpace  mutt  be  kept  clean  for  drying  the  hay. 

XXXII.  Each  Lazaretto  mutt  have  a general  map  of  its  extent  on  the 
land  fide,  as  far  as  thofe  limits,  within  which,  according  to  the  prefent  in- 
Aru&ions,  work  is  prohibited. 
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There  (hall  alfo  be  feveral  particular  maps  of  the  principal  parts  of  the 
Lazaretto,  with  an  indication  of  their  ufe  to  thofe  for  whom  they  may  be 
intended,  and  with  numbers  referring  to  the  general  plan. 

And  when  any  alterations  take  place  around  the  building  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  the  Captains  fhall  caufe  new  maps  from  time  to  time  to  be  made, 
without  altering  the  old  ones,  and  all  thofe  plans  mull:  be  kept  and  pre- 
ferred in  the  Secretary’s  office. 

XXXIII.  If,  within  the  prefcribed  limits  of  each  Lazaretto,  any  build- 
ing ffiould  be  enlarged,  the  Captain  mufi  immediately  communicate  the 
fame  to  the  Governor. 

XXXIV.  The  Captains  are  to  caufe  the  Lazarettoes  to  be  always  fup- 
plied  with  the  implements  neceffary  for  the  various  operations  of  purifi- 
cation, burials,  recovery  of  things  and  animals  floating  in  the  moats  and 
before  the  gates  of  the  Lazarettoes,  cleanfing  and  fecuring  the  place,  and 
for  every  other  occurrence  and  occafion ; as  alfo  with  the  arms  neceffary 
for  the  guards,  flock  of  ammunition,  and  contingent  expences. 

XXXV.  All  the  implements  with  which  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  be  fur- 
niffied  for  the  above-mentioned  occafions,  mull  be  kept  under  lock  in  one 
apartment,  which  may  alfo  be  appropriated  for  goods  left  behind,  and  they 
are  not  to  be  difperfed  in  other  parts  of  the  Lazarettoes,  much  lefs  in  the 
guard-room  and  apartments  of  the  Officers  of  Health. 

There  mufl  be  kept  an  account  of  the  confumption  of  the  fame,  as  alfo 
of  the  brimflone,  cordage,  oil  for  lamps,  or  other  matters ; and  the  keys  of 
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the  faid  ftore-room  fhall  be  configned  to  the  care  of  the  locker,  as  often 
as  the  fervice  may  have  occafion  for  the  articles  therein  preferved. 

XXXVI.  There  fhall  be  kept  in  each  Lazaretto,  in  a room  near  the 
Secretary’s  office,  the  neceffary  chefls  for  containing  all  the  books,  files, 
and  every  other  relative  paper  for  the  fervice,  with  a label  at  the  top  of 
the  cafe  entitled  Archives. 

And  as  often  as  the  Governor,  Secretary,  or  Comptroller  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  fhall  recur  to  any  of  the  faid  books,  files,  &c.  they  muft  be  fent 
by  a guard  on  duty,  and,  after  infpedion,  returned  to  the  refpe&ive  Laza- 
rettoes. 

XXXVII.  There  fhall  alfo  be  kept  in  each  Lazaretto  an  inventory,  con- 
taining the  infcriptions,  depofitories,  &c.  as  alfo  all  the  implements, 
utenfils,  articles  for  religious  ufes,  and  other  matters  which  fhall  be  kept 
by  the  Captain,  and  from  time  to  time  as  they  are  confirmed,  others  fub- 
flituted,  or  new  ones  added,  the  fame  fhall  be  noted  in  the  inventory,  a 
copy  of  which,  figned  by  the  Captain,  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  referved  entries. 


XXXVIII.  Thofe  perfons  only  fhall  be  admitted  into  the  Lazarettoes 
who  have  bufinefs  therein  : 

Entrance  however  may  be  allowed  to  any  one  with  an  honefl  motive, 
under  due  precautions,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fucli  circumflances  as  fhall  be 
deemed  convenient  and  conformable  to  the  prefent  inftru&ions. 
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XXXIX.  If  any  perfon  under  Quarantine  fhould  requeft  leave  to  com- 
municate with  others  under  greater  Quarantine,  it  may  be  allowed  them, 
provided  the  Officers  of  Health  have  no  juft  reafon  for  refufal. 

But  if  any  one  admitted  to  Prattique  fhould  be  accompanied  by  any  per- 
fon under  Quarantine,  it  muft  not  be  allowed  without  an  order  in  writing 
from  the  Governor. 

XL.  And  if  it  happen  that  any  perfon  under  Prattique  fhall  communi- 
cate with  a perfon  or  goods  under  Quarantine,  he  fhall  be  fubjed  to  the 
period  affigned  to  fuch  perfon  or  goods  with  which  he  may  have  fo  come 
into  contad. 

If  any  perfon  or  article  under  leffer  Quarantine  fhould  communicate  or 
mix  with  perfons  or  goods  under  greater  Quarantine,  they  muft  be  fubjed 
to  the  period  of  the  latter. 

XLI.  There  fhall  be  no  traffic  in  the  Lazarettoes,  and  particularly  during 
the  celebration  of  mafs,  either  by  perfons  under  Quarantine,  or  thofe  un- 
der Prattique. 

XLII.  If  any  tranfgreflion  or  negled  of  the  regulations  and  laws  con- 
cerning Health,  and  againft  the  good  government  and  difcipline  of  the 
Lazarettoes,  be  committed  therein,  the  perfon  or  perfons  offending  fhall  be 
arrefted,  confined,  and  imprifoned ; and  the  due  communication  thereof 
immediately  made  by  the  Captain  to  the  Governor,  for  his  orders  thereon. 

XL1II.  If  any  altercations  arife  in  the  Lazarettoes  among  ftrangers,  who 
come  thither,  the  Captain  will  terminate  them  immediately,  with  due  pru- 
dence ; 
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dence  ; but  if,  after  having  ufed  his  bed;  endeavours  for  that  purpofe,  any  of 
them  fhould  not  defift,  or  proceed  to  ill-treat  or  injure  another,  without 
obferving  the  refpeft  due  to  a public  officer,  he  fhall  be  put  under  arrefl, 
and  notice  given  to  the  Governor,  for  his  orders  thereon. 

XLIV.  No  inlpe&ions  can  be  legally  made  in  the  Lazarettoes  without 
an  exprefs  licence  in  writing  from  the  Governor  ; and  no  perfon  attached 
to  the  fervice  of  the  Lazarettoes  can  iffue  certificates  to  be  produced  in 
court  without  a like  licence. 

XLV.  It  fhall  be  the  care  of  the  two  Officers  of  Health,  in  each  Laza- 
retto, duly  to  expedite  all  the  daily  affairs,  in  order  that  the  merchandizes 
configned  to  Prattique,  as  well  as  thofe  received  under  Quarantine,  may 
be  quickly  difcharged  from  the  paffages  and  flairs  of  the  Lazarettoes. 

XLVI.  The  fmall  or  minute  expences,  fuch  as  oil,  cordage,  brimflone, 
payment  of  the  affiflants,  &c.  muff  be  defrayed  by  the  Captains. 

And  at  the  end  of  two  months  he  mufl  fend  the  duplicate  note  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes,  with  a certificate  of  the  Lieutenant  of 
Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  under  the  account  of  the  journal  which  is  to  be 
kept,  and  with  the  fignature  of  the  Captain. 

XLVII.  If  thefts  of  any  kind  are  committed  in  the  Lazarettoes,  the 
Captains,  as  foon  as  they  fhall  be  informed  thereof,  mufl  report  them  to 
the  Governor. 

XLVIII.  And  if,  previous  to  the  difpatch  of  fuch  a report,  the  delinquent 
fhould  be  difcovered,  he  mufl  be  immediately  imprifoned,  and  this  cir- 

cumflance 
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cumftance  fhall  be  noted  in  the  fame  report,  and  a fentinel  fliall  be  placed 
in  the  prifon,  in  order  that  the  prifoner  may  not  be  able  to  communicate 
with  any  perfon. 

XLIX.  If  the  theft  be  committed  among  the  paffengers,  or  other  per- 
fons,  dhembarked  at  the  Lazaretto  for  the  purpofe  of  performing  Quaran- 
tine, and  the  delinquent  be  not  difcovered,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  in  order  to 
avoid  as  much  as  poffible  the  commiffion  of  thefts  in  any  concealed  or  de- 
tached part,  all  thofe  perfons  (hall  be  immediately  prevented  from  leaving 
their  refpedlive  apartments  until  the  report  be  made  to  the  Governor,  and 
the  neceflary  orders  be  by  him  given. 

L.  Whoever  may  be  the  thief,  when  he  fhall  be  difcovered,  either  before 
the  making  or  after  the  dilpatch  of  the  report,  he  muft  not  only  be  arrefted 
and  imprifoned,  but  the  feals  muft  be  befides  immediately  put  upon  the 
apartment  by  him  inhabited,  provided  that  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health, 
and  two  guards  on  duty,  be  prefent  at  the  fame,  and  that  the  feal  remain 
in  the  hands  of  one  of  them,  who  is  to  adt  on  the  occafion. 

LI.  And  when  in  confequence,  the  perfons  accufed  of,  or  fufpedted  of 
being  accomplices  in  the  theft,  as  well  as  their  apartments  and  effects  are 
to  be  fearched,  the  Captain  ffiall  commiffion  for  this  purpofe  one  or  more 
of  the  honeft  and  truft-  worthy  guards  on  duty,  and  the  Captain  or  Lieu- 
tenant of  the  Lazaretto  mud:  be  prefent  at  the  fearch. 

LII.  Of  all  thefe  primary  a£ts  relative  to  theft  an  account  muft  be  ren- 
dered by  the  Captains  of  the  Lazarettoes  to  the  Prefident  of  Health,  who 
will  order  what  he  fhall  deem  to  be  expedient  for  the  procefs,  or  for 
puniffiing  the  delinquent  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Lazarettoes. 

LIII.  The 
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LIII.  The  Captains  are  to  be  refponfible  for  any  article  that  may  be 
miffing  or  loll;  at  the  time  of  Prattique,  the  pre-exiflence  of  which  fhaU 
appear  by  the  books,  and  they  mull  reimburfe  the  merchant  at  their  own 
charge,  and  in  the  mean  time  make  their  report  to  the  Governor,  in  order 
that  he  may  dired:  neceffiary  examinations  to  be  made  for  finding  out  the 
perfon  who  may  have  purloined  the  article  in  queftion. 

But  the  Captains  will  always  be  able  to  have  recourfe  for  their  indem- 
nification to  the  men  on  the  fervice,  who  may  have  had  the  cuftody  and 
management  of  fuch  goods  and  articles,  or  to  whom  elfe  it  may  concern. 

LIV.  Every  time  after  the  difcharge  from  prifon  of  any  perfon  under 
Quarantine,  the  Captain  mufl:  caufe  the  fame  to  be  purified,  and  fhall  have 
the  care  of  the  fecurity  and  cleanlinefs  of  the  fame. 

LV.  As  long  as  the  boats  in  which  the  crews  of  the  fhips,  furnifhed 
with  unclean  papers  or  toccas  arrived,  lie  in  the  road  under  Quarantine, 
they  cannot  go  to  take  in  water  at  the  canal  under  the  Royal  Fofse,  oppo- 
fite  to  the  gate  of  the  Capuchins,  but  mufl  indifpenfably  go  for  water  to 
the  fecond  Lazaretto. 

And  if  it  at  any  time  happen  that  there  fhould  be  a want  of  water  in 
the  wells  of  the  fecond  Lazaretto,  then  the  fhips  will  be  fupplied  from 
the  ufual  canal  in  the  Royal  Fofse,  by  means  of  boats  and  veffels  in  Prat- 
tique, which  may  convey  water  even  to  the  fide  of  the  fhip. 

But  when  the  faid  fhips  fhall  have  entered  the  pier,  they  may  fend  for 
water  to  the  canal,  as  is  done  by  the  boats  furnifhed  with  a proper  pafs- 

port; 
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port ; returning  one  hour  before  the  evening  Angelus  to  their  place  of 
deftination. 

LVI.  If  any  fhips  or  other  craft  happen  to  founder  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Lazarettoes,  as  foon  as  the  Captains  fhall  be  apprifed  of  the  fame,  they 
muft  come  to  the  fpot  with  fuch  people  as  they  fhall  think  neceffary,  in 
order  to  render  every  affiftance  poffible  ; bringing  the  fufferers  into  the 
Lazarettoes,  and  making  an  immediate  communication  to  the  Governor 
for  his  orders  thereon. 

LVII.  At  the  fame  time  he  muft  inform  the  chief  officer  of  cavalry 
thereof,  in  order  that  he  may  forthwith  fend  his  men  along  that  part  of 
the  coaft  where  the  fhip  wreck  may  have  happened,  to  watch  that  no  one 
approach  too  near,  and  to  diredt  their  attention  to  the  wreck. 

LVIII.  The  Captain  of  Health  of  the  Lazarettoes  only  fhall  be  per- 
mitted to  fifh  in  the  moats  around  the  Lazarettoes,  provided  it  be  done  at 
a proper  time  when  he  has  not  other  bufinefs  to  difpatch. 


LIEUTENANTS  OF  HEALTH  IN  THE  LAZARETTOES. 


LIX.  The  Lieutenants  of  Health  in  the  fervice  of  the  Lazarettoes  fhall 
be  eledted  by  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  be  drefted  in  a uniform  entirely 
fimilar  to  that  of  the  Captains. 


BOOKS 
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BOOKS,  AND  THEIR  DESCRIPTION. 


LX.  They  ftiall  be  Ipecially  charged  with  the  writings  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  and  to  keep  all  the  books,  with  the  method  and  fyftem  at  prefent 
obferved  in  the  firft  Lazaretto. 

LXI.  In  the  Manual  will  be  fet  down  the  name  of  every  veflel  unload- 
ing at  the  Lazaretto,  as  alfo  of  the  Captain,  his  arrival,  the  days  on  which 
he  began  and  finifhed  unloading,  and  that  on  which  the  purification  termi- 
nated ; that  on  which  he  was  admitted  to  Prattique,  as  well  as  the  name 
of  the  confignees  to  whom  the  goods  were  certified. 

The  quality,  condition,  mark,  and  number  of  every  piece  of  goods 
coming  within  the  defcription  of  thofe  under  the  ufual  import  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  muft  be  noted  therein. 

Againft  the  articles  entered,  the  confignment  and  the  neceflary  orders 
muft  be  ftated  ; and  for  greater  peripicuity  and  regularity,  with  the  fame 
divifions  and  rubricks  which  are  ufed  in  the  Manual  of  the  firft  Laza- 
retto. 

LXII.  In  the  Journal , a note  of  the  wages  of  the  men  in  the  fervice 
muft  every  month  be  made,  and  every  two  months,  of  the  extraordinary 
expences  ; and  the  general  orders  of  the  fhips  which  have  unloaded  at  the 
Lazaretto,  muft  be  copied  therein;  the  names  of  which  muft  be  ftated, 
and  the  quantity,  quality,  and  value  of  all  the  merchandizes  fpecified, 
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which  in  the  courfe  of  the  two  months,  have  been  purified  in  the  La- 
zaretto. 

LXIII.  The  book  entitled  Magazine  Duties  muft  contain  the  name  of 
the  Ship  and  Captain,  his  arrival,  day  of  Prattique,  and  the  day  on  which 
he  began  to  convey  goods  into  the  magazine,  with  the  name  of  the  owner, 
and  the  number  of  the  parcels,  which  by  the  Manual  fhall  appear  to  be  in 
the  Lazaretto,  under  the  day  on  which  he  began  to  convey  them  into  the 
magazine. 

LXIV.  In  the  book  entitled  Accounts  of  the  Men , fhall  be  fet  down  the 
day  on  which  the  Guards  entered  into  the  Service  ; pointing  out  when  they 
went  to  purify  any  veffel,  ^nd  the  day  on  which  they  proceeded  to  other 
purifications,  and  on  which  they  were  licenfed ; in  order  that  the  Service 
performed  by  fuch  Guards  may  be  at  all  times  known  and  verified,  and  the 
number  actually  under  Quarantine,  or  in  Prattique  afcertained. 

LXV.  A fmall  book  of  expences,  entitled  j mall  Journal , in  which  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  note  the  expences  of  the  Lazaretto  dif- 
burfed  by  the  Captain ; putting  them  under  the  days  refpedtively,  and  with 
the  neceffary  exa&nefs  and  precifion. 

LXVI.  A fmall  book,  entitled  Journal  of  Sick  & Dead , in  which  muff 
be  noted  the  day  when  the  perfons  fall  fick  while  under  Quarantine,  in  the 
Lazaretto,  and  when  they  die;  in  order  that  the  proper  certificates,  which 
may  be  demanded,  may  at  all  times  be  granted. 

LXVII.  The  Lieutenants  of  Health  in  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  render  ac- 
counts to  the  refpe&ive  merchants  of  the  Purification-duty,  upon  the  ge- 
neral 
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neral  Mandate  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes,  which  muft  be  fur- 
nifhed  with  the  fignatures  of  the  Lieutenant  and  the  Captain. 

XLVIII.  Thofe  merchants  only  will  have  credit  for  the  Purification- 
duty,  who  have  credit  for  the  duties  and  fees  for  weighing  at  the  Cuftom- 
houfe. 

LXIX.  Such  perfons  as  have  not  credit  for  the  Cuftom-houfe  fees, 
muft,  before  taking  away  the  merchandizes  from  the  Lazaretto,  pay  the 
Purification-duty. 

LXX.  In  fending,  at  the  expiration  of  two  months,  the  Mandate  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes ; the  fame  muft  be  accompanied  by  the 
receipt  at  the  Lazaretto  of  the  Purification-duties  paid  by  thofe  who  have 
not  credit  at  the  Cuftom-houfe,  and  when  verified,  the  amount  muft  be 
tranfmitted  to  the  treafury  of  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

LXXI.  Every  certificate  requefted  at  the  Lazarettoes  by  the  owners  of 
goods  difembarked,  muft  be  granted  gratis  by  the  Lieutenants  of  Health 
under  the  infpe&ion  of  the  Captain,  nor  muft  more  be  exacted  than  the 
duty  of  two  Crazie*  for  the  policy  from  thofe  perfons  who  have  not  credit 
at  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

LXXII.  The  Lieutenants  of  Health  of  the  Lazarettoes  fnall  alfo  keep  the 
neceflary  files  of  all  the  orders,  as  well  thofe  iffued  by  the  Governor,  as 
thofe  of  the  Cuftom-houfe,  for  the  confignment  of  goods ; as  alfo  of  re- 
leafes  from  the  captains,  or  confignees,  and  of  every  other  document. 

E 2 LXXIII.  At 
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LXXIII.  At  the  end  of  every  year,  the  Lieutenants  of  the  Lazarettoes 
muft  fend  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes  a note,  under  their 
fignature,  of  fuch  goods  as  may  have  been  left  behind,  the  owner  of 
which  has  not  prefented  himfelf  after  a whole  year,  and  on  which  the 
magazine-hire  fhall  not  have  been  paid,  fpecifying  the  fhip  and  captain 
by  whom  they  were  difembarked  at  the  Lazaretto,  the  name  of  the  con- 
fignee  of  the  cargo,  and  the  reference  to  the  Manual  in  which  they  are 
defcribed. 

LXXIV.  And  for  greater  facility  and  perfpicuity  in  finding  the  entries 
of  fuch  goods,  which  will  be  diftinguifhed  by  the  names  of  Articles  lefty 
the  Manual  muft  be  balanced  every  time  when  another  is  begun,  and  the 
entries  carried  forward  from  the  old  to  the  new  Manual. 

LXXV.  Thefe  articles,  after  a proper  edidt,  to  be  publifhed  through  the 
medium  of  the  Chancery  of  the  Cuftom-houfe,  affigning  a certain  term 
for  the  appearance  of  thofe  who  may  claim  them,  fhall  be  fold  by  public 
audtion,  and  delivered  to  the  highefl  and  befi:  bidder,  and  the  proceeds 
fhall  be  paid  into  the  treafury  of  the  Lazarettoes,  under  the  head  of 
Depofit,  unlefs  the  perfon  appear  who  can  lawfully  claim  the  fame. 

And  if  the  goods  fhould  not  be  taken  away  in  due  time  by  any  one,  and 
be  in  danger  of  buffering  from  delay,  the  Governor  may  order  the  fale,  as 
above,  without  waiting  the  prefcribed  term  of  one  year. 

LXXVI.  The  Guards  who  are  to  ferve  in  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  be 
chofen  by  the  Captains. 
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But  if  among  thofe,  any  one  Ihould  be  found  by  the  Lieutenants  of 
Health  of  the  Lazarettoes  to  be  dilhonefi:  or  incapable,  they  mull  inform 
the  Captains  of  the  fame,  in  order  that  they  may  proceed  to  the  nomina- 
tion of  another  Guard,  having  the  necelfary  qualities  and  requifites  for 
performing  zealoufly  the  duties  of  the  Lazarettoes  ; and  if  the  Captains 
do  not  heed  fuch  information,  they  will  apprize  the  Governor  of  the 
fame,  for  his  provifion  thereon. 

LXXVII.  An  account  of  the  Guards  whom  it  may  be  necelfary  to  take 
into  the  fervice,  mult  be  fent  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazarettoes,  to  be 
by  him  approved,  which  account  lhall  be  preferved  on  a feparate  file,  to 
ferve  as  a check  to  the  RegiJIer  of  the  Servants , in  which  it  mult  be  in- 
ferted,  with  the  number  under  which  it  is  placed  on  the  file. 

LXXVIII.  When  men  are  taken  into  the  fervice,  notice  is  to  be  given 
to  the  Governor,  in  order  that  he  may  approve  or  exclude  any  one  he  may 
judge  proper;  and  in  cafe  of  the  exclufion  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  men 
propofed  in  the  notice,  the  Captains  of  the  Lazarettoes  are  to  proceed  to 
propofe  others  in  the  room  of  thofe  excluded. 

LXXIX.  Every  fifteen  days,  the  Captains  of  the  Lazarettoes  are  to  fend 
to  the  Governor  a note,  figned  by  him,  of  all  the  Guards  at  that  time  on 
fervice,  fpecifying  thofe  which  are  under  Prattique,  and  thofe  which  are 
under  Quarantine,  and  upon  what  Ihips  they  are,  to  what  Ihips  they  are 
about  to  proceed,  and  the  days  on  which  fuch  Ihips  will  terminate  their 
airings,  and  be  admitted  to  Prattique. 
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GUARDS  OF  THE  LAZARETTOES. 

LXXX.  The  Guards  on  duty  in  the  Lazarettoes  of  St.  Rocco  and  St. 
Jacopo,  may  claim  from  them  the  wages  of  two  lire  per  day;  but  the 
Guards  of  that  of  St.  Leopoldo,  will  claim  two  lire  and  five  foldi  per  day. 

LXXXI.  If  any  Guard  fhould  fall  fick  when  on  adtual  fervice,  he  muft 
be  cured  within  the  Lazaretto,  by  the  phyfician  on  the  fervice,  be  fur- 
nifhed  with  medicines  and  his  wages,  until  his  recovery ; after  which,  if 
he  be  unneceffary  to  the  fervice,  he  may  be  difmiffed. 

LXXXII.  All  the  Guards  and  others  on  fervice  of  the  Lazaretto,  will 
depend  on  the  orders  of  the  Captains  and  Lieutenants. 

LXXXIII.  The  Guards  of  the  Lazarettoes,  while  on  fentry,  muft  be 
armed  with  a fuzil,  and  wear  at  fuch  times  a band,  the  middle  being  red, 
a blue  border,  and  ornamented  with  the  arms  of  His  Royal  Highnefs,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  recognized  as  in  the  immediate  fervice  of  the 
Governor. 

LXXIV.  The  Guards  of  the  Lazarettoes  are  to  keep  watch  by  day  and 
night,  according  to  the  arrangement  and  alteration  to  be  fixed  by  the  two 
Officers  of  Health;  they  cannot  quit  their  polls  till  exchanged,  and  during 
the  night  they  are  to  make  the  accuftomed  fignals  with  the  fmall  bells. 

If  any  Guard  who  is  to  relieve  another  fhould  refufe  to  difcharge  his 
duty  when  called  upon,  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health  is  to  be  informed 
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thereof,  and  in  the  interim,  the  man  whofe  turn  it  may  next  be  fhall  keep 
watch,  or  fome  other  be  appointed. 

LXXXV.  Thofe  Guards  whofe  lurn  it  may  be  to  keep  the  laft  watch, 
which  is  called  the  Diana , fhall  be  obliged  to  fweep  and  cleanfe  all  parts 
of  the  Lazarettoes,  and  particularly  of  the  goods  liable ; gathering  the 
dirt  in  iron  fhovels,  and  conveying  it  in  the  carts  ufed  for  the  purpofe  to 
the  place  where  the  fame  is  to  be  depofited. 

LXXXVI.  The  Guards  will  be  obliged  to  convey  the  goods,  which 
may  from  time  to  time  be  difembarked,  under  Quarantine,  into  the  rooms 
appointed  for  airing  them. 

LXXXVJI.  Such  airings  being  finifhed,  the  Guards  will  proceed  to 
new  difembarkations  and  airings  of  goods  which  may  arrive,  and  fo  pro- 
ceed from  time  to  time  fucceffively  to  others ; and  whenever  this  occurs, 
the  Captain  of  Health  in  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  tranfmit  a notice  of  the 
fame,  figned  by  him,  to  the  Comptroller,  for  his  approbation. 

LXXXVIII.  Other  men  may  be  taken  to  remove  the  goods  firft  aired, 
the  purification  of  which  fhall  have  been  half  accomplifhed,  provided  they 
be  not  of  a Quarantine  in  the  Lazarettoes  inferior  to  thofe  goods  which 
ought  to  be  removed. 

LXXXIX.  For  the  convenient  delivery  to  the  merchants  of  their 
tickets,  or  permitting  them  to  infpedt  the  goods  on  board  of  fhips  which 
are  left  without  men,  another  man  may  be  taken  into  the  ferviee  when- 
ever fuch  infpedtion  or  tickets  are  demanded ; provided  always,  as  above 

ftated,

flated,  that  there  are  not  other  men  there  of  inferior  Quarantine  to  that 
of  the  goods  to  be  infpeded. 

XC.  In  the  cafe,  on  the  other  hand,  where  among  the  goods  difem- 
barked  in  the  Lazarettoes,  there  fhould  be  any  quantity  of  goods  to  be 
unpacked  and  repacked,  one  at  leaf!  of  the  Guards  who  proceed  to  other 
Quarantines  is  to  be  left  for  the  purpofe  of  attaching  the  neceflfary  hooks 
and  cords  to  the  goods  to  be  fo  unpacked  and  repacked,  that  they  may  be 
taken  from  the  rooms,  conveyed  to  the  fcales,  and  purified  by  the  men  be- 
longing to  the  greater  Quarantine,  which  in  the  Lazarettoes  is  called 
the  greater  Caravan. 

XCI.  The  Guards  who  attend  the  men  at  work  under  the  Pent-houfes, 
in  putting  the  bales  again  into  condition,  muff  be  always  of  the  number  of 
thofe  belonging  to  the  Prattique,  in  order  that  they  may  freely  pafs  under 
the  Pent-houfes  around  the  goods,  which  are  to  be  fo  put  into  condition, 
and  fuperintend  the  proceedings  of  the  workmen. 

XCII.  The  Guards  are  to  be  admonifhed,  not  to  enter  into  any  familia- 
rity with  (hips,  crews,  pafifengers,  and  others  foreign  to  the  Service,  in  or- 
der that  due  relpeft  may  be  obferved,  and  they  be  obeyed  when  occafion 
requires. 

XCIII.  The  goods  under  Prattique  are  to  be  conveyed  to  the  flairs,  by 
the  men  belonging  to  the  Lazarettoes  ; but  if  fuch  goods  are  fold  in  the 
Lazaretto,  the  conveyance  of  them  is  always  to  be  performed  by  the  fame 
men,  for  account  of  the  Cuftom-houfe  Porters,  from  whom  they  may  de- 
mand the  amount  of  the  wages  for  conveyance. 
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XCIV.  When  goods  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  thofe  men  who  were 
admitted  with  them  to  Prattique  are  immediately  to  be  difcharged,  and 
when  there  fhall  be  occafion  to  fend  away  goods  under  Prattique,  they 
muff  be  carried  by  the  porters,  as  occafion  may  require. 

XCV.  The  Sentinels  who  guard  the  entrance  of  the  Lazarettoes  on  the 
land  fide  mull:  always  be  Guards  belonging  to  the  Prattique. 

XCVI.  The  Guards  are  forbid  to  fmoke  in  any  part  of  the  Lazarettoes, 
out  of  their  own  cabins,  and  never  in  them,  when  any  particular  circum- 
jftance  dictates  their  prohibition  fo  to  do. 

XCV1I.  The  Guards  on  fentry  at  the  entrances  of  the  Lazarettoes,  as 
well  on  the  fea  as  on  the  land  fide,  are  not  to  fuffer  any  one  to  introduce 
any  pipes  into  the  Lazaretto,  but  they  are  to  be  extinguifhed  and  depofited 
with  them,  and  reftored  to  thofe  to  whom  they  may  belong  on  leaving  the 
Lazaretto  ; but  no  one  fhall  be  fuffered  to  fmoke  in  any  part  whatfoever  of 
the  Lazarettoes,  excepting  the  Palfengers  in  their  own  apartments. 

XCV1II.  All  the  Guards  on  duty  are  likewife  to  watch  that  no  medi- 
cines, of  any  kind,  be  introduced  and  conveyed  to  the  people  under  Quaran- 
tine, without  the  previous  confent  of  the  two  Officers,  who  may  give  fuch 
confent  or  refufe  it,  as  circumftances  may  dictate. 

XCIX.  The  chains  which  inclofe  the  entrances  of  the  lefler  gates  and 
moats  of  the  Lazarettoes,  are  to  be  always  drawn,  and  the  Guards  on  fen- 
try at  the  fame  are  not  to  fuffer  any  craft  with  goods  to  go  out,  without 
an  order  from  the  Officers  of  Health,  in  the  Lazaretto,  although  the  con- 
ductors of  the  craft  prefent  a direCt  verbal  order. 
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C.  The  Sentinels  on  duty  at  the  entrances  of  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  pre- 
vent any  perfon  from  taking  with  him  into  the  Lazaretto  animals  of  any 
kind  whatever. 

Cl.  And  all  the  animals  taken  into  the  Lazarettoes,  as  loon  as  they  are 
difcovered,  muft  be  killed  by  the  Guards,  and  buried  with  due  precautions. 

CII.  If  any  dead  animals  fhould  float  with  the  current,  to  the  gates  and 
fofles  of  the  Lazarettoes,  the  Guards  are  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Cap- 
tain, who  is  to  caufe  them  to  be  dragged  on  fhore  with  hooks,  and  interred. 

CIII.  The  Guards  on  duty  are  to  take  care,  that  no  one  fifli  around  the 
Lazarettoes,  and  efpecially  neair  the  chains  which  clofe  the  entrances. 

And  if  any  one  fhould  be  difcovered  in  the  a61  of  fifhing  in  fuch  places, 
the  Guards  fhall  defire  him  to  go  away,  and  if  he  obey  not,  then  the  Guards 
fhall  immediately  inform  the  Captain,  who  will  take  the  neceffary  fteps. 

CIV.  It  fhall  be  the  province  of  the  Guards  on  fentry  at  the  entrances 
of  the  land  or  fea  fide,  to  take  care  that  no  one  introduce  clandeftinely  any 
parcels  wrapped  up,  or  the  moft  trivial  thing,  without  being  provided  with 
a permit  in  writing  from  the  Officers  of  Health,  and  when  he  is  not  pro- 
vided with  fuch  a permit,  he  fhall  be  fhut  in,  and  prevented  from  leaving 
the  Lazaretto,  and  immediately  notice  fhall  be  given  to  one  of  the  two 
Officers  of  Health. 

CV.  The  Guards  on  fentry  at  any  poft  are  not  to  leave  it  on  any  ac- 
count, or  under  any  pretext  whatever,  but  they  are  to  give  three  fignals 
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with  the  finall  bell  affixed  to  their  refpedrtive  ports,  which  being  heard,  one 
of  the  Guards  unoccupied  muft  go  to  that  port,  where  the  fignals  fhall 
have  been  given,  to  learn  the  wirti  of  the  Sentinels,  and  provide  for  the 
occafion. 

CVI.  And  in  order  that  the  Guards  on  fentry  may  not  have  occafion  to 
leave  their  ports,  to  efcort  and  repafs  the  meflengers  who  arrive,  there  muft 
be,  on  days  of  important  bufinefs,  a Guard  belonging  to  the  Prattique  fta- 
tioned  at  the  Secretary’s  office,  to  carry  and  bring  the  neceffary  meflages, 
and  anfwer  other  purpofes. 

CVII.  If  the  Guards  of  the  Lazarettoes  difeover  any  one,  in  violation 
of  the  Edidl  of  the  fifth  July,  1781,  digging  for  ballaftin  the  vicinity  of  the 
Lazarettoes,  they  muft  apprize  the  Captains  thereof,  who  fhall  immediate- 
ly inform  the  Officer  who  commands  the  cavalry,  in  order  that  he  may  dif- 
patch  his  people  to  arreft  the  tranfgreffors. 

CVIII.  If  the  Guards  fhould  be  ill-treated  or  difobeyed,  efpecially  when 
on  fentry,  the  perfon  who  may  have  committed  fuch  offences  is  to  be  im- 
mediately arrefted,  and  the  matter  imparted  to  the  Governor,  for  his  orders 
thereon. 

CIX.  Every  violation  of  the  preferibed  regulations  and  precautions  in 
the  Lazarettoes  is  to  be  communicated  by  the  Guards  on  duty,  immedi- 
ately on  the  fame  coming  to  their  knowledge,  to  the  Captain,  and  in  his 
abfence  to  the  Lieutenant. 

CX.  All  the  Guards  on  duty  are  to  obferve  the  moft  rigorous  fecrecy 
with  refpe<rt  to  occurrences  in  the  Lazarettoes.

CXI.  The

CXI.  The  Guards  on  duty,  as  well  as  every  other  perfon  in  the  Laza- 
retto, are  forbid  to  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  any  other  game,  under  pain,  if 
they  are  on  the  Service,  of  being  difmiffed  ; and  the  others,  of  being  put 
under  arreft  in  their  own  apartments,  and  alfo,  if  circumftances  require,  of 
being  imprifoned. 

CXII.  Thofe  Guards  who  have  any  trade  may  exercife  the  fame  in 
their  leifure  hours,  within  the  Lazarettoes,  and  in  fuch  places  as  may  be 
afiigned  to  them  by  the  Captain. 

CXIII.  The  Guards  on  going  out  of  the  Lazaretto  mud;  fhew  the  Cap- 
tain’s permit,  and  communicate  the  fame  to  the  Lieutenant,  of  whom,  in 
the  abfence  of  the  former,  they  are  to  alk  permiffion  to  abfent  themfelves. 

CXIV.  They  are  to  be  prohibited  from  paffing  the  night  out  of  the  La- 
zaretto, under  pain  of  being  immediately  difmiffed  from  the  Service,  when 
they  abfent  themfelves  without  a fpecial  licence  from  the  Captains,  which 
the  latter  may  grant  to  them  in  cafes  of  urgent  neceflity. 

CXV.  Every  one  of  them  mud:  retire  into  the  cabin  adigned  to  him,  at 
fuch  hour  as  (hall  be  agreed  upon,  according  to  circumftances,  by  the  Of- 
ficers of  Health  in  the  Lazaretto,  without  being  able  to  go  out  in  the  courfe 
of  the  night,  unlefs  when  called  upon  to  exchange  Sentinels. 

CXVI.  If  any  offence  be  committed  by  the  Guards  on  duty,  they  are  to 
be  arrefted,  and  notice  of  the  fame  given  to  the  Governor,  for  his  orders 
thereon. 
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KEEPER  OF  THE  INCLOSURE,  OR  SERRAGLIO. 

CXVII.  The  perfon  appointed  to  the  cuftody  of  the  Inclofure  fhall  be 
dreffed  in  a blue  uniform,  with  a cloak  of  the  fame  folded  back  at  the  neck, 
and  with  fix  buttons  on  the  coat  in  three  divifions,  the  lining,  waiftcoat 
and  breeches  of  fcarlet ; he  will  receive  three  lire  per  day  as  wages. 

CX  VIII.  He  is  to  take  particular  care,  that  all  the  other  Guards  on  Ser- 
vice perform  their  duty,  as  well  in  their  labour  of  every  kind,  as  at  the 
polls  where  they  are  appointed  to  Hand  Sentry ; and  every  time  when  a no- 
vice is  admitted  to  the  Service  as  a Guard,  he  is  to  take  care  that  he  be 
intruded  in  all  the  duties  of  a good  Guard. 

CXIX.  And  when  he  fhall  obferve  any  one  of  the  Guards  committing 
the  moft  trivial  offence,  or  irregularity,  he  fhall  immediately  apprife  the 
Captain  of  the  fame,  for  his  government. 

CXX.  He  is  to  take  care  every  morning  to  alk  the  Guards  who  have  been 
on  the  Diana  watch , whether  any  circumftance  have  occurred  in  the  courfe 
of  the  night,  and  ftate  the  fame  to  the  two  Officers  of  Health,  of  the  La- 
zaretto. 

CXXI.  He  is  to  take  particular  care  that  the  Pent-houfes  of  the  goods 
and  the  Inclofure,  confined  exclufively  to  his  cuftody,  be  at  all  times  kept 
clear,  and  fwept  by  the  Guards  as  often  as  occafion  may  require. 

He  fhall  attentively  watch  when  any  water  runs  through  the  roofs  of 
the  Pent-houfes  upon  the  goods,  and  apprize  the  Captain  of  the  fame,  in 
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order  that  he  may  have  the  roofs  repaired,  as  well  as  diredt  any  other 
repairs  that  may  be  neceffary. 

CXXII.  He  is  to  fee  that  the  Pent-houfes  be  kept  fhut  whenever  the 
work  fhall  be  finiffied  therein,  and  efpecially  in  the  evening. 

All  the  keys  of  the  Pent-houfes  are  to  be  brought  within  the  Secretary’s 
office  every  time  they  are  locked,  except  the  key  of  the  Inclofure,  which 
he  is  to  keep  by  him  in  the  day-time,  another  being  kept  in  the  key  cheft 
in  the  office  where  they  are  both  to  be  preferved  during  the  night. 

CXXIII.  He  will  continue  to  make  an  entry  of  all  the  goods  which  are 
to  be  aired,  in  a book  entitled  the  JVafle  Book , with  all  poffible  exadtnefs, 
as  well  in  refpedt  to  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  goods,  as  what  they 
may  have  fuffered  by  dampnefs  and  other  caufes ; indicating  alfo  whether 
the  parcels  arrived  open,  broken,  or  deficient,  from  on  board,  as  well  as 
any  other  interefting  particular. 

CXXIV.  From  this  Wafte-book  the  airings  are  to  be  re-copied  in  folio 
with  neceffary  neatnefs,  to  be  figned  by  the  Officers  of  Health  prefent  at  the 
airing  ; and  afterwards  when  it  fhall  have  been  tranfcribed  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant into  his  Manual,  the  fame  fhall  be  placed  on  the  fhelf  deftined  for 
the  purpofe,  with  the  number  correlpondent  to  that  of  the  Manual. 

CXXV.  The  goods  demanded  from  the  Pent-houfe  are  not  to  be  taken 
thence  without  an  order  figned  by  the  Officer  of  Health,  who  tranfa&s 
bufinefs  in  the  Secretary’s  office. 
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No  perfon  foreign  to  the  Service  is  to  be  fuffered  to  enter  the  Inclofure 
where  the  finer  goods  are  kept,  without  a permit  from  the  Officers  of 
Health  ; and  on  the  days  of  Prattique  and  of  important  bufinefs,  there  fhall 
be  a Guard  on  Sentry  at  the  door  of  the  Inclofure,  in  order  that  no  one 
may  introduce  himfelf  while  he  is  bufy  with  the  confignments. 


PASSENGERS’  GUARD,  &c. 

CXXVI.  The  Paffengers’  Guard  fhall  be  dreffed  in  the  fame  uniform  with 
the  Keeper  of  the  Inclofure,  and  receive  a ftipend  of  two  lire  and  five  foldi 
per  day. 

CXXVII.  He  fhall  keep  a book  entitled  Regifler  of  Paffengers , and  enter 
therein  all  the  Paffengers,  their  names  and  furnames,  nation  and  arrival,  as 
alfo  the  fhips’  crews,  and  the  Guards  of  Health  who  may  come  into  the 
Lazaretto  to  perform  Quarantine,  the  day  of  their  difembarkation,  and 
againft  it  the  day  of  their  being  admitted  to  Prattique. 

CXXVIII.  The  Paffengers’  Guards  fhall  be  obliged  to  let  them  out  and 

o O 

in,  and  to  apprife  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  of  all  petitions 
and  requefts  which  may  be  made  by  the  faid  Paffengers,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  granted,  or  refufed,  as  circumflances  fhall  didate. 

CXXIX.  He  is  frequently  to  go  round  the  Paffengers’  quarters  to  fee  that 
all  their  apartments  be  always  kept  clean ; and  when  occafion  fhall  require, 
he  will  inform  a Guard  of  the  greater  Caravan  thereof,  in  order  that  he  may 
come  and  clean  the  premifes. 
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CXXX.  When  the  Pafiengers  fhall  be  fhut  in,  the  Guard  appointed  to 
have  the  cuftody  of  them  is  to  bring  to  both  the  Officers  an  account 
of  the  number  of  perfons  fo  locked  up  by  him. 

CXXXI.  When  Paffengers  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  he  fhall  mi- 
nutely infpedt  all  their  effects,  before  they  leave  the  Lazaretto,  and  fuffer 
all  their  articles  in  ufe  to  pafs  ; but  with  regard  to  the  remaining  flock  of 
their  provifions,  it  muft  neceffarily  be  introduced  into  the  city  by  an  order 
from  the  Cuftom-houfe,  of  which  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  is  always  to 
be  apprifed,  in  order  that  they  may  be  forwarded  with  this  precaution. 


PASSENGERS  AND  OTHER  PERSONS  UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 

CXXXII.  No  Pafiengers  or  other  perfons  under  Quarantine  fhall  be 
received  into  the  Lazaretto  without  being  provided  with  necefiary  food,  or 
without  fome  perfon  fhall  be  anfwerable  for  them. 

In  the  contrary  cafe,  they  muft  return  on  board  until  fome  one  offer 
himfelf  to  be  refponfible  for  them,  unlefs  the  Governor  fhould  fee  juft 
reafons  for  admitting  them  not  with  ftanding. 

CXXXIII.  When  Pafiengers  and  others  difembark  for  the  purpofe  of 
performing  Quarantine,  in  the  Lazaretto,  they  are  to  caufe  their  effects  to 
be  minutely  infpe&ed  by  the  Guards  belonging  to  the  fame  Quarantine  ; if 
they  do  not,  all  effe&s  they  may  have  in  chefts,  bales,  coffers,  &c.  are  to 
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be  taken  from  the  faid  Paffengers,  in  the  prefence  of  one  of  the  two 
Officers  of  Health,  of  the  Lazaretto,  and  of  the  Paffengers*  Guard. 

CXXXIV.  And  fhould  among  them  any  liable  effects  be  found,  they 
will  put  them  apart  to  be  carried  to  the  Inclofure,  where  they  are  to 
undergo  the  fame  airing  and  term  of  Quarantine  affigned  to  all  the  other 
goods  which  arrived  in  the  fame  fhip. 

CXXXV.  The  boat  which  conveyed  fuch  perfons  is  to  be  fuffered  to 
depart,  if  the  infpe&ion  fhould  not  be  finifhed,  in  order  that  the  crew 
may  convey  the  effects  to  their  refpe£five  ffations,  when  they  have  not 
with  them  the  proper  perfons  of  the  Service. 

CXXXVI.  But  with  regard  to  letters  and  packets  which  the  Paffen- 
gers  may  have,  if  they  wifh  to  keep  thefe  by  them  they  muff  have  them 
opened  during  fuch  infpeftion  ; and  if  they  do  not  wifh  to  retain  them 
open,  they  muff  be  conveyed  to  the  cheff  of  the  Inclofure,  in  order  to  be 
opened  and  fumigated  for  Prattique. 

In  the  cafe,  however,  when  the  Quarantine  affigned  to  Paffengers  is  in- 
ferior to  that  of  the  goods  liable,  they  are  not  to  have  their  letters  until 
they  fhall  have  been  previoufly  opened  and  fumigated  by  the  fumigator. 

CXXXVII.  Small  boxes  or  cafes  of  jewels,  and  all  other  unliable  articles, 
they  may  keep  by  them  ; but  they  muff,  however,  fuffer  them  to  be  opened 
during  the  infpedfion,  if  the  Quarantine  for  the  perfons  be  equal  to  that  of 
the  liable  articles  ; if  otherwife,  caufe  them  to  be  opened  either  by  the 
fumigator  or  by  the  other  Guards  whofe  turn  it  may  be,  in  order  that  they 
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may  be  returned  to  them  purified,  when  the  term  of  their  Quarantine  fhall 
be  fhorter  than  that  of  the  goods. 

CXXXVIII.  All  the  arms  which  the  Paffengers  may  have  mud:  be, 
without  exception,  depofited  in  the  Inclofure,  to  be  redored  to  them  when 
admitted  to  Prattique  ; and  if  they  have  any  foreign  fait,  the  fame  mud:  be 
returned  on  board. 

CXXXIX.  In  adigning  apartments  to  the  Paffengers,  the  Captains  mud: 
accommodate  them  as  far  as  the  circumdance  may  render  it  convenient ; 
and  due  regard  mud:  be  had  to  the  number  and  rank  of  perfons,  in  order 
that  every  thing  may  be  condu&ed  without  partiality  and  preference. 

CXL.  The  Quarantine  of  perfons  will  begin  to  be  reckoned  from  the 
day  they  are  Separated  from  the  goods  which  are  liable. 

CXLI.  Paffengers  and  other  perfons  difembarked  at  the  Lazaretto,  to 
perform  Quarantine,  muff  remain  in  the  place  adigned  to  perfons  under 
Quarantine,  and  may  not  perambulate  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Lazaretto, 
unlefs  they  go  to  the  parlour. 

CXLII.  Paffengers  and  all  other  perfons  who  are  in  the  Lazaretto  to 
perform  Quarantine,  mud  fubmit  to  the  precautions  relative  to  public 
Health,  and  their  conduct  mud  be  regulated  by  the  orders  of  the  Officers 
of  Health,  in  the  Lazarettoes,  and  they  muff  obey  the  Guards  on  Sentry. 

CXLIII.  Every  evening,  at  the  tolling  of  the  Angelus,  all  the  Paffen- 
gers, or  other  perfons  under  Quarantine,  mud:  be  fhut  up  in  their  refpe&ive 
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apartments,  and  they  cannot  be  opened  till  the  following  morning  at  fun- 
rife. 

CXLIV.  In  cafes  where  Paffengers,  mariners,  or  other  perfons  difem- 
bark  at  the  Lazarettoes,  after  they  have  commenced  the  performance  of 
Quarantine  on  board  the  veffels,  and  where  it  cannot  be  known  at  the 
Lazarettoes  how  many  days  they  have  performed  on  board,  the  Guards  of 
Health,  previous  to  the  conducting  fuch  perfons  to  the  Lazaretto,  are  to  take 
the  neceflary  account  from  a verbal  ftatement,  and  iigned  by  the  Officer 
of  Health. 

CXLV.  If  any  one  come  to  {peak  with  the  perfons  under  Quarantine, 
he  may  be  permitted  fo  to  do,  but  always  in  the  parlour,  and  not  in  any 
other  place,  and  always  attended  by  one  or  more  of  the  Guards  on  duty, 
as  occaiion  may  require. 

And  care  ffiall  be  taken  that  this  convenience  be  not  abufed,  for  the 
mere  purpofe  of  converfation,  and  that  no  fuperfluous  communication  be 
had  to  the  prejudice  of  others  who  may  wiffi  to  {peak  on  bufinefs. 


CX.LVI.  Paffengers,  mariners,  or  other  perfons,  of  different  religions, 
who  may  be  in  the  Lazarettoes  for  performing  Quarintine,  muff  be  allowed 
the  free  exercife  of  their  religion,  according  to  their  rites,  provided  the 
fame  be  done  in  the  apartments  affigned  for  their  habitation,  and  without 
difturbing  any  one. 


CXLVII.  Care  muff  be  taken  that  during  Mafs  the  Paffengers,  or  others 
under  Quarantine,  obferve  the  due  diftances  and  precautions,  in  order  that 
any  mixture  may  be  avoided. 
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CXLVIII.  The  crews  of  fhips  under  Quarantine,  who  may  come  to 
the  Lazaretto  for  the  purpofe  of  hearing  Mafs,  are  to  be  feparated  from 
each  other,  and  the  Guards  of  Health,  who  attend  them,  are  to  look 
after  their  particular  crew  ; and  if  need  be,  the  Sentinels  are  to  be  doubled, 
for  greater  precaution. 

CXLIX.  Catholic  Priefts  who  may  be  in  the  Lazarettoes,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  performing  Quarantine,  may  be  permitted  to  celebrate  Mafs  in  the 
chapel  appointed  for  Paffengers  under  Quarantine  ; provided,  however, 
that  they  exhibit  their  approved  dimiffory  letters  to  the  fuperior  Ecclefi- 
aftics. 

CL.  The  Prieft  under  Quarantine  is  to  bring  all  the  facred  paraphernalia, 
and  every  other  neceffary  article  for  fuch  celebration  ; and  when  Mafs  fhall 
be  finilhed,  he  muft  remove  from  the  altar  every  thing  that  may  be  liable 
to  contagion,  clean  the  chapel  and  the  altar ; after  which,  one  of  the 
Guards  on  duty  is  to  fee  that  all  be  fafely  performed. 

CLI.  Perfons  who  are  on  the  fame  Quarantine  with  the  Prieft  may  hear 
Mafs  within  the  fame  chapel,  and  others  of  a different  Quarantine  may 
hear  it  from  the  windows,  or  other  places  afligned  to  them,  always,  how- 
ever, with  the  attendance  of  the  Guards  on  duty,  to  prevent  any  confufion 
or  commixion. 

CLII.  If  any  perfon  under  Quarantine  fall  lick,  the  Captains  are  to 
acquaint  the  Phyfician  of  Health  therewith,  and  afterwards  report  it  to 
the  Governor. 
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CLIII.  If  the  Phyfician  of  Health  fhould  not  fufpefl  the  malady  to  be 
contagious,  the  fick  perfon  (hall  have  the  privilege  of  availing  himfelf  of 
the  advice  of  another  Phyfician,  provided  the  above  Phyfician  leave  an 
atteftation  in  writing  with  the  Captain  of  the  Lazaretto,  that  the  difeafe 
is  not  fufpefted  to  be  contagious. 

It  will  neverthelefs  be  incumbent  on  the  Phyfician  of  Health  to  vifit 
now  and  then,  ex  officio,  fuch  fick  perfons,  that  he  may  be  always 
apprifed  of  the  quality  of  the  difeafe. 

CLIV.  When  the  Phyfician  of  Health  ffiall  find  any  attack  of  a 
fufpicious  difeafe,  he  mull:  immediately  acquaint  the  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  Lazaretto,  in  order  that  the  precautions  which  they  deem  to  be  ex- 
pedient may  be  inftantly  taken,  and  communication  Hi  all  be  made  to  the 
Governor,  by  the  Captain,  to  await  his  orders. 

CLV.  If  any  perfon  under  Quarantine,  fick  or  in  health,  fhould  require 
a Priefi:  for  the  performance  of  any  religious  a£t,  the  fame  ffiall  only  be 
granted  if  he  be  content  to  pay  for  the  Prieft’s  admiffion  to  Prattique,  and 
if  he  have  a permit  in  writing  from  the  Governor. 

CLVI.  If,  however,  any  PafTenger  be  dangeroufly  ill,  and  his  circum- 
ftances  fhould  not  enable  him  to  be  at  the  expence  of  the  Quarantine  of 
fuch  Prieft,  whom  he  may  require  for  confeffion,  the  Captain  ffiall  in- 
form the  Governor  thereof,  who  may  caufe  the  expence  to  be  defrayed  by 
the  treafury  of  the  Lazaretto. 

CLVII.  Should  any  perfon  under  Quarantine  be  in  danger  of  his  life, 
he  may  legally  difpofe  of  hiseffe&s  by  a lafi:  will,  communicating  verbally 

fuch

fuch  difpofition  to  three  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto  as  witneftes  ; and  if  either 
of  them  can  write,  he  is  to  take  a note  of  fuch  difpofition  in  writing,  and 
the  fame,  after  having  been  fumigated,  fhall  be  faithfully  preferved  in  the 
office  of  the  Lazaretto. 

But  if  neither  of  the  Guards  ffiould  be  able  to  write,  it  will  fuffice,  that 
they  agree  in  their  depofition  on  oath  before  the  tribunal,  in  the  accuftom- 
ed  forms,  refpedftirig  fuch  difpofition. 

\ 

CLVIII.  If  the  teftator  ffiould  recover,  the  faid  difpofition  will  be  null 
and  void,  and  confidered  as  if  it  never  had  been  made,  faving  the  cafe  where 
the  teftator  ffiallhave  become  non  compos  mentis  by  reafon  of  the  malady, 
and  ffiould  for  ever  remain  incapacitated  by  imbecillity  from  making  a will, 
or  otherwife  declaring  his  fentiments  ; in  which  cafe,  his  faid  difpofition 
ffiall  be  as  valid,  as  if  he  had  died  while  under  Quarantine,  in  the  courfe  of 
the  difeafe  during  which  he  had  made  fuch  difpofition  as  above. 

CL1X.  But  if  the  memorandum  ftiould  have  been  taken  in  writing,  the 
Captain  having  informed  the  Governor  thereof,  ffiall  tranfmit  the  fame  to 
the  auditor  of  the  aforefaid  tribunal,  immediately  on  the  death  of  the  tefta- 
tor, and  he  will  verify  the  contents  by  the  examination  of  the  faid  Guards. 

And,  in  both  cafes,  the  depofition  being  concordant,  the  effects  will  be 
difpofed  of  as  if  by  will,  or  other  legal  or  valid  fettlement,  in  cafe  of  death, 
and  as  wills  made  in  times  of  peftilence. 

CLX.  The  Quarantine  of  Paftengers  or  other  perfons  being  terminated, 
the  attendant  on  the  Paftengers  rauft  acquaint  the  Phyfician  of  Health,  in 
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order  that  he  may  come  on  the  preceding  evening  to  the  Lazaretto,  to  ex- 
amine them  ; this  examination  mufl  take  place  in  the  prefence  of  one  of 
the  two  Officers  of  Health,  in  the  Lazaretto,  and  the  Phyfician  will  enter 
his  certificate  in  writing  in  the  Paffengers’  book,  where  their  names  fhall 
have  been  entered,  of  his  not  finding  any  impediment  to  their  admiffion  to 
free  Prattique. 

CLXI.  If  on  the  termination  of  the  Quarantine  of  the  Paffengers,  or 
others  under  Quarantine,  the  Phyfician,  on  making  his  vifit,  fhould  not  be 
fully  fatisfied  with  the  Hate  of  their  health,  the  Prattique  fhall  remain  fuf- 
pended,  and  the  Captain  fhall  apprize  the  Governor  thereof,  in  order  to 
await  his  orders, 

CLXII.  If  any  perfon  die  while  under  Quarantine,  the  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  give  notice  of  the  fame  to  the  Phyfician  of  Health, 
in  order  that  he  may  come  and  infpeft  the  corpfe;  after  which,  the  faid  Phy- 
fician fhall  give  a certificate  under  his  hand,  flating  the  fpecies  of  difeafe 
of  which  he  died,  which  certificate  fhall  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the 
Governor,  whofe  orders  are  to  be  awaited  thereon. 

CLXIII.  If  it  happen  in  the  Lazarettoes,  that  any  perfon  under  Quaran- 
tine die  of  the  contagion,  the  perfons  under  Prattique  not  being  permitted 
to  have  any  communication  with  thofe  under  Quarantine,  no  new  regula- 
tion need  be  made  refpedting  the  admiffion  of  perfons  to  Prattique. 

The  Captain  fhall  however  notwithftanding  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Governor,  for  his  orders  thereon. 
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CLXIV.  One  or  other  of  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazarettoes 
muft  attend,  in  cafe  of  the  death  of  any  perfon  under  Quarantine,  at  the 
vifit  of  the  Phyfician  of  Health,  and  at  the  interment  of  the  corpfe,  which 
muff  be  depofited  naked  in  a deep  grave  covered  with  quick  lime,  and  the 
grave  filled  clofe  with  earth,  and  other  precautions  ufed  which  fhall  be 
prefcribed  according  to  circumftances,  all  at  the  expence  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes. 

CLXV. 'The  corpfes  which  are  conveyed  from  on  board  of  fhips  for 
interment  in  the  Lazarettoes  mull  be  there  prepared  for  interment,  and 
interred  by  the  fame  people  who  bring  them,  always,  however,  with  the 
ufual  attendance  of  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health,  in  the  Lazaretto,  and 
of  the  Guards  on  duty  ; and  where  there  is  any  doubt  whether  the  deceafed 
had  any  contagious  malady,  the  above-mentioned  precautions  are  to  be  ob- 
fervecL 

CLXVI.  In  the  interment  of  corpfes  care  muft  be  taken  that  the  affif- 
tants  on  the  occafion  be  of  the  fame,  or  of  greater  Quarantine  than  the 
deceafed  had  been  fubjeCt  to;  and  where  there  are  not  any  fuch  perfons,  the 
hooks  and  fpades  deftined  for  that  purpofe  are  to  be  ufed. 

CLXVII.  No  Prieft  fhall  affemble  the  people  in  the  Lazarettoes  before 
the  corpfe  of  any  perfon  who  has  died  while  under  Quarantine. 

CLXVIII.  If  any  unexpected  accident  happen  during  the  night  in  the 
Lazarettoes,  the  Phyfician  of  the  country,  or  any  other,  who  may  eafily 
be  found,  may  be  called  to  vifit  the  perfon  who  may  have  fallen  fick  of 
any  fudden  malady  ; the  Captain,  however,  muft  give  notice  thereof,  early 
in  the  enfuing  morning,  to  the  Governor  and  Phyfician  of  Health. 

CLXIX.  The 
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CLXIX.  The  Phyfician  of  Health  fhall  be  obliged  to  adminifter  medi- 
cines gratis  to  all  perfons  in  the  a&ual  fervice  of  the  Lazarettoes,  and 
their  families. 

But  if  any  one  fhould  choofe  to  have  another  Phyfician,  it  fhall  be  at  his 
own  expence. 

CLXX.  As  often  as  the  Phyfician  of  Health,  in  the  difcharge  of  his 
duty,  fhall  go  to  the  Lazarettoes,  he  fhall  be  reimburfed  from  the  treafury 
thereof  for  the  expences  of  his  carriage. 

CLXXI.  The  Officers  of  the  Lazarettoes  are  at  liberty  to  ufe  at  plea- 
fure  the  medicines  which  are  ufed  gratis  by  the  perfons  employed  in  the 
Lazarettoes. 

CLXXII.  Whenever  either  of  the  Lazarettoes  fhall  carry  into  effed  the 
receipt  for  the  privileged  perfons,  it  rnufl  be  obferved  that  they  be  figned 
by  the  Phyfician,  and  before  the  accounts  be  prefented  to  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Lazaretto,  they  mufl  be  collated  with  the  receipts  of  the  preceding 
Phyfician,  and  then  figned  by  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto. 

GOODS  UNDER  QUARANTINE. 

CCLXX1II.  No  goods,  perfons,  or  animals,  can  be  admitted  into  the 
Lazarettoes  to  perform  Quarantine,  except  by  a permit  in  writing  from 
the  Governor. 
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CLXX1V.  When  the  goods  under  Quarantine  are  arrived  and  unladen 
at  the  Lazarettoes,  they  mud:  be  carried  under  the  Pent-houfes  as  foon  as 
poflible,  and  efpecially  in  flormy  and  rainy  weather,  in  order  that  they 
may  not  be  injured. 

CLXXV.  Goods  of  greater  value,  and  fmall  articles  liable  to  be  loft, 
muft  be  depofited  in  the  chefts  of  the  Inclofures  appropriated  thereto. 

CLXXXI.  The  boats  laden  with  merchandize  under  Quarantine  are, 
however,  not  to  be  permitted  ot  commence  unloading,  until  the  flairs  fhall 
be  entirely  unoccupied  by  goods  admitted  to  Prattique,  which  may  already 
have  been  conveyed  thither  to  be  forwarded. 

And  the  goods  admitted  to  Prattique  cannot  be  forwarded  until  the 
flairs  on  which  are  goods  under  Quarantine  fhall  be  perfectly  free  and 
purified. 

CLXXVII.  Where  goods  under  Quarantine  arrive  at  the  Lazaretto  at 
a late  hour,  and  there  be  not  time  fufficient  for  receiving  them  under  the 
Pent-houfes,  the  unloading  thereof  is  to  be  poflponed  till  the  following 
morning ; a perfon  of  the  crew  whom  the  Captain  or  Clerk  of  the  fhip 
fhall  deem  proper,  remaining  in  the  boat,  together  with  the  Boatmen,  for 
the  cuflody  of  the  goods ; and  the  Sentinels  of  the  night  mufl  watch  that 
fuch  perfons  do  not  leave  their  boat. 

CLXXVIII.  If,  during  the  unloading  of  goods  under  Quarantine,  any 
high  or  tempeftuous  winds  fhould  fpring  up,  and  the  goods  to  be  unladen 
fhould  be  of  a nature  to  be  lifted  into  the  air  and  carried  away  by  the  wind, 
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the  unloading  fhall  be  fufpended  until  the  wind  be  calm,  and  the  goods 
remaining  in  the  boats  fhall  be  by  the  Boatmen  protected  with  a covering, 
which  the  Lazarettoes  may  furnifh  them  with,  if  the  Boatmen  fhould  not 
be  provided. 

CLXXIX.  As  foon  as  the  unloading  of  the  goods  from  any  fhip  fhall 
be  finifhed,  the  Guards  are  minutely  to  examine  the  boats,  or  other  crafts, 
to  be  allured  that  nothing  be  left  concealed  therein,  and  the  fame  exami- 
nation mufl  be  made  previous  to  the  departure  of  fuch  boats  from  the 
Lazaretto,  as  are  either  admitted  to  Prattique,  or  proceed  to  other  unload- 
ings, and  fhould  ought  be  found  fo  concealed,  it  mufl  be  placed  apart, 
and  notice  be  given  to  the  Governor. 

CLXXX.  After  the  boats  fhall  have  unladen  into  the  refpeflive  Laza- 
rettoes all  the  goods  under  Quarantine,  they  mufl  be  immediately  purified 
and  reflored  to  Prattique,  as  they  cannot  be  kept  at  the  Lazaretto,  and  the 
Boatmen  mufl  be  flationed  in  the  rooms  affigned  to  them. 

CLXXXI.  It  fhall  be  at  the  option  of  the  owners  or  confignees  of 
goods,  to  demand  at  the  Lazarettoes  the  marking  of  their  bales  by  the 
Guards  who  attend  at  the  unloading,  taking  care,  however,  that  they  be 
previoufly  conveyed  to  the  great  cabin,  authenticating  the  requefl  by  their 
own  fignatures,  and  paying  to  the  Guards  a recompenfe  of  three  foldi 
per  load. 

CLXXXIL  In  packing  the  bales  under  the  Pent-houfes,  care  mufl  be 
had  that  they  be  placed  with  the  marks  undermofl,  in  order  that  in  re- 
moving them  they  may  be  found  uppermofl,  that  the  owners  at  their  ad* 
million  to  Prattique  may  eafily  find  fuch  as  may  belong  to  them. 

H 2 CLXXXIII.  During 
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CLXXXIII.  During  the  airing  of  the  goods,  one  or  other  of  the  Of- 
ficers of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  muff  always  attend  to  fee  that  fuch  ope- 
ration be  made  with  all  poffible  diligence,  and  according  to  the  precau- 
tions prefcribed  in  the  prefent  Inflru&ions. 

CLXXX1V.  During  the  airing,  no  one  fhall  be  permitted  to  be  prefent 
at  fuch  operation,  except  the  perfons  on  duty,  becaufe  that  is  the  mod; 
dangerous  time  in  which  untoward  accidents  might  occur,  and  when  quiet 
is  neceffary  for  due  precifion  in  the  work. 

CLXXXV.  In  opening  the  bales,  care  mud  be  had  that  the  envelopes 
be  not  cut  open,  but  unripped  at  the  feams  ; and  previous  to  their  being 
removed  when  half  purified,  they  muft  be  tied  with  care,  as  well  as  on 
the  day  preceding  their  admiffion  to  Prattique. 

CLXXXVI.  When  any  goods  are  found  at  the  airing  to  be  wet,  in- 
jured, or  neglected,  notice  muft  be  given  thereof  to  the  confignee,  in 
order  that  he  may  apprize  the  owners,  who  may  require  that  the  Guards 
of  the  Quarantine  of  fuch  goods  do  ufe  diligence  in  drying  them  and  putting 
them  again  into  condition,  which  requeft  fhall  be  granted  when  circum- 
flances  permit. 

And  the  wages  or  recompence  for  fuch  extraordinary  labour  will  be 
paid  by  the  owner  to  the  Guards,  according  to  what  fhall  have  been  fettled 
by  the  Captain,  who  will  ufe  all  poffible  difcretion  in  cafes  where  the 
owner  or  confignee  fhould  not  wifh  to  have  people  of  their  own  choice,  to 
be  admitted  to  Prattique,  for  the  purpofe  of  reconditioning  the  goods. 
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CLXXXVII.  When  the  airings  fhall  be  finifhed,  if  the  confignees  of 
goods  require  at  the  Lazarettoes  a copy  of  the  fame,  they  fhall  be  permitted 
to  take  fuch  copy,  on  addrefling  themfelves  to  the  Guards  of  the  Inclofure, 
and  they  fhall  have  foie  permifiion  to  take  a copy  of  the  whole  cargo. 

And  with  regard  to  thofe  perfons,  who  may  require  to  know  or  copy  any 
part  of  the  airings,  on  aflerting  their  intereft  therein,  it  fhall  not  be  granted 
to  them,  unlefs  they  be  furnifhed  with  an  order,  either  from  the  Governor, 
Prefident,  or  from  the  Tribunal. 

CLXXXVIII.  Goods  under  Quarantine  maybe  allowed  to  be  infpe&ed, 
as  alfo  an  account  to  be  made  of  the  weight,  with  the  aftiftance  of  the 
public  Weigher,  at  fuch  times  as  are  prefcribed  at  each  Lazaretto  ; pro- 
vided always,  that  the  perfon  who  prefents  himfelf  for  making  fuch  in- 
fpedlion  or  to  caufe  fuch  weighing,  be  from  time  to  time  provided  with 
an  order  in  writing  from  the  owner  or  confignee  of  the  fame. 

CXXXIX.  Should  it  occur  that,  after  the  unloading  and  airing  of  any 
goods  from  any  fhip,  any  parcel,  bundle,  cheft,  or  the  like,  fhould  be 
brought  to  the  Lazaretto ; the  fame  may  be  received  and  carried  into  the 
great  cabin  of  the  Fumigator,  or  of  fuch  other  perfon  who  may  have  the 
management  of  the  faid  goods  which  have  already  undergone  their  airings, 
jointly  with  the  perfon  who  may  have  managed  the  fame,  open  the  con- 
tents and  air  the  articles,  which  fhall  be  kept  feparate  from  the  other 
goods  already  aired,  in  order  that  none  of  the  days  of  airing  which  have 
already  paffed  may  be  loft,  and  the  Captain  will  give  the  due  notice  to  the 
Governor. 
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CXC.  When  any  alterations  are  made  relative  to  the  diminution  or  in- 
creafe  of  the  period  of  Quarantine,  the  Captains  of  the  refpe&ive  Laza- 
rettoes  muft  be  informed  thereof,  through  the  medium  of  the  Secretary’s 
office,  in  order  that  they  may  regulate  the  operations  around  the  goods  in 
relpedt  to  the  period  of  their  refpeftive  Quarantine,  and  that  the  goods 
may  be  admitted  in  due  time  to  free  Prattique. 

CXCI.  The  period  of  Quarantine  affigned  to  the  goods  being  expired, 
the  Phyfician'of  Health  mult  have  notice  of  the  fame,  who  ffiall  repair  to 
the  Lazaretto,  and  examine,  in  the  prefence  of  one  of  the  two  Officers  of 
Health,  all  the  perfons  who  may  have  ferved  under  the  Quarantine  of 
the  fame,  and  finding  no  impediment,  the  faid  Phyfician  ffiall  grant  his 
certificate  in  the  book  where  the  Guards  are  entered,  and  then  the  goods, 
as  well  as  the  perfons,  ffiall  be  admitted  to  free  Prattique. 

GOODS  ADMITTED  TO  PRATTIQUE. 

CXCII.  On  the  day  on  which  goods  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  fuch 
perfons  as  fucceffively  prefent  tnemfelves  for  the  purpofe  of  working  at  the 
reconditioning  of  the  bales  ffiall  be  freely  admitted  ; the  labours  of  every 
one  are  under  no  pretext  whatever  to  be  interrupted ; nor  their  time  loft 
in  waiting  for  other  people  who  may  have  goods  in  the  fame  Ship,  and 
under  the  fame  Pent-houfe  ; and  with  refpedt  to  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leo- 
poldo,  that  which  is  prefcribed  on  this  point,  in  the  particular  Inftru&ions 
for  the  fame,  under  article  VIII,  ffiall  be  attended  to. 

CXCIII.  When  the  goods  are  admitted  to  free  Prattique,  the  term  of 
twenty  days  ffiall  be  granted  for  the  convenience  of  putting  the  bales,  &c. 
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into  condition ; and  the  fame  being  expired,  the  owners  muft  remove  them 
from  the  Lazaretto. 

CXCIV.  But  if  the  merchants  fhould,  from  any  particular  circum- 
ftances,  find  it  convenient  to  leave  them  beyond  that  term,  they  may  itt 
fuch  cafe  continue  to  leave  them  until  the  Lazaretto  fhould  have  occafioii 
for  room  to  replace  other  goods  under  Quarantine,  on  payment,  however, 
of  one  foldo  per  day  for  every  load  whatever,  under  the  head  of  magazine- 
hire;  the  particular  arrangement  hereon  for  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo 
is  under  article  XLIX. 

And  they  fhall  be  debited  for  fuch  magazine-hire  in  the  account  of  the 
Purification-duties,  to  be  paid  into  the  treafury  of  the  Lazaretto ; and  thofe 
merchants  who  have  not  credit  are  to  pay  the  fame  to  the  Lazaretto,  before 
they  take  away  the  goods. 

And  with  refpeft  to  {kins  which  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  of  thofe  un- 
der Quarantine,  they  may  be  left  to  be  afforted  in  the  Lazaretto,  and  after- 
wards till  their  final  fale,  without  being  liable  to  the  faid  magazine-hire. 

CXGV.  But  as  often  as  there  fhould  be  want  of  room  for  go'ods  tinder 
Quarantine,  and  that  all  or  part  of  the  goods  under  Prattique  which  may 
remain  fhould  prevent  the  unloading  of  the  former,  the  Captain  of  the 
Lazaretto  fhall  give  notice  to  the  refpe&ive  owners  by  a circular  letter,  by 
means  of  one  of  the  Guards  on  duty ; and  if  fuch  notice,  and  time  per- 
mitting, they  fhould  not  fend  to  take  the  goods  away,  information  fhall 
be  given  to  the  Governor,  who  will  iffue  an  order  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
owners  refiding  in  Leghorn,  all  at  their  own  charge. 
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CXCVI.  But  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  are  to  take  care, 
that,  notwithftanding  the  convenience  fo  granted  to  merchants  in  permit- 
ting them  to  keep  their  goods  in  the  Lazaretto,  there  ffiall  always  remain 
free  at  leaf:  one  Pent-houfe,  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  any  cargo  that 
may  arrive  to  perform  Quarantine ; and  in  order  to  referve  fuch  Pent- 
houfe,  and  to  empty  others  that  may  be  neceffary,  they  are  to  difcharge 
thofe  goods  which  from  time  to  time  may  have  firft  been  admitted  to 
Prattique. 

CXCVII.  All  forts,  however,  of  tobacco  ffiall  be  excluded  from  this  be- 
nefit of  magazine-hire ; they  mufl  be  immediately  put  into  condition  and 
taken  out  of  the  Lazaretto,  with  a permit  from  the  Officer  of  the  To- 
bacco-office, and  under  the  efcort  and  affiftance  of  one  of  the  Guards  of 
the  faid  office. 

CXCVIII.  The  merchants  ffiall  not  be  allowed  to  ufe  any  weights  in 
the  Lazaretto,  other  than  thofe  of  the  public  weigher. 

CXCIX.  At  the  weighing  of  Goods  under  the  Pent-houfes,  cylinders 
and  levers  cannot  be  permitted  to  be  ufed,  but  they  muft  be  fimply  lifted 
by  the  ffioulders,  in  order  that  the  pavement  of  the  Pent-houfe  may  not 
be  injured. 

CC.  On  days  of  great  bufinefs,  and  multiplicity  of  confignments,  of 
goods  under  Prattique,  in  order  that  merchants,  or  others  commiffioned  by 
them  to  receive  the  goods,  may  not  fuffer  much  lofs  of  time  in  waiting 
for  the  weighing  of  the  goods  to  afcertain  the  Port-duties,  and  in  order 
that  the  paffages  and  flair-cafes  of  the  Lazaretto  may  be  difencumbered  as 
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foon  as  poffible,  the  Captain  may,  in  fiich  cafes,  demand  another  weigher 
from  the  Cuftom-houfe,  for  the  greater  difpatch  of  bufinefs. 

CCI.  When  perfons  prefent  themfelves  for  eftimating  the  goods,  they 
muft  produce  a policy,  figned  by  the  owner  or  confignee  of  the  fame,  au- 
thorizing them  fo  to  do,  without  which,  they  {hall  not  be  permitted  to 
make  any  valuation,  except  fuch  be  ordered  by  the  Judge. 

CCII.  The  documents  neceflary  for  the  due  confignment  of  the  goods 
are  as  follows  : 

1.  The  releafe  or  atteftation  made  by  the  Captain  of  the  {hip  to  the 
confignee,  or  any  other  perfon. 

2.  The  releafe  of  the  atteftor,  in  favor  of  the  receiver. 

3.  The  policy  of  permit,  from  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

CCI1I.  The  Lazarettoes  are  freely  to  confign  the  goods  to  fuch  perfen 
as  may  come  to  receive  them,  when  he  {hall  bring  with  him  the  above- 
mentioned  documents,  which  {hall  ferve  as  a guide  to  the  Officers  of 
Health,  in  afcertaining  that  the  confignment  has  been  duly  made. 

CCIV.  All  thofe  policies  which  {hall  be  prefented  at  the  Lazarettoes, 
concerning  releafes,  ceffions,  confignments,  markings,  inlpe&ions,  recon- 
ditioning the  bales,  valuations,  and  all  others  having  relation  to  goods 
and  articles  difembarked  at  the  Lazarettoes,  muft  be  figned  by  the 
refpe&ive  owners,  or  atteftors.

CCV.  Orders  figned  by  clerks,  unlefs  they  have  been  firft  lawfully 
authorized  by  their  principals,  by  a former  order  under  their  'Signature, 
recognizing  them  as  their  agents  and  clerks,  fhall  not  be  admitted. 

CCVI.  And  it  fhall  be  the  care  of  merchants,  to  apprize  the  Lazarettoes 
by  a note,  under  their  fignature,  every  time  they  change  their  clerks,  and 
neglecting  fo  to  do,  the  confignments  or  other  difpofitions  relative  to  the 
goods  are  to  be  made  in  the  prefence  of  perfons  previoufly  authorized. 

CCVII.  The  confignment  of  the  goods  is  not  to  be  fufpended,  when 
provided  with  all  the  above-mentioned  documents,  except  there  fhould  be 
a decree,  or  fentence  of  the  Judge  contrary  thereto,  of  which,  communi- 
cation is  to  be  made  through  the  medium  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Health  ; or  fome  attachment  refulting  from  the  bill  of  lading,  or  from  an 
order  of  the  confignee,  already  regiftered  in  the  Manual. 

CCVIII.  The  boatmen  and  bargemen  who  fhall  prefent  themfelves  at 
the  Lazarettoes,  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  goods  admitted  to  Prattique, 
provided  they  have  the  permiffion  of  the  Guard  to  enable  them  to  land, 
will  apply  immediately  at  the  office,  to  offer  the  neceffary  documents  for 
the  confignment,  and  afterwards  repair  to  the  fcales,  in  order  to  receive 
that  which  may  be  due  to  them. 

CCIX.  Purified  goods  fhall  not  be  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  Laza- 
rettoes by  the  land  fide,  without  a fpecial  permit  from  the  Cuffom-houfe. 

CCX.  No  facks,  bundles,  and  parcels,  however  fmall,  containing  rub- 
bifh,  injured  articles,  remnants  of  bales,  and  patterns,  or  matters  of  any 
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other  defcription  foever,  fhall  be  fuffered  to  be  brought  out  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  unlefs  the  perfons  coming  from  time  to  time  to  receive  them  be 
provided  with  an  order  figned  by  the  owner,  or  by  his  clerk  lawfully  au- 
thorized. 

CCXI.  And  in  order  that  every  owner  may  be  fure  of  receiving  into  his 
warehoufe  the  whole  quantity  of  articles  which  fhall  be  configned  from 
the  Lazarettoes,  in  the  faid  facks,  bundles,  and  parcels,  there  fhall  always 
be  affixed  within  the  office  of  each  Lazaretto  a pair  of  fcales,  adapted  to 
fuch  purpofe,  and  from  time  to  time  the  contents  thereof  may  be  weighed 
in  the  prefence  of  one  of  the  two  Officers  of  the  Lazaretto,  by  whom  there 
fhall  afterwards  be  fent  in  writing,  through  the  medium  of  one  of  the  Guards 
of  the  Prattique,  to  the  refpe&ive  owners,  the  number,  weight,  andfpecies 
of  the  contents  of  fuch  parcels  as  fhall  have  been  configned. 

CCXII.  To  prevent  any  thefts,  embezzlements,  and  concealments,  and 
to  hinder  the  conveyance  of  any  embezzled  articles  out  of  the  Lazarettoes, 
all  work,  confignments,  infpedions,  and  all  other  operations  relative  to  the 
goods  in  Prattique,  are  to  terminate  one  hour  before  the  evening  Angelus : 
the  Pent-houfes  in  which  fuch  goods  are  depofited  fhall  be  locked  up,  and 
all  the  meffengers,  porters,  boatmen,  and  other  perfons,  who  may  attend 
for  the  like  fundions,  are  to  be  difmiffed,  in  order  that  fuch  perfons  leaving 
the  Lazaretto  before  dark,  the  Guards  may  difcover  whether  any  one  carry 
with  him  any  article  concealed. 

CCXIII.  In  the  night-time,  thofe  goods  are  not  to  be  left  on  the  flairs, 
which  have  already  been  configned  to  the  refpedive  owners,  and  their 
clerks  ; and  if  they  be  left,  the  Guards  on  duty  belonging  to  the  Prattique 
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are  to  carry  them  away,  and  place  them  before  the  Angelus  under  the  Pent- 
houfes,  at  the  expence  of  the  owner. 

CCXIV.  The  Contractor  of  the  Store-rooms  of  the  Lazarettoes,  fhall 
alone  have  the  privilege  of  felling  therein  any  fort  of  eatables,  and  of  wine, 
and  the  Captain  will  obferve  that  fuch  orders  be  precifely  executed. 

CCXV.  The  Contractor  may  not  place  Store-keepers  in  the  Lazaretto, 
without  the  approbation  of  the  Captains  ; and  if,  notwithstanding  fuch  ap- 
proval, it  fhould  be  deemed  neceffary  to  change  fuch  Store-keepers,  and  the 
Contractor  fhould  not  agree  thereto,  in  that  cafe,  the  Governor  fhall  be 
apprized  of  the  motives  which  have  induced  luch  exclufion. 

CCXVI.  The  Store-keepers  muft  in  the  day-time  be  in  the  Lazaretto, 
and  at  night  the  Captains  may  give  them  liberty  to  abfent  themfelves,  when 
they  fhall  think  it  convenient. 

CCXVII.  The  Store-keepers  may  not  walk  in  thofe  parts  of  the  Laza- 
retto, where  there  are  perfons  and  goods  under  Quarantine. 

CCXVIII.  The  Contractor  fhall  take  care,  that  there  be  always  in  the 
Lazarettoes  a note  of  the  price  of  victuals  to  be  delivered  out,  approved 
by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazaretto  ; and  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cap- 
tains to  fee  that  the  Contractor  be  uniform  in  thofe  prices. 

CCXIX.  This  note  of  the  prices  fo  approved  muft  be  always  duly  en- 
forced, until  a different  one  be  fent  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Lazaretto. 
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CCXX.  The  Store-keeper  (hall  trud  the  Guards  on  duty  with  the  re- 
ceipts for  beds  and  provifions,  provided  the  fame  do  not  exceed  the  falary 
of  two  lire  per  day,  and  if  it  be  more,  they  mud  pay  it  from  time  to  time : 
and  before  their  wages  be  paid  them,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  Cap- 
tain (hall  fee  that  the  Contractor  be  paid  the  hire  of  the  beds,  and  the 
amount  of  the  dilhes. 

CCXXI.  All  the  credit  which  the  Contractor  may  give  to  perfons  foreign 
to  the  Service,  (hall  be  at  his  own  rifque ; and  he  can  never  pretend  to  have 
claim  for  the  fame  againd  the  Lazaretto. 

CCXXII.  If  the  Captains  (hould  forbid  the  giving  victuals  or  wine  to 
any  perfon,  or  if  any  particular  thing  be  prefcribed  to  be  given,  they  mud 
be  punctually  obeyed. 

CCXXIII.  The  victuals  mud  be  delivered  out  at  (uch  hours  and  times 
as  may  be  prefcribed  by  the  Captain,  with  the  adidance  of  one  Guard, 
always  belonging  to  the  Prattique,  and  appointed  thereto,  by  whom  the 
windows,  through  which  the  victuals  are  accudomed  to  be  given,  are  from 
time  to  time  to  be  opened,  and  (hut  immediately  after  the  didribution  of 
the  provifions,  taking  care  that  in  paffing  and  repading  with  the  difhes, 
plates,  and  monies,  the  Store-keeper  do  attend  to  all  that  (hall  befuggeded 
to  him  by  the  adidant  Guard. 

CCXXIV.  If  out  of  the  proper  time  any  perfon  under  Quarantine 
(hould  demand  any  thing  from  the  Store-keepers,  the  Store- keepers  (hall 
fird  inform  the  Guard,  in  order  that  he  may  adid  at  extraordinary  occafions. 
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CCXXV.  Befides  all  the  above  precautions  and  regulations,  and  the 
attendance  of  the  Store-keeper,  the  Contractor  of  the  Store-rooms  may 
attend  in  perfon  at  the  Store-rooms,  when  his  own  intereft,  or  any  other 
reafon  prompt  him  fo  to  do. 

CCXXVI.  The  Store-keepers  will  entirely  depend  on  the  orders  of  the 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazarettoes,  as  well  in  their  meafures  for  the 
tranquillity  of  the  place,  as  in  refpeCt  to  all  the  other  operations  relative  to 
the  distribution  of  the  provifions  ; conforming  in  every  refpeCt  to  the  pre- 
cautions which  ffiall  be  fuggefted  to  them  by  the  Officers  of  Health,  and 
by  the  Guards  on  duty. 

CCXXVII.  The  Captains  ffiall  take  care  that  the  Store-rooms  be  fur- 
niffied  with  all  forts  of  things  that  can  be  wanted,  and  that  thofe  be  of  a 
good  quality,  and  if  otherwife,  that  they  be  exchanged. 

CCXXVIII.  The  Paffiengers,  as  well  as  the  men  belonging  to  the 
Service,  and  every  other  perfon,  ffiall  be  at  liberty  to  provide  themlelves 
with  victuals,  where  they  ffiall  think  proper,  without  being  obliged  to 
apply  at  the  Store-rooms  ; obferving,  however,  the  ufual  precautions  in 
fending  for  them. 

But  with  refpeCt  to  the  Guards,  they  may  not  refufe  to  receive  the  daily 
allowance  from  the  Store-rooms,  if  they  have  not  given  notice  thereof  to 
the  Store-keeper  on  the  preceding  day. 

CCXXIX.  The  Guards  on  Service,  though  they  may  be  permitted  to 
to  provide  their  victuals  where  they  may  think  proper ; yet  they  ffiall  not 
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cook  any  thing  out  of  the  kitchen  of  the  Store-rooms,  paying  to  the  Con- 
tractor the  juft  price  for  the  cooking  and  feafoning,  the  Guards  being  forbid 
to  light  a fire  in  any  part  of  the  Lazaretto. 

CCXXX.  All  the  Guards  who  are  on  aCtual  Service  at  the  Lazarettoes 
fhall  be  provided  with  a bed,  by  the  Contractor  of  the  Store-rooms,  paying 
him  for  the  fame  two  foldi  per  day. 

CCXXXI.  In  like  manner  muft  care  be  taken  by  the  Captains  of  the 
Lazarettoes,  that  the  benches  of  the  Guards  be  mended  once  a year,  and 
oftener  if  neceffary. 

And  the  Bed-clothes  of  the  Guards  fhall  likewife  be  changed  as  often  as 
the  neceffary  attention  to  cleanlinefs  may  require. 

CCXXXII.  The  Guards  who  from  time  to  time  may  be  appointed  to 
affift  at  the  diftribution  of  the  provifions,  fhall  take  care  that  the  Store- 
keeper do  not  mix  with  perfons  under  Quarantine,  nor  with  perfons  of 
different  Quarantine ; and  fhall  fee  that  no  utenfils,  knives  and  forks, 
monies,  or  other  things,  even  though  they  may  not  be  liable,  pafs  among 
perfons  under  Quarantine,  until  they  fhall  have  been  previoufly  dipped 
into  a veffel  of  fea- water  ; from  which  veffel  the  article  fo  dipped  fhall  be 
only  taken  by  a Guard  belonging  to  the  Prattique  ; and  care  fhall  alfo  be 
taken  that  fuch  water  be  changed. 

CCXXXIII.  The  Guards  of  the  Prattique  will  eat  in  a room  feparate 
from  the  Store-room,  in  order  that  all  unneceffary  familiarity  with  the 
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Store-keeper,  as  alfo  the  meflengers,  boatmen,  and  other  perfons  going 
thither,  may  be  avoided. 

CCXXXIV.  The  Captains  and  Lieutenants  of  Health,  of  the  Laza- 
rettoes,  will  be  obliged  to  give  their  affiftance,  not  only  in  regard  to  duties 
particularly  prefcribed  to  each  of  them  by  the  prefent  Inftruftions ; but,  in 
cafe  of  the  Captain’s  abfence,  or  indifpofition,  the  fame  muft  be  done 
by  turns  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  in  the  Lazaretto,  in  order  that  all  the 
duties  of  the  fameliiay  be  difcharged. 

And,  in  the  fame  manner,  in  cafe  of  the  abfence  or  indifpofition  of  the 
Lieutenants  of  the  Lazaretto,  the  Captains  fhall  be  obliged  to  fill  all  their 
duties,  none  excepted. 

And  they  muft  alfo  give  their  aid  in  the  office,  when  the  Lieutenants, 
on  days  of  great  bufmefs,  fhould  be  unufually  prefled  by  the  fame. 
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PARTICULAR  INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR  THE 

LAZARETTO  OF  ST.  ROCCO. 


OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

I.  No  houfes  or  cabins  fhall  be  conftrudtted  around  the  firft  Lazaretto; 
and  the  High-ftreet  which  leads  to  St.  Jacopo,  and  turns  towards  the  Mills, 
fhall  be  its  boundary. 

II.  The  Guards  of  Health  who  accompany  the  craft  under  Quarantine 
to  the  canal,  to  take  in  water,  fhall  prefent  themfelves  to  the  Guards  of 
the  Lazaretto,  in  order  to  defire  the  Officers  to  fend  an  armed  Guard  for 
preventing  all  communication  with  the  people  in  Prattique ; and  the  faid 
craft  fhall  begin  their  return,  an  hour  before  the  Angelus,  to  their  place 
of  deftination  ; they  fhall  fee  that  the  attendant  at  the  Well  be  punctual  in 
delivering  water  to  that  Lazaretto,  according  to  his  duty. 

III.  The  matters  of  Feluccas  bringing  coral,  and  the  merchants  com- 
ing to  contract  for  the  fame,  may  be  admitted  into  this  Lazaretto,  affign- 
ing  to  them  a place  which  the  Captain  may  think  moft  convenient, 
according  to  circumftances,  and  a Guard  of  the  Service  attending 
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IV.  Of  fuch  articles  as  are  fubjeCt  to  any  duty,  or  impoft,  and  of  which 
the  Lazaretto  cannot  take  cognizance,  the  Cuftom-houfe  fhall  fend  an 
authentic  note  to  the  firffc  Lazaretto,  for  the  government  of  the  Officers 
in  granting  or  refufing  the  pafs  or  re-paftport  to  the  conductors  of  the 
fame  over  the  Foffe  of  St.  Jacopo. 

V.  To  the  boatmen,  bargemen,  or  other  conductors  of  craft  with 
merchandize,  or  other  articles  in  Prattique,  who  fhall  demand  a paflport 
over  the  Foffe  of  the  Lazaretto,  to  go  to  unload  in  the  Plain  of  Leghorn, 
the  fame  fhall  not  be  granted,  unlefs  they  be  furnifhed  with  orders  or 
vouchers  from  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

But  with  refpeCt  to  the  craft  which  fhall  come  empty,  and  defire  to  pafs 
to  the  Foffe,  the  fame  fhall  be  granted  to  them  without  any  licence. 

VI.  All  powder  that  fhall  be  conveyed  to  the  Powder-magazine  of  St. 
Jacopo,  fhall  likewife  not  be  allowed  to  pafs  without  the  proper  document 
from  the  Cuftom-houfe  ; but  when  any  powder  is  taken  from  the  Powder- 
magazine  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Mill,  no  fuch  voucher  fhall  be  required. 

VII.  Thofe  orders,  however,  which  fhall  be  addreffed  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Cuftom-houfe,  as  alfo  the  receipts  for  payment  of  goods  belonging 
to  fuch  merchants  who,  not  having  credit,  are  to  pay  immediately  into 
the  treafury  of  the  Cuftom-houfe,  muft  be  reftored  to  the  conductors, 
after  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  have  collated  them  with 
fuch  documents  in  the  which  fimilar  goods  may  be  brought  into  the  Plain. 
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VIII.  All  fkins  and  other  articles  under  Prattique,  which  are  taken  from 
Leghorn  and  from  the  Mill,  to  be  conveyed  into  the  Lazaretto,  muft  be 
furnifhed  with  the  neceffary  vouchers  from  the  Cuftom-houfe. 

IX.  It  fhall  in  nowife  be  permitted  to  convey  any  perfons,  animals,  or 
articles  under  Quarantine,  into  the  Foffe  which  communicates  from  this  to 
the  fecond  Lazaretto,  without  an  exprefs  permit  in  writing  from  the  Go- 
vernor. 

But  if  any  perfon,  who  may  be  in  the  firfl  Lazaretto  to  perform  Qua- 
fantine,  fhould  have  obtained  permiflion  to  proceed  to  complete  his  Qua- 
rantine in  the  fecond,  he  fhall  be  conducted  thither  from  the  fea-fide  by 
means  of  a barge,  towed  by  another  barge  under  Prattique,  and  with  an 
efcort  of  Guards  of  Health  at  the  entrance. 


PURIFICATION  DUTY. 

X.  The  merchandizes  and  articles  which  have  performed  Quarantine  in 
the  Lazaretto,  fhall  pay  the  Purification-duty,  according  to  the  rate  of 
one  per  Cent,  upon  the  value  of  fuch  merchandize,  purfuant  to  the  tariff 
of  the  Lazaretto. 

XI.  If  goods  which  are  not  liable  to  contagion  fhould  be  withdrawn 
before  they  may  have  undergone  two-thirds  of  the  time  affigned  for  the 
Quarantine  of  goods  which  are  liable,  they  fhall  pay  only  a duty  of  one-half 
per  Cent,  on  the  value  of  the  fame  ; but  if  they  be  kept  till  the  laft,  they 
fhall  pay  the  whole  Purification-duty. 
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FUMIGATION  OF  LETTERS. 

XII.  The  Guard  who  fhall  be  appointed  to  the  employ  of  Fumigator 
will  have  for  his  wages  two  lire  and  ten  foldi  per  day.  He  will  expedite 
the  opening,  cutting,  and  fumigating  of  letters,  and  fend  them  to  the 
office. 

XIII.  No  onejhall  be  permitted,  except  the  Captain  and  the  Lieutenant 
of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  to  be  prefent  in  the  Fumigation-room  at  the 
opening  or  cutting  of  letters  ; the  mod:  fcrupulous  attention  mud:  be  paid 
to  their  cuflody  and  prefervation. 

XIV.  Letters  which  cannot  be  admitted  to  Prattique  without  the 
neceffiary  fumigation,  and  which  are  fent  to  the  firft  Lazaretto,  mud:  be 
opened,  and  fumigated  with  brimftone  and  wet  draw,  after  each  letter  or 
folded  paper,  which  comes  dngly  or  under  cover,  fhall  have  been  cut  with 
fcidfars  at  both  fides  of  the  leal  or  feals. 

XV.  The  Fumigator  fhall  take  care  that  every  bafket  of  letters  to  be 
fumigated  contain  a fmall  number  only,  in  order  that  the  fmoke  may 
penetrate  minutely,  and  that  each  may  have  vifibly  the  colour  of  being 
burned,  fo  as  not  to  leave  a doubt : with  Hill  greater  care  are  thofe  letters 
to  be  fumigated  which  come  from  on  board  of  a ffiip  having  an  unclean 
paflport;  and  into  every  bafket  a Hill  fmaller  number  mud:  then  be  put. 

XVI.  Thofe  letters  or  folded  papers  which  are  dire&ed  to  the  Court  of 
the  Sovereign,  Miniflers  of  State,  Confuls,  &c.  are  not  to  be  opened, 
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but  cut  at  four  tides,  and  each  cover  perforated,  and  afterwards  fumigated 
at  the  expence  of  the  Lazarettoes,  with  the  ufual  odours  of  myrrh,  ftorax, 
and  frankincenfe  ; but  if  the  letters  come  by  a Ihip  having  an  unclean  palf- 
port,  they  mull  all  be  previoufly  fumigated  with  brimllone  and  wet  ftraw, 
and  then  with  the  odours. 

XVII.  If,  in  the  letters  to  be  opened,  and  thofe  to  be  cut,  there  Ihould 
be  inclofed  any  patterns,  or  other  articles  liable,  the  Fumigator  muti:  in  the 
former  cafe  take  them  out ; and,  in  the  latter,  open  the  fold  to  draw  them 
out ; and  having  opened,  he  muti:  mark  on  each  pattern  the  place  whence 
it  came,  to  whom  directed,  and  the  day  of  its  admifiion  to  Prattique,  in 
order  that  it  maybe  forwarded  to  whom  it  may  belong  ; and  the  patterns 
being  thus  marked  muti:  be  preferved  in  the  cheti:  of  the  Inclofure  during 
the  whole  time  of  Quarantine. 

XVIII.  The  letters  being  fumigated,  thofe  are  to  be  immediately  dif- 
patched  which  belong  to  the  Governor. 

There  lhall  be  next  delivered  by  the  Captain  of  the  Lazaretto  thole 
letters  which  are  refpe£tively  and  nominally  addrefled  to  the  Confuls,  and 
to  fuch  merchants  to  whom  the  Ihip  and  cargo  areconfigned,  as  foon  after 
the  termination  of  the  fumigation  as  they  lhall  lend  known  perlonsto  receive 
them  : but  all  others,  after  having  been  carefully  folded  up  and  fealed, 
lhall  be  locked  up  in  a box  deftined  for  that  purpofe,  and  fent  by  one  of  the 
Guards  in  Prattique  to  the  Poft-mafter,  to  be  ftamped  with  the  mark 
Lazaretto , and  ditiributed  gratis  with  others  by  the  perfons  of  the  Poll- 
office. 
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XIX.  As  the  Fumigator  is  always  one  of  the  Guards  of  the  Greater 
Quarantine,  he  lhall,  as  often  as  any  packet,  or  other  fmall  parcel  and 
bundle  may  be  landed  at  the  Lazaretto,  open  and  air  the  fame,  when 
defired  fo  to  do,  without  burthening  the  Lazaretto  with  a ufelefs  expence 
of  more  men  than  it  may  be  convenient  to  employ  for  that  purpofe. 


PASSENGERS  AND  OTHER  PERSONS  UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 

XX.  Perfons  under  Prattique  may  be  allowed  to  converfe  with  Paf- 
fengers  and  others  under  Quarantine,  as  foon  as  they  land  at  the  Laza- 
retto. 

GOODS  UNDER  QUARANTINE. 

XXI.  Bales  of  linen,  wool,  raw  cotton,  camel  hair,  raw  flk,  Iponges, 
filks,  and  cotton  thread,  not  tied  up  in  proper  (keins,  and  fimilar  articles, 
are  to  be  opened  as  above.  The  goods  are  to  be  raifed,  fo  as  that  a deep 
hole  may  be  made  in  the  bale.  The  Guard  lhall  introduce  his  arm  in 
every  poffible  part  of  the  fame,  to  be  allured  that  the  article  has  been  every 
where  properly  managed. 

And  at  the  lapfe  of  the  half  purification,  the  fame  care  mull  be  taken. 

XXII.  Cotton  thread  and  flk,  which  on  the  furface  and  envelopes  appear 
to  be  tied  up  in  Ikeins,  lhall  be  opened  on  the  ground,  the  cordage  taken 
off,  and  the  arm  introduced  as  far  as  poffible  into  the  centre  of  the  bales. 

XXIII.  The 
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XXIII.  The  hrd  envelope  of  bales  of  goats-hair-yarn  is  to  be  pufhed 
down,  and  the  fecond  opened  croffways  under  the  cordage,  fo  that  the  arm 
may  be  introduced ; and,  if  it  arrive  in  cheds,  as  alfo  filks,  goats-hair, 
and  fimilar  articles,  they  fhall  be  emptied,  and  the  goods  piled  up  on  the 
bottoms  of  the  fame  ched. 

XXIV.  Bales  of  woollen  cloths  are  to  be  opened  in  the  fame  manner, 
each  piece  taken  out  of  its  refpe&ive  bag;  the  bandage,  if  there  be  any, 
taken  off,  the  piece  raifed  in  the  infide,  and  then  one  piece  placed  upon 
another  ; and  the  fame  is  to  be  obferved  with  bales  of  cloth. 

XXV.  Bales  of  cloaks  are  to  be  extended  on  the  ground  in  ranges  of 
two  rows  at  mod:,  and  all  the  cords  flackened. 

XXVI.  With  refpedd  to  feathers,  they  are  to  be  taken  out  of  the  enve- 
lopes, the  white  and  black  feparately  dretched  one  by  one,  and  if  they 
come  in  bales,  piled  upon  the  wrappers  ; if  they  come  in  cheds,  then 
piled  on  the  bottoms  of  dich  cheds  reverfed,  and  turned  at  the  half  puri- 
fication. 

XXVII.  All  forts  of  fkins,  vafes,  and  alfo  articles  made  of  hair,  if  they 
do  not  come  mixed  with  others,  but  in  bales  or  cheds,  the  fame  are  to  be 
emptied,  and  the  bundles,  packages,  or  loofe  fkins,  piled  up. 

XXVIII.  Bales  of  tobacco  are  to  be  placed  in  rows,  at  fuch  didances  as 
to  admit  a man  between  one  row  and  the  other,  and  piled  up  three  bales 
deep. 
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XXIX.  All  bales,  chefts,  bags,  &c.  containing  articles  which  are  not 
liable,  fuch  as  wax,  feathers,  faffron,  and  the  like,  are  not  to  be  heaped 
one  upon  another,  but  placed  upright,  and,  when  opened  at  the  bind- 
ing or  upper  end,  an  iron  mull:  be  introduced  into  all  the  parts. 

XXX.  When  drugs,  or  any  other  articles  which  are  not  liable,  are 
found  at  the  time  of  airing,  the  iron  is  to  be  paffed  through  every  part, 
penetrating  as  much  as  poffible  into  the  centre  of  the  parcel,  in  order  to  be 
certain  that  no  liable  articles  be  concealed  therein. 

XXXI.  The  Quarantine  for  goods  muft  commence  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  on  which  they  were  opened  and  aired,  inclufively. 

XXXII.  Goods  under  Quarantine  cannot  be  infpe£led  nor  weighed, 
with  the  affiftance  of  the  public  Weigher,  except  on  the  day  after  the 
termination  of  the  airing  ; and  care  fhall  be  taken  that  the  perfons  who 
come  to  infpe£t  them  ftand  at  the  diftance  prefcribed  by  the  people  on 
Service. 

XXXIII.  Neither  patterns  nor  goods  can  be  fent  away  until  the  airing 
of  goods  which  are  liable,  and  which  came  by  the  fame  fhip,  be  terminated. 

XXXIV.  Articles  not  liable,  which  are  to  be  removed,  are  firfi:  to  be 
attentively  examined  by  the  Guards  appointed  to  purify  them,  and  then 
the  things  in  which  they  are  contained  are  to  be  emptied,  and  the  goods 
fpread  out  as  much  as  poffible  under  the  Pent-houfe  appropriated  to  the 
purifications ; and,  before  they  be  admitted  to  Prattique,  one  or  other  of 
the  two  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  is  to  be  fatisfied  that  no  pack- 
thread, paper,  or  other  liable  articles  be  thereon. 
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XXXV.  As  to  goods  which  are  not  liable,  and  the  mode  of  purifying 
and  reftoring  them  to  free  Prattique,  the  methods  and  rules  laid  down  by 
the  Phyfician  of  Health'  (hall  be  obferved,  and  a copy  of  the  fame  fent  to 
each  Lazaretto. 

XXXVI.  If  it  fhould  be  wifhed  to  remove  any  of  the  goods  which  are 
not  liable,  and  it  fhould  be  found  at  the  purification  that  there  are  too 
many  liable  goods,  and  that,  on  that  account,  the  purification  cannot  be 
effe&ed,  they  are,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  not  otherwife,  to  be  removed;  but 
they  muft  be  fubjeft,  like  other  merchandize,  to  the  whole  Quarantine. 

XXXVII.  Parcels  which  are  brought  to  the  Lazaretto  clofed  and  fealed, 
muft,  previous  to  their  being  admitted  to  Prattique,  be  opened  and  purified 
by  the  Fumigator,  with  the  accuftomed  precautions,  in  the  prefence  of 
the  ftiip’s  captain  or  mafter  who  fends  them,  and  from  whom  they  are 
received. 

XXXVIII.  And  if,  at  the  time  of  the  landing  of  fuch  parcels,  they  cannot 
be  immediately  forwarded,  and  the  captain  or  mafter  (hould  defire  to  leave 
them  in  the  Lazaretto  until  the  time  of  their  being  forwarded ; in  fuch 
cafe,  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  be  prefent  at  their 
depofit  in  the  cheft  of  the  Inclofure,  taking  care  that  they  be  firft  fealed 
and  regiftered  in  the  Wafte-book  cf  Airings,  kept  by  the  Guard  of  the  In- 
clofure, the  number  of  fuch  parcels  or  boxes,  and  the  name  of  the  captain 
or  mafter  who  may  have  left  them  there.  And  when  fuch  parcels  are 
forwarded  without  the  prefence  of  the  captain  or  mafter  who  may  have 
landed  them,  it  fhall  be  requifite  that  he  fend  an  acquittance  by  the  perlon 
who  is  to  receive  them. 
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SALTED  HAIRY  SKINS. 

XXXIX.  All  hairy  fkins  of  every  kind  muft  be  kept  feparate  and  diftinfl 
from  other  goods  in  Prattique,  or  under  Quarantine,  in  order  that  the 
workmen,  porters,  and  others,  who  are  in  the  Lazaretto  for  the  purpofe 
of  working  at  fuch  fkins,  may  be  feparate  from  all  other  perfons  and  goods. 

XL.  In  order  to  have  a fpacious,  convenient,  and  fafe  place  for  the 
purification  of  fkins  of  different  degrees  of  Quarantine,  the  left  field  on 
the  weft  fide  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe. 

XLT.  But  for  the  fafe  cuftody  of  the  lkins,  the  great  Pent-houfe  at  the 
faid  poft,  with  the  adjoining  fmall  rooms,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Guards  and 
the  Afforter,  fhall  be  appropriated. 

XLII.  When  fkins  under  Quarantine  are  unladen  at  the  Lazaretto, 
the  Guard  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  make  a minute  of  the  number  of  thofe 
which  are  each  time  unladen,  and  the  captain  or  clerk  of  the  fhip,  or  any 
other  perfon  whom  the  captain  may  appoint  for  that  purpofe,  fhall  be  pre- 
fent  at  the  numbering  of  them ; and  fhould  the  captain  of  the  fhip  fail  to 
obferve  thofe  precautions,  he  muff,  without  any  difficulty,  abide  by  the 
numberment  made  by  the  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto ; and  the  Lieutenant 
of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  fend  a minute  to  the  confignee,  when  the  unlading 
is  finiffied,  of  the  number  of  fkins  difembarked  at  the  Lazaretto. 

XLIII.  Every  time  that  a box  full  of  fkins  fhall  be  landed  and  counted, 
the  Guard  of  the  Lazaretto  who  has  counted  them,  as  well  as  the  perfon 

from 


t S3  ) 

from  on  board  who  has  attended  at  fuch  numberment,  fhall  give  an  account 
of  the  number  to  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  and  an  entry 
thereof  muft  be  made  in  the  Wafte-book  deftined  for  that  purpofe. 

XLIV.  Salted  and  wet  Ikins  are  to  be  piled  up  at  50  in  a heap,  if  they  are 
thick  Ikins  from  Alexandria,  Conftantinople,  &c.  and  100  in  aheap,  if  they 
are  fmall  (kins  from  Barbary,  to  be  turned  when  half  purified. 

XLV.  Skins  coming  from  Mogadore,  which  being  little  or  badly  falted, 
produce  a bad  effect  upon  thofe  who  have  the  management  of  them,  are  to 
be  piled  up  in  heaps  of  20  Ikins  and  not  more,  and  muft  be  turned  at  leaft 
twice  in  the  courfe  of  the  Quarantine. 

XLVI.  Thofe  muft  not  be  put  into  trade  until  they  are  perfectly  dry, 
on  which  account  the  drying  them  muft  be  done  as  foon  as  poftible,  and 
may  be  permitted  during  the  time  of  Quarantine  ; but  if  it  fhould  not  be 
convenient  then  to  dry  them,  they  muft  be  admitted  to  Prattique,  and  no 
bargains  refpe&ing  them  muft  be  fuffered  to  be  made  near  them. 

XLVI I.  And  when  time  will  permit  their  being  dried,  the  perfons  ap- 
pointed to  have  the  management  of  them  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  Quarantine, 
during  the  whole  of  the  time  neceffary  for  drying  them  ; and  fuch  fkins,  and 
the  perfons  who  have  the  management  of  them,  fhall  not  be  admitted  to 
free  Prattique,  until  the  public  Aflorter  fhall  have  prefented  at  the  office 
of  the  Lazaretto,  a certificate  in  writing,  attefting  that  the  fkins  have  been 
perfectly  and  entirely  dried,  and  without  the  previous  infpedion  by  the 
Phyfician  of  Health,  of  all  the  perfons  who  had  the  management  of  them.

XLVIII.  When  falted  ikins  brought  by  fliips  having  an  unclean  (or 
contagious)  paftport,  are  to  be  unladen  at  the  firffc  Lazaretto,  care  muft  be 
had,  that  none  of  the  Guards  of  the  Lazaretto  communicate  with  the  crew 
and  the  boatmen,  who  have  brought  fuch  ikins ; but  if  no  Guard  be  in  fight 
at  the  time  of  the  difembarkation,  the  people  of  the  Lazaretto  may  have 
the  management  of  them,  if  the  veil'd,  with  the  boat  which  brought  them, 
be  not  already  departed. 

XLIX.  And  during  the  counting  of  fuch  ikins,  the  crew  muft  ftand  with- 
in the  ikiff;  they  can  only  land  upon  the  fteps,  fo  as  to  fatisfy  the  perfon 
on  board  appointed  to  attend,  without,  however,  communicating  with  the 
Guards  of  the  Lazaretto. 

L.  The  boatmen  who  have  unladen  goods  under  an  unclean  paftport  into 
the  third  Lazaretto,  or  under  a contagious  paftport  into  the  fecond,  after 
having  finiihed  unloading  the  ikins  into  the  firft  Lazaretto,  muft  be  fent  to 
perform  Quarantine  in  that  Lazaretto  for  which  the  cargo  wa$  deftined. 

LI.  If  it  ihould  happen,  that  on  account  of  adverfe  weather  the  boatmen 
ihould  not  be  able  to  proceed  to  the  Lazaretto,  to  which  they  are  deftined 
after  the  unloading  of  the  ikins  ihall  be  finiihed,  or  the  crew  ihould  not  be 
able  to  return  on  board,  then  the  boat  ihall  remain  in  the  fofte,  oppofite  the 
field  appropriated  for  the  drying  of  the  ikins,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fmall 
rooms  deftined  for  the  Guards,  and  ihelter  ihall  be  given  to  the  people  in 
the  adjoining  rooms. 

LII.  The  ikins  under  Quarantine  ihall  always  be  ihut  up,  and  kept  fe- 
parate  from  thofe  under  Prattique,  fo  that  the  tanners  (or  curriers)  may 

not 
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not  have  accefs  to  them ; but  only  that  part  of  the  great  cabin  fhall  be  kept 
open,  where  the  fkins  admitted  to  Prattique  are  depofited. 

LIII.  For  fkins  landed  under  Quarantine,  there  fhall  be  kept  a fmall 
Wade-book,  entitled,  Account  of  fkins  landed  under  Quarantine,  in  which 
fhall  be  entered  the  name  of  the  Ship  and  Captain,  the  day  of  the  landing, 
and  the  number  of  fkins  brought  each  time. 

LIV.  All  the  fkins  which  have  been  landed  under  Quarantine  fhall  be 
regidered  in  a feparate  book,  entitled.  Manual  of  fkins  received  under  Qua - 
rantine , in  which,  the  name  of  the  Ship,  that  of  the  Captain,  his  arrival, 
the  day  on  which  he  commenced  and  finifhed  unloading,  and  the  name  of 
the  people  to  whom  the  cargo  is  configned,  fhall  be  entered. 

The  minutes  of  the  affortments  made  by  the  public  Afforter  fhall  then 
be  tranferibed  and  kept  on  a file,  and  the  number  fhall  be  ftated  in  the  book 
under  which  the  minutes  fhall  be  arranged  on  the  faid  file. 

LV.  The  fkins  which  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  and  fent  into  the  fird 
Lazaretto  to  be  there  aborted,  muff  be  received  there  without  any  previous 
permit  from  the  Department  of  Health,  but  they  muff  be  regidered  in  a 
book,  entitled  Journal , in  which  mud:  further  be  noted  the  goods  that  are 
fent  into  the  Lazaretto  to  be  there  depofited  until  the  arrival  of  the  certi- 
ficates of  Health,  from  the  places  where  they  are  kept  apart. 

LVI.  All  the  parcels  of  fkins  which  the  Lazaretto  fhall  forward,  mud 
be  regidered  on  going  out  in  the  faid  fecond  book,  either  in  the  name  of 
their  owner,  or,  if  fuch  owner  fhould  have  ceded  any  part  of  them  in  the 
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Lazaretto  to  other  perfons,  then  in  the  names  of  finch  perfons,  certified  by 
a document  under  his  hand. 

LVII.  But  if  all  the  parcels  of  Ikins,  fo  ceded  by  the  owners  to  other  per- 
fons, fhould  not  be  received  at  one  time  ; then  thole  which  are  from  time 
to  time  received,  muft  be  regiltered  in  a book  entitled  'Transfers  and 
CeJJions  of  Skins , Hating  the  name  of  the  owner  who  has  ceded  them,  and 
of  the  perfons  who  are  become  the  proprietors  of  them,  as  alfo  the  page  of 
the  book  where  they  are  polled. 

ASSORTER,  ASSORTMENTS,  AND  INSPECTION 
OF  SALTED  SKINS. 

LVIII.  The  public  AlTorter,  or  his  alfilfant,  lhall  alone  make  the  affort- 
ments  and  inlpeCtions  of  the  Ikins,  at  fuch  times  as  from  his  art  and  know- 
ledge he  may  deem  moft  proper. 

LIX.  None  of  thofe  who  have  the  management  of  the  Ikins,  or  other 
perfons  by  them  employed,  mull  interfere  with,  or  take  part  in  the  allot- 
ments and  inlpeCtions  of  any  fort  of  Ikins,  either  dry  or  wet,  either  of  thofe 
which  have  performed  Quarantine  in  the  Lazaretto,  or  thofe  which,  having 
been  admitted  to  Prattique,  are  fent  thitherto  be  alforted. 

LX.  The  porters  employed  during  the  alfortments  and  inflections  to 
make  the  piles  or  heaps  according  to  the  divifions  which  the  AlTorter  lhall 
deem  neceffary,  muft  be  fubjeCt  at  fuch  operation  to  the  order  of  the  faid 
AlTorter,  or  his  affillant,  and  punctually  perform  every  thing  that  may  be 
luggelted  to  them  by  either. 
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LXI.  The  affortments  and  inflections  being  finifhed,  the  public  AfTorter 
fhall  immediately  bring  his  authentication,  as  well  in  refpeCt  to  the  heaps 
of  fkins  which  are  contracted  for  by  weight,  or  thofe  piles  which  are  fold 
by  number,  and  thofe  fkins  which  are  received  in  the  Lazaretto  under 
Prattique  coming  from  foreign  countries,  or  from  magazines  at  Leghorn, 
which  atteftation  fhall  be  infpeCted  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the 
Lazaretto,  to  fee  whether  it  exaCtly  correfpond  as  to  the  number  with  that 
ftated  in  the  note  of  the  affortment  and  infpeCtion,  which  the  fame  public 
AfTorter  is  to  prefent,  at  the  office  of  the  Lazaretto,  under  his  hand. 

LXII.  And  if,  after  the  AfTorter  fhall  have  To  depofited  his  atteftation, 
any  one  fhould  wifh,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  to  alter  the  heaps  or 
piles  of  fkins,  the  public  AfTorter  fhall  immediately  withdraw  his  atteftation, 
and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Officers  of  the  Lazaretto. 

LXIII.  And  as  often  as  perfons  fhall  prefent  themfelves  for  the  purpofe 
of  contracting  for  fuch  fkins  remaining  without  an  atteftation,  the  AfTorter 
fhall  conduCt  them  into  the  office  of  the  Lazaretto,  in  order  that  one  of 
the  Officers  of  Health  may  be  apprized  of  the  alteration  which  may  have 
taken  place  in  the  affortment  made  by  the  public  AfTorter,  and  that  the 
fame  are  then  without  any  atteftation  from  him. 

LXIV.  The  minutes  of  the  afTortments  and  infpeCfions  which  fhall  have 
been  prefented  by  the  public  AfTorter,  at  the  office  of  the  Lazaretto,  at  the 
Cuftom-houfe  of  Leghorn,  or  to  whom  elfe  it  may  happen,  muft  be  folely 
fubfcribed  by  the  faid  AfTorter,  and  finifhed  with  the  vifto  of  the  Lieute- 
nant of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  ; the  preparation  and  thofe  who  had  the 
management  muft  be  therein  mentioned,  as  it  is  always  at  the  option  of 
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the  merchants,  proprietors  of  the  Ikins,  either  to  appoint  fome  perfon  for 
their  preparation,  or  to  leave  them  in  the  Lazaretto,  without  confiding  the 
management  to  any  one. 

LXV.  But  in  the  cafe  where  the  merchants  appoint  perfons  to  prepare 
their  Ikins,  by  drying  them  and  putting  them  into  condition,  the  fame 
muft  take  place  before  the  affortments  and  infpeftions. 

LX  VI.  And  if  any  parcel  of  Ikins  cannot  be  dried  and  put  into  condi- 
tion in  time  for  the  infpeftion,  then  the  Afforter  fhall  take  care  that  the 
other  Ikins,  as  they  are  dried  and  put  into  condition,  be  formed  into  heaps 
tinder  his  direftion,  in  conformity  to  the  affortment  already  infpefted,  and 
by  him  authenticated. 

LXVII.  The  public  Alforter  muft  every  day  indifpenfably  attend  at  the 
Lazaretto,  either  to  make  the  neceffary  afiortments  and  infpeftions,  or  to 
take  care  that  no  alterations  be  made  in  thofe  already  done,  and  to  be  al- 
ways prefent  at  all  the  examinations  of,  and  cont  rafts  for,  fuch  Ikins  as 
have  been  already  by  him  aftorted,  and  to  fee  that  thofe  of  one  proprietor 
be  not  examined  and  contrafted  for,  in  lieu  of  thofe  of  another ; and  the 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  muft  not  permit  any  examinations, 
contrafts,  and  confignments  of  any  fort  of  Ikins,  without  the  Afforter’s 
being  prefent. 

LXVIII.  The  Afforter  fhall  alfo  aflift  at  all  the  confignments  of  Ikins 
from  the  Lazaretto,  and  watch  that  thofe  are  configned  which  every  re- 
fpeftive  proprietor  fhall  have  indicated  by  a note  addrefled  to  the  Laza- 
retto, and  ordering  the  confignment. 
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LXIX.  For  which  purpofe,  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto 
will  caufe  to  be  brought  to  him  every  time  by  the  hands  of  the  Afforter, 
a policy  figned  by  him,  in  which  (hall  be  expreffed  the  (kins  to  be  con- 
figned,  with  the  name  of  the  (hip,  arrival,  and  name  of  the  proprietor, 
without  which,  the  faid  Afforter  cannot  permit  the  confignment,  if  even 
the  proprietor  (hould  in  perfon,  or  (hould  have  fent  a deputy  by  him  au- 
thorized to  attend. 

LXX.  The  public  Afforter  (hall  take  care,  that  thofe  (kins  which  have 
not  undergone  the  affortment  and  inlpedtion  be  not  included  in  the 
contract  and  confignment,  and  elpecially  thofe  which  are  fubjedt  to 
Cuftom-houfe  duties,  and  Purification- duties  ; and  it  (hall  be  his  care  to 
inform  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  (hould  the  managers  or 
other  perlons  prefume  to  adt  otherwile. 

LXXI.  The  public  Afforter  (hall  in  no  wife  be  permitted  to  buy  and 
fell  (kins,  or  adt  as  broker  for  the  fame. 

LXXII.  The  proprietors  of  (kins  muff  pay  a tax  of  two  livres  fifteen 
foldi  for  every  hundred  (kins  from  Alexandria,  which  are  afforted,  and 
three  livres  and  fifteen  foldi  for  every  hundred  (kins  from  Conftantinople, 
and  both  places. 

LXXIII.  The  above  tax  (hall  be  paid  in  advance  into  the  treafury  of 
the  Lazarettoes,  and  of  the  referved  entries ; and  the  Cuffom-houfe  of 
Leghorn  (hall  debit  the  refpedtive  merchants,  proprietors  of  the  afforted 
(kins,  for  the  duties,  according  to  the  fums  appearing  in  the  note  of  the 
affortments  made  by  the  public  Afforter. 
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LXXIV.  The  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the  firfl  Lazaretto  fhall  for 
this  purpofe  caufe  to  be  fent  to  him,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Afforter, 
the  notes  of  the  affortments  already  finifhed,  and  at  the  end  of  every  two 
months  he  fhall  debit  the  refpeftive  proprietors  of  the  fkins  with  the  tax 
fixed  for  the  fame,  adding  thereto  the  debit  which  the  Lazaretto  makes  to 
each  refpeflive  merchants  for  the  Purification-duty. 

LXXV.  With  refpeft  to  thofe  merchants  who  do  not  poffefs  credit  for 
the  Cuflom-houfe  duties,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  firfl  Lazaretto  fhall 
exadl  from  them  the  tax,  as  foon  as  the  affortments  of  their  fkins  fhall 
have  been  made;  and  afterwards,  at  the  end  of  every  two  months,  he  fhall 
remit  the  produce  to  the  treafury  of  the  Cuflom-houfe,  as  alfo  the 
Purification-duties  which  are  received  by  little  and  little  in  the  Laza- 
rettoes. 

LXXVI.  The  amount  of  the  tax  on  fkins  afforted  muft  be  demanded 
by  the  public  Afforter  from  the  chefl  of  referved  entries,  by  means  of  a 
policy  figned  by  the  Lieutenant  of  the  firfl  Lazaretto,  to  be  prefented  to 
the  Comptroller  of  the  referved  entries,  in  which  fhall  be  expreffed  the 
number  and  quality  of  the  fkins  afforted,  and  the  name  of  their  proprietor, 
in  conformity  to  the  note  of  the  affortment  previoufly  exhibited  by  the 
Afforter  at  the  office  of  the  Lazaretto. 

LXXVII.  At  the  weighing  of  the  fkins,  the  Lieutenant  of  Health  of 
the  Lazaretto  fhall  be  prefent,  and  the  affortments,  as  well  as  the  weigh- 
ings, fhall  be  prefented  by  the  public  Afforter  to  the  Lieutenant  of  Health, 
under  his  fignature. 
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LXXVIII.  The  Lieutenant  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  fhall  alfo  au- 
thenticate, by  his  fignature,  the  notes  of  the  weighing  of  the  fkins  afforted 
and  weighed  at  the  fcale  by  the  hand  of  the  public  Weigher,  regiftering 
the  lame  in  a fmall  book,  entitled,  “ Repertory  of  the  AJfortments  and 
Weighings  of  Hairy  Skins , and  referring  them  on  a file  deflined  for  that 
purpofe. 
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PARTICULAR  INSTRUCTIONS 

fOR  THE 

LAZARETTO  OF  St.  JACOPO. 


OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

I.  It  is  prohibited  to  conflruft  [around  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Jacopo  any 
buildings  or  cabins  of  any  kind,  within  the  diflance  of  four  hundred  cubits 
from  any  part  of  the  external  wall  which  furrounds  the  Lazaretto. 

II.  Every  time  that  a boat  with  the  crew  of  a fhip  arrive  under  an 
unclean  or  contagious  pafs,  fhall  appear  and  requefl  to  take  in  water,  the 
fame  fhall  be  granted  without  the  neceflity  of  any  particular  order. 

And  the  Officers  of  Health  fhall  caufe  the  people  to  be  efcorted  by  an 
armed  Guard,  in  order  that  they  may  not  land,  but  only  approach  with  the 
boats  under  the  docks  which  fhall  be  deftined  for  that  purpofe. 

III.  Should  there  be  in  the  liable  any  horfes  or  other  domeflic  animals 
under  Quarantine,  and  at  the  fame  time  animals  of  different  Quarantine, 
the  proper  divifions  fhall  be  made  with  moveable  rakes,  at  convenient 
diflances,  placing  fome  either  in  the  room  allotted  to  wild  animals,  or  in 
the  room  of  the  turret  adjoining  the  faid  liable,  in  order  that  all  commu- 
nication 
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nication  may  be  prevented,  as  well  between  the  animals  as  between  the  men 
who  may  have  the  cuftody  of  them  ; and  at  the  giving  them  to  drink,  or 
performing  any  other  operations  around  them,  a Guard  muft  always  attend 
to  fee  that  they  do  not  mix  with  each  other. 

IV.  Whenever  this  Lazaretto  is  to  ferve  as  a fupplement  to  that  of  St. 
Rocco,  as  well  for  goods  as  for  paffetigers  under  Quarantine,  it  fhall  in  that 
cafe  be  fubjed  to  the  regulations  prefcribed  folely  to  the  firft  Lazaretto. 


PURIFICATION-DUTY. 

V.  For  goods  and  articles  unladen  at  the  Lazaretto  to  perform  Quaran- 
tine, the  proprietors  fhall  be  debited  with  a Purification-duty,  at  the  rate 
of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  value  of  the  goods,  according  to  the  tariff  of  value 
eftablifhed  for  the  Lazarettoes. 

VI.  But  with  refped  to  merchandizes  which  are  liable,  and  which  after 
having  undergone  the  preliminary  airings  in  the  third  Lazaretto  fhall  be 
fent  to  the  fecond,  in  order  to  perform  ordinary  Quarantine,  the  Purifica- 
tion-duty fhall  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  upon  the  value  of  the 
fame,  according  to  the  aforefaid  tariff. 

VII.  All  goods  which  are  not  liable,  under  whatever  paflport  they  may 
arrive,  fhall  pay  only  one-half  per  cent,  upon  their  value,  if  they  are 
withdrawn  before  they  have  completed  two-thirds  of  the  Quarantine  ap- 
pointed. 


GUARDS. 
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GUARDS. 

VIII.  As  often  as  perfons  fhall  prefent  themfelves  in  barges  or  other 
craft  from  the  fea-fide,  the  Guard  which  fhall  be  on  Sentry  upon  the  fteps 
of  the  lefler  gate  fhall  give,  at  their  approach,  the  lignal  with  the  bell, 
and  upon  their  arrival  open  the  chain  and  let  them  enter  ; but  no  one  fhall 
be  permitted  to  land,  without  having  fignified  what  he  may  want,  and 
without  having  received  an  order  from  one  of  the  two  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  Lazaretto. 

PASSENGERS  AND  OTHER  PERSONS  UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 

IX.  Paffengers  and  others  arriving  on  a fhip  under  a Tocca  paffport 
limply,  fhall  be  allowed  to  converfe  with  perfons  under  Prattique  as  foon  as 
they  fhall  have  difembarked  at  the  Lazaretto. 

X.  The  Paffengers  cannot  provide  themfelves  with  water,  except  at  the 
fountain  fituate  oppofite  to  their  quarters,  and  the  fame  is  to  be  guarded 
by  the  Sentinel  who  is  appointed  to  fee  that  perfons  only  of  the  fame  Qua- 
rantine go  thither  ; and  every  one  going  to  fetch  water  fhall  be  cautioned 
not  to  leave  within  the  Grotto,  or  receptacle  of  the  Fountain,  any  thing 
liable  to  contagion  ; for  which  purpofe  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Laza- 
retto fhall  frequently  caufe  a Guard  to  infpedt  the  faid  Grotto,  in  order 
that  care  may  be  taken  to  keep  it  always  clean  and  purified. 


XI.  When 
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XI.  When  all  the  rooms  of  the  Quarantine  quarters  in  the  third  Laza- 
retto are  occupied  by  paflengers  and  boat- men,  and  the  Governor  may,  on 
that  account,  deem  it  neceflary  to  have  recourfeto  thefecond  Lazaretto  of 
St.  Jacopo,  as  a fupplement,  as  often  as  the  boat  and  boatmen  who  may 
have  finifhed  the  unloading  at  the  third  Lazaretto  (hall  appear  at  the  chain 
on  the  fea-fide  which  fecures  the  lefler  gate,  they  mufi  be  received  on  ex- 
hibiting a voucher  in  writing  from  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
third  Lazaretto,  certifying  that  the  boat-men  have  been  duly  examined ; 
rooms  fhall  then  be  afligned.to  the  boat-men,  the  boat  being  firft  purified 
in  prefence  of  one  of  the  two  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  and 
waffied  with  fea-water,  in  order  that  it  may  thereupon  be  reftored  to  free 
Prattique. 

And  with  regard  to  the  liberty  of  fpeaking  with  perfons  under  Prat- 
tique, the  regulation  of  Article  XXVII.  in  the  particular  Inftru&ions  for 
the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo  fhall  be  obferved. 

GOODS  UNDER  QUARANTINE. 

XII.  The  operations  and  precautions  to  be  obferved  in  the  airing  and 
removing  goods  arrived  fimply  with  a touched  (Tocca)  paflport,  muff  be 
the  fame  as  thofe  prefcribed  for  the  firft  Lazaretto. 

XIIL  Goods  under  Quarantine,  arriving  with  a Tocca  paflport,  may  not 
be  infpefled  or  weighed  with  the  afliftance  of  the  public  Weigher,  until 
the  lapfe  of  five  days  after  they  have  been  aired  ; and  care  muft  be  taken 
that  perfons  ftand  at  a proper  difiance. 


XIV.  Neither 
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XIV.  Neither  patterns  or  goods  can  be  fent  away  until  after  the  com- 
plete purification  of  fuch  liable  goods  as  came  by  the  fame  veffel. 

XV.  Thofe  goods  which  have  undergone  the  preliminary  airings  in  the 
third  Lazaretto  are  to  be  fent  from  thence  to  perform  ordinary  Quaran- 
tine, and  the  Guards  who  may  have  been  ftationed  to  manage  the  fame 
muft  receive  them  one  by  one,  in  order  to  fubjedt  them  to  the  purifications 
and  airings  which  are  accuftomed  to  be  ufed  in  refpefl  to  goods  liable  to 
ordinary  Quarantine. 

XVI.  When  goods  not  liable,  which  may  have  arrived  in  a fhip  under 
an  unclean  paflport,  are  difembarked  at  the  fecond  Lazaretto,  the  moft 
exa£t  care  is  to  be  obferved  by  the  Guards  deftined  to  manage  the  fame, 
that  the  bales,  & c.  fo  difembarked  do  not  contain  ought  elfe  than  unliable 
goods. 

XVII.  With  regard  to  unfufpeflible  articles,  and  the  method  of  puri- 
fying and  reftoring  them  to  free  Prattique,  the  rule  and  method  eftablifhed 
by  the  Phyfician  of  Health  are  to  be  fcrupuloully  obferved,  of  which  a 
copy  fhall  be  fent  to  each  Lazaretto. 

XVIII.  Drugs,  as  well  as  all  other  unfufpe&ible  articles,  muft  be  in- 
fpe&ed  with  all  poflible  care,  to  fee  that  they  be  of  that  defcription,  and 
the  parcels  unripped  or  opened  in  different  places,  and  the  iron  introduced 
into  all  the  parts,  and  throughout  every  corner  of  the  parcel. 

And  if  any  fuch  goods  arrived  in  bales  fhould  have  a double  envelope, 
both  the  firft  and  fecond  are  to  be  carefully  opened,  fo  as  that  none  of  the 
goods  may  be  injured. 


XIX.  And 
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XIX.  And  fhould  there  be  found  any  goods  liable  to  contagion  mixed 
therewith,  information  muft  be  given  to  the  Governor,  and  the  fame  fhall 
be  inftantly  fubje&ed  to  the  preliminary  airings  of  fifteen  days,  and  to  the 
ufual  Quarantine  of  forty  days,  as  is  obferved  with  refpeft  to  goods  defined 
for  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo. 

XX.  Unfufceptible  goods  arrived  under  an  unclean  paflport  may  be 
reftored  to  the  fecond  Lazaretto,  as  foon  as  all  the  parcels  (hall  have  been 
infpe&ed. 

XXI.  If  it  fhould  happen  that  during  the  unloading  of  goods  under 
Quarantine,  other  goods  are  to  be  reftored  to  Prattique,  thefe  fhall,  in  fuch 
cafe,  be  conveyed  to  the  ftep  which  is  behind  the  chapel  of  Prattique  ; 
care  being  taken  that  no  goods  be  at  fuch  time  either  unloading  at  the  un- 
covered fteps  of  the  portico  to  perform  Quarantine,  or  to  be  configned  to 
Prattique.

PARTICULAR 
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PARTICULAR  INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR  THE 

LAZARETTO  OF  St.  LEOPOLD  O. 


OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

I.  Care  fhall  be  taken  that  no  one  conftru&  any  fort  of  buildings  or  huts 
within  the  diftance  of  four  hundred  cubits  from  any  part  of  the  external 
wall  which  furrounds  the  Lazaretto  of  St.  Leopoldo. 

II.  While  goods  or  perfons  under  Quarantine  are  difembarking,  as  well 
as  during  the  firft  four  days  of  the  preliminary  airings,  neither  of  the  two 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto  may  go  out  of  the  Lazaretto,  in  the 
day  or  night-time,  without  an  exprefs  licence  from  the  Governor,  and  the 
precaution  of  not  going  out  of  hearing  of  the  fignals  given  by  the  bells. 

III.  When  goods  or  perfons  are  under  Quarantine  in  the  Lazaretto,  care 
muft  be  taken  that  all  the  locks  of  every  place  of  the  Lazaretto  be  locked 
by  night  and  day,  fo  that  no  one  may  have  accefs  to  the  places  where  per- 
fons or  goods  may  be  under  Quarantine,  as  well  as  to  the  Cemeteries  and 
Inclofures  around  the  exterior  walls  and  the  Pent-houfes ; none  of  thefe 
locks  fhall  be  opened,  except  when  the  fervice  fhall  require,  with  an  order 

from 
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from  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  and  their  attendance,  either 
in  perfon,  or  by  a Guard  in  their  confidence. 

IV.  The  draw-bridge  muft  not  be  let  down,  except  in  the  day-time;  at 
night  they  mull:  all  be  abfolutely  drawn  up,  and  under  lock  and  key. 

V.  The  two  locks  of  the  Fofife,  through  which  the  water  is  let  out,  muft 
be  opened  only  after  rains,  and  when  neceftary ; after  which  they  are  to 
be  lowered  again  and  locked. 


VI.  At  the  Prattique-tower,  a Sentinel  belonging  to  Prattique  ffiall  be 
ftationed  during  the  night,  to  be  changed  by  turns,  in  order  that  he  may 
hear  the  fignals  which  may  be  given,  as  well  from  the  Baftion,  as  from  the 
Holpital  of  the  unclean  Tower,  and  from  any  of  the  fortified  Towers ; and 
fuch  fignals  being  heard,  he  is  to  acquaint  the  Captain  at  what  poft  the 
fame  have  been  given,  and  the  Captain  ffiall  then  proceed  to  the  Ipot,  in 
order  to  learn  what  may  have  occurred. 

VII.  The  Towers  of  St.  Gorgonio,  St.  Jacopo,  St.  Michael,  St.  Lazarus, 
and  of  our  Lady  of  Montenero,  are  thofe  at  which  the  Sentinels  are  to  be 
pofted  by  day  and  night,  as  circumftances  may  require. 

But  the  firft  three  may  alfo  ferve  to  lodge  the  Guards  on  duty  by  the 
goods  under  Quarantine,  whenever  there  may  be  many  caravans  of  dif- 
ferent Quarantine,  and  the  rooms  of  the  Hofpital  be  infufficient  for  the 
purpofe. 


VIII.  The  Baftion  of  St.  Rocco  is  deftined  for  guarding  the  accefs  on 
the  fea-fide  of  the  Lazaretto,  as  well  as  the  adjacent  fiat  ffiore,  and  the 
N 2 Sentinel 
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Sentinel  ported  at  the  lame  fhall,  at  the  approach  of  any  fhip  or  other  craft 
towards  the  of  the  Lazaretto,  give  the  fignal  on  the  bell,  to  ap- 

prize the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto. 

IX.  The  triangular  building  in  the  unclean  part  of  the  Lazaretto  muft 
ferve  for  airing  the  goods  and  articles,  of  whatever  value,  which  may  lay 
under  greater  fufpicion  of  infection  and  danger,  according  to  the  judgment 
of  the  Governor,  and  under  his  orders  : it  fhall  alfo  be  appropriated  for  the 
depofit  and  cuftody  of  the  arms  of  the  Paffengers,  and  for  airing  the  articles 
and  goods  they  may  bring  with  them,  and  which  require  airing  ; and  final- 
ly, for  purifying  articles  of  every  fort  which  may  have  been  ufed  by  the  fick, 
or  thofe  who  died  of  the  infection,  whenever  the  Governor  fhall  think  fit 
to  order  the  purification. 

X.  The  keys  of  the  lattices  of  this  Inclofure  fhall  be  always  prefervedin 
the  chert  of  the  office,  where  all  the  other  keys  are  appointed  to  be  kept, 
and  may  not  be  entrurted  to  any  of  the  Guards  on  duty,  but  they  muft  be 
always  opened  and  locked  by  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Laza- 
retto, who  muft  be  prefent  whenever  work  is  done  at  that  place. 

XI.  If  there  fhould  be  in  the  ftable  any  horfe,  or  other  domeftic  animals, 
under  different  Quarantine,  the  proper  divifions  muft  be  made  by  moveable 
rakes,  at  convenient  diftances,  fo  as  that  all  communication  among  the 
animals,  and  the  men  who  have  the  cuftody  of  them,  may  be  prevented. 

And  in  giving  them  to  drink  out  of  the  pails,  and  at  other  operations 
about  them,  a Guard  fhall  attend  to  fee  that  they  be  not  mixed. 


XII.  Accefs 
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XII.  Accefs  to  the  Prattique-tower  may  be  at  all  times  allowed  to  fuch 
perfons  as  may  have  bulinefs  there. 

XIII.  But  during  the  difembarkation  of  goods  and  perfons  under  Qua- 
rantine, as  well  as  during  the  operations  relative  to  the  preliminary  airings 
of  goods,  the  lattices  may  not  be  opened,  nor  the  door  which  leads  to  the 
faid  Prattique-tower,  without  the  prefence  of  one  of  the  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  Lazaretto. 

PURIFICATION-DUTIES. 

XIV.  For  liable  goods,  a duty  of  two  per  cent,  upon  their  value,  accord- 
ing to  the  tariff,  fhall  be  levied ; but  raw  fkins,  though  they  have  been  aired, 
fhall  pay  only  one  per  cent,  and  goods  not  liable  to  infection  fhall  alfo 
pay  only  one  per  cent,  when  they  have  been  unladen  at  the  third  La- 
zaretto. 

And  when  thefe  fhall  be  withdrawn  before  they  have  completed  two 
thirds  of  their  Quarantine,  they  are  to  pay  half  per  cent,  as  in  the  other 
Lazarettoes. 

MILITARY  DETACHMENT. 

XV.  The  military  Detachment  fhall  depend  on  the  order  of  the  Captain 
and  Lieutenant  of  the  Lazarettoes,  as  well  in  matters  relating  to  the  Ser- 
vice of  the  fame  Lazaretto,  as  where  circumffances  fhall  require  their 
force,  and  they  fhall  fuperintend  their  drefs  and  cleanlinefs  in  their  perfons, 
arms,  and  barrack. 


But 
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But  with  regard  to  what  has  reference  to  their  government,  they  fhall 
depend  upon  their  military  fuperiors,  and  the  Commiffary  of  war. 

XVI.  The  ordinary  duty  to  be  required  of  every  individual  of  the  De- 
tachment, will  be  to  mount  a guard  of  three  privates  by  turns  every  day, 
as  Sentinels  at  the  baftion  of  St.  Rocco  ; and  at  night  thefe  three  privates 
fhall  Rand  at  the  baftion. 

It  (hall  be  their  duty  to  open  and  (hut  the  chains  of  the  Wet  Dock(7Xzr- 
fena)  as  often  as  they  (hall  be  ordered  fo  to  do ; but  the  other  foldiers  which 
remain  in  the  corps  of  the  Guard  (hall  let  down  and  raife  up  the  draw- 
bridge of  the  gate. 

XVII.  If  any  individual  of  the  Detachment  (hall  negleft  his  duty,  and 
difobey  the  orders  of  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Lazaretto,  he  may  be 
arrefted,  on  notice  being  given  by  the  Captain  to  the  Governor,  for  his  or- 
ders thereon. 


GUARDS  OF  THE  LAZARETTO. 

XVIII.  The  Guards  muft  not  remain  w'ithinthe  precindls  of  the  cabins, 
unlefs  they  are  to  work  there  ; and  at  other  times,  as  well  by  day  as  by 
night,  they  muft  be  at  their  pofts. 

XIX.  The  men  on  duty  about  the  goods  are  to  inhabit  the  interior  room 
called  the  Hofpital , dividing  the  caravans  of  different  Quarantine  into  dif- 
ferent rooms,  in  order  that  they  may  not  be  mixed ; and  if  any  of  the  men 
(hould  fall  fick,  he  (hall  be  kept  in  one  of  thefe  rooms,  feparated  from  the 
reft. 


XX.  In 
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XX.  In  the  towers  of  St.  Jacopo,  and  St.  Michael,  the  Guards  on  duty, 
when  they  are  lodged  there,  fhall  be  fhut  up  at  night,  at  fuch  hour  as  the 
Captain  may  judge  from  circumftances  to  be  convenient,  and  to  be  opened 
again  in  the  morning  at  fun  rife. 

Thofe  which  are  lodged  in  the  tower  of  St.  Gorgonio  may  remain  open 
as  well  by  day  as  by  night. 

But  in  the  day-time,  all  the  Guards  of  the  Quarantine,  when  not  at  work, 
may  ftand  under  the  piazza  and  porticoes  of  the  Hofpital. 

XXI.  The  turret  of  St.  Lazarus,  and  of  our  Lady  of  Montenero,  fhall 
ferve  for  lodging  the  Guards  of  the  Prattique,  when  there  are  no  goods  or 
perfons  under  Quarantine  in  the  unclean  Tower,  but  only  in  cafe  it  fhould 
be  at  any  time  neceffary  to  mount  Guard  there,  on  account  of  any  fulpicion 
concerning  that  part. 

XXII.  But  when  there  are  in  the  unclean  Tower  any  goods  or  perfons 
under  Quarantine,  the  Guards  who  fhall  be  ftationed  to  guard  them,  and 
to  attend  the  operations  to  be  carried  on  in  faid  Tower,  mufl  be  fhut,  as  be- 
longing to  Quarantine. 

And  in  the  night-time,  the  Guards  of  the  Quarantine  and  thofe  of  the 
Prattique  mufl:  be  fhut  up. 

And  as  often  as  occafion  may  require,  the  fignals  to  be  given  on  the  bells 
fhall  be  agreed  upon,  fo  as  that  they  may  be  heard  by  the  Sentinel  of  the 
Prattique-tower,  and  that  he  may  acquaint  the  Captain  therewith. 

XXIII.  Guards 
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XXIII.  Guards  who  attend  the  goods  under  Quarantine  {hall  be  prohi- 
bited from  afcending  into  the  parlour  to  talk  with  perfons  under  Prattique, 
during  the  preliminary  airings. 

XXIV.  For  Guards  under  Quarantine,  a mafs  fhall  be  celebrated  in  the 
chapel  of  St.  Leopoldo,  which  they  may  hear,  either  from  the  piazza  of  the 
Holpital,  or  from  the  precinds  of  the  cabins,  at  due  diftances,  and  with  the 
necefifary  precautions. 

XXV.  The  Guards  appointed  to  open  and  {hut  the  rooms  of  the  Pafifen- 
gers,  and  to  watch  their  proceedings,  muft  always  be  chofen  from  among 
the  moft  faithful  and  experienced,  and  accuftomed  to  attend  till  the  greater 
Quarantine  of  the  perfon  who  may  be  there,  in  order  that  the  piazza  be- 
fore their  room  may  be  always  kept  clean,  and  purified  from  any  article 
liable  to  infedion,  and  that  he  may  fumigate  all  the  letters  and  papers 
which  the  Pafifengers  may  have  occafion  to  fend  out  to  Prattique;  and  they 
{hall  not  be  permitted  to  go  out  of  the  unclean  Tower,  unlefs  to  afcend  into 
the  parlour,  or  to  go  to  the  entrance  Store-room. 

XXVI.  This  Guard,  when  he  {hall  have  {hut  up  the  Pafifengers,  muft 
every  evening  carry  the  keys  to  the  entrance  of  the  Store-room,  dip  them 
into  the  pail  of  falt-water,  to  be  taken  out  by  the  Guard  of  the  Prattique, 
who  is  to  carry  them  into  the  office. 

And  during  the  night,  if  any  preffing  circumftance  occur,  he  {hall  give  the 
eftablilhed  fignals  with  the  bells  to  the  Guard  on  Sentry,  at  the  Prattique- 
tower,  in  order  that  the  Captain  may  be  apprized  thereof. 


PASSENGERS 
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PASSENGERS  AND  OTHER  PERSONS  UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 

XXVII.  The  Paftengers  and  others  who  may  have  difembarked  at  the 
Lazaretto  to  perform  Quarantine  fhall  not  be  permitted  to  afcend  into  the 
parlour  to  converfe  with  perfons  in  Prattique,  until  three  days  have  elapfed 
after  their  reception  in  the  Lazaretto. 

XXVIII.  The  unloading  being  terminated,  the  ufual  examination  of  the 
boatmen  muft  take  place,  after  which  they  fhall  be  purified  according  to 
the  forms  prefcribed,  and  with  all  diligence  for  reftoring  them  immediately 
to  free  Prattique ; rooms  in  the  quarters  deftined  for  Paffengers  fhall  be 
afligned  to  the  boatmen. 


GOODS  UNDER  QUARANTINE. 

XXIX.  The  preliminary  airings  muft  laft  fifteen  days,  from  the  day  of 
their  beginning  inclufively. 

On  the  firft  day  of  the  bales  of  linen,  wool,  raw  cotton,  and  cotton  yarn, 
hair,  wire,  camels’  hair,  filk,  filk  fkeins,  and  feathers,  fhall  be  opened, 
and  the  envelopes  ripped  open  the  whole  length  of  the  bale. 

But  if  the  feathers,  filk,  goats’s  hair.  See.  be  in  chefts,  they  are  to  be 
opened  and  be  left  to  air  during  twenty-four  hours,  as  well  as  the  faid 
bales,  before  aught  be  done  to  them.

XXX.  Bales 
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XXX.  Bales  of  woollen  cloths,  cloth,  and  minute  articles,  are  to  be  en- 
tirely opened,  the  pieces  of  each  bale  taken  out,  and  one  piece  placed  upon 
another  ; and  if  fuch  bales  Ihould  be  very  thick,  two  heaps  are  to  be  made 
of  each  bale,  in  order  that  room  may  be  given  to  ventilate. 

If  the  pieces  are  in  bags,  all  the  Teams  of  the  bags  are  to  be  cut,  the  bands 
of  the  pieces  loofened,  and  the  internal  folds  of  the  pieces  made  fmooth. 

XXXI.  All  thofe  bales  which  have  a double  envelope  are  to  be  frit 
thrown  entirely  on  the  ground,  and  then  to  be  unripped  the  whole  length 
of  the  bale. 

XXXII.  Bales  and  other  things  containing  leather,  {kins,  Cordovans, 
dreffed  {kins,  and  the  like,  are  to  be  opened,  the  articles  taken  out,  and 
placed  one  upon  another,  bale  by  bale. 

XXXIII.  Drugs,  and  all  other  unfifceptible  articles,  are  to  be  examined 
with  all  poffible  care,  to  fee  that  they  be  of  that  defcription,  divers  aper- 
tures being  made  in  the  things  containing  them,  and  the  iron  introduced 
through  all  the  parts  and  corners  of  the  parcels. 

And  if  any  fuch  goods  come  in  a double  envelope,  both  are  to  be  care- 
fully opened,  fo  as  that  no  injury  may  accrue  to  the  goods. 

XXXIV.  Twenty-four  hours  being  elapfed,  the  goods  are  to  be  lo  ma- 
naged as  that  no  part  of  the  infide  of  the  bales  may  remain  unexamined, 
and  in  the  middle  of  the  bales  a hole  {hall  be  left,  as  deep  as  the  length  of 
a man’s  arm. 
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XXXV.  The  bands  of  bales  of  filk  and  cotton  yarn  which  are  tied  up 
in  bands  of  the  fame  article,  mufl  be  loofened,  taken  off,  and  the  arms  in- 
troduced into  the  centre  of  the  bales. 

XXXVI.  Chefts  containing  (ilk,  goat’s  hair,  and  the  like  articles,  are 
to  be  emptied,  and  the  goods  placed  in  heaps  on  the  bottoms  of  the  fame 
chefts,  taking  care  that  they  fuftain  no  injury. 

XXXVII.  Bales  or  chefts  of  feathers  muft  be  emptied,  the  goods  taken 
out,  parcel  by  parcel,  and  ftretched  ; then  piled  up  in  very  fmall  heaps. 

XXXVIII.  Thefe  pieces  of  woollen  cloth,  cloths,  &c.  which  are  found 
in  bags,  are  to  be  taken  out  and  packed  afrefh,  one  upon  another,  putting 
under  each  piece  its  refpe&ive  bag. 

XXXIX.  All  goods  thus  aired,  the  pieces  of  cloth,  woollen  cloth,  bun- 
dles of  feathers,  and  of  leather,  drefled  (kins,  Cordovans,  and  fimilar  arti- 
cles, mud;  be  taken  in  the  following  days  from  the  heaps  or  piles,  and  put 
up  in  the  bales. 

XL.  When  eight  days  are  elapfed  from  that  of  the  firft  opening,  the 
bales  are  to  be  fufficiently  unfewed,  turned  on  the  other  fide,  and  opened, 
for  the  purpofe  of  performing  the  fame  operations  with  them  as  in  the 
beginning,  proceeding  every  day  in  the  management  of  them  as  above,  un- 
til fifteen  days  fhall  have  elapfed  from  the  day  of  their  firfi:  opening. 

And  when  the  preliminary  airings  are  ordered  to  laft  a greater  number 
of  days,  the  prefcribed  operations  fhall  be  proportioned  to  the  period  or- 
dered for  the  preliminary  airings.

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XLI.  The  preliminary  airings  terminated,  the  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
Lazaretto  muft  report  the  fame  to  the  Governor. 

XLIJ.  On  the  day  after  the  termination  of  the  preliminary  airings  of  the 
goods,  the  period  of  the  ordinary  Quarantine  of  forty  days  ffiall  commence. 

During  this  Quarantine,  the  goods  are  to  be  frequently  aired. 

And  when  half  the  period  of  the  ordinary  Quarantine  fhall  be  terminat- 
ed, all  the  goods  mud:  be  turned,  according  to  the  rules  prefcribed  for  the 
preliminary  airings. 

XLIII.  When  the  Governor,  in  confequence  of  the  requeft  of  the  mer* 
chants,  fhall  give  orders,  that,  after  the  happy  termination  of  the  preli- 
minary airings  of  the  goods,  they  be  forwarded  to  the  fecond  Lazaretto  to 
perform  the  ordinary  Quarantine,  fuch  conveyance  fhall  take  place  by  fea, 
attended  by  the  Guards  who  may  be  appointed  to  manage  fuch  merchan- 
dize, and  provided  that  it  be  always  at  the  charge  of  the  faid  merchants 
that  receive  them. 

XLIV.  Goods  not  liable  to  infection,  which  fhall  be  difembarked  at  the 
third  Lazaretto,  cannot  be  taken  to  another,  without  a fpecial  order  from 
the  Governor. 

XLV.  If  it  happen  in  the  courfe  of  the  unloading,  or  of  the  preli- 
minary airings,  or  during  the  period  of  the  ordinary  Quarantine,  any  one 
of  the  men  whilft  managing,  or  who  may  have  managed,  the  goods  dif- 
embarked at  the  Lazaretto,  or  any  of  the  perfons  difembarked  from  the 

fame 
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fame  fhip,  fhould  fall  fick,  or  die,  every  operation  mud:  be  immedi- 
ately fufpended,  the  fick  perfon  carried  into  a room  of  the  Hofpital, 
or  the  dead  to  a detached  place,  and  notice  immediately  given  to  the 
Governor. 

XLVI.  The  operations  about  thofe  goods,  near  which  the  accident 
happened,  may  be  refumed  if  the  number  of  days  prefcribed  by  the  Go- 
vernor be  expired  ; and  then  the  period  afligned  for  the  preliminary  airings 
and  the  ordinary  Quarantine  muft  recommence. 

XLVII.  The  goods  may  not  be  infpeCted,  nor  weighed  with  the 
affiftance  of  the  Public  Weigher,  until  fifteen  days  elapfe  from  the  day  on 
which  the  ordinary  Quarantine  of  the  goods  commences  to  be  reckoned. 
And  though  even  the  period  of  fifteen  days  be  elapfed,  fuch  infpeCtion 
fhall  not  be  permitted,  when  on  fuch  day  any  goods  fhould  be  in  the  firfl 
fix  days  of  their  preliminary  airings. 


GOODS  ADMITTED  TO  PRATTIQUE. 

XLVIII.  When  goods  are  admitted  to  Prattique,  the  workmen  or  other 
perfons  interefted  in  the  fame,  may  be  introduced  into  the  warehoufes  of 
the  Lazaretto,  to  put  them  again  into  condition  ; but  if  there  fhould  be  in 
the  fame  warehoufe  any  other  goods  under  Quarantine,  the  preventive 
licence  of  the  Governor  Prefident  of  Health  fhall  be  neceffary  for  the 
introduction  of  the  workmen  to  recondition  the  goods  ; and  in  fuch  cafe, 
thefe  fhall  be  feparated  from  the  former  by  a double  wainfcot,  three 
cubits  high,  which  fhall  be  placed  from  one  end  to  the  other,  to  the  bottom 

of 
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of  the  loweft  piles,  where  the  goods  under  Quarantine  terminate ; which 
wainfcot  fhall  be  fhut  by  benches  a cubit  high  from  the  grond. 

XLIX.  It  fhall,  however,  always  be  prohibited  to  admit  the  workmen 
and  any  other  perfons,  for  the  purpofe  of  re-conditioning  the  goods  admitted 
to  Prattique,  into  the  Warehoufes,  when  on  any  fuch  days  any  fuch  goods 
fhould  be  in  the  firft  fix  days  of  their  preliminary  airings ; and  for  fuch 
time  the  Magazine-hire  fhall  not  be  demanded  for  goods  admitted  to  Prat- 
tique. 

L.  If  by  flrefs  of  weather  and  a boifterous  fea  the  goods  admitted  to 
Prattique  fhould  be  prevented  from  being  conveyed  by  fea  ; and  fhould  the 
merchant  require  the  tranfport  of  the  fame  from  the  land  fide  to  the 
Foffe  which  communicates  from  the  fecond  to  the  firft  Lazaretto,  it  may 
be  granted  them,  always,  however,  accompanied  by  a Guard  of  Prattique, 
without  any  reward  to  be  taken  by  them. 


All  the  prefent  Inftrudlions,  as  well  general  as  particular,  muff  be 
tranfcribed  in  an  appropriate  book,  to  be  kept  always  in  the  office  of  the 
Lazaretto. 

And  in  this  book,  muft  be  henceforward  regiftered  every  fubfequent 
inflitution  and  general  order  which  may  be  given  relative  to  the  admi- 
niftration  of  the  fame ; as  alfo  any  order  given  in  a particular  cafe  which 
may  ferve  as  a guide  in  other  fimilar  and  important  circumftances.  And 
thofe  orders,  which  may  be  given  in  particular  lefs  interefting  circum- 

fiiances 
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fiances,  fhall  be  placed  on  a file  apart,  without  any  memorial  being  taken 
of  them,  and  which  cannot  conflitute  Articles  of  general  Inflruflions. 

The  Officers  of  Health,  and  fubaltern  Servants,  and  any  other  perfon 
employed  in  the  Service  of  the  Lazarettoes,  fhall  be  held  to  the  exafl 
obfervance  of  the  prefent  Inflru&ions,  and  tranfgreffing  them  they  fhall  be 
fubjefl  to  arbitrary  punifhment  in  cafes  of  lefs  heavy  negledl. 

But  in  thofe  which,  according  to  circumflances,  may  come  under  the 
defcription  of  crime,  they  will  incur  the  difpleafure  of  His  Royal  Highnefs, 
be  deprived  of  their  employ,  and  honour ; and  be  fubjedl  to  other  flill 
more  heavy  penalty,  to  be  extended  even  to  death,  according  to  the  cir- 
cumflances of  the  cafe,  and  the  reful t of  the  trial.

PREFACE. 

THE  Plague  being  the  moll  terrible  and  devaluing  malady  of  the  human 
race,  has,  among  civilized  nations,  been  conlidered  as  deferving  the  moll 
attentive  regard  and  precaution,  for  their  fecurity  from  its  forrowful  at- 
tacks.* 


Mournful  experience  has  taught  us,  that  to  guard  againll  the  contagion 
it  is  not  enough  to  be  rellrained  from  the  contact  of  perfons  who  are  at- 
tacked by  the  fame ; but  alfo  that  any  other,  even  inanimate  bodies,  were 

P capable 


* As  long  as  it  was  believed  that  the  Plague  was  a fcourge  fent  by  Heaven,  to  punilh  irremediably  the 
fins  of  mankind,  not  the  lead  precaution  was  then  in  ufe  to  guard  again (l  it,  in  the  fuppofition  that  it  was 
out  of  the  power  of  man  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  this  Furious  and  malignant  malady.  Fatalifts  are  the 
mod  liable  to  its  attacks  5 and  fuch  are  precifely  the  Turk*. 
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capable  of  communicating  the  Plague  to  man  by  their  contafr,  and  by 
their  unneceflary  approximation. 

This  circumftance  directed  the  attention  of  philofophers  of  every  age  to 
trace  in  what  the  poifon  properly  called  peftilential  really  confifted  ; whe- 
ther it  could  be  engendered  in  inanimate  fubftances  : what  was  the  matter 
moft  liable  to  receive  and  retain  the  Plague  ; what  were  the  qualities  which 
bodies  mull  have  that  were  found  more  or  lefs,  or  not  at  all,  liable  to  re- 
ceive, tranfmit,  and  communicate  the  peftilential  poifon.  But  fruitlefs  were 
their  endeavours  to  effect  a decifion  on  this  fubjetft. 

The  obfervation  only  of  the  fa£t  has  determined,  without  our  knowing 
yet  of  what  nature  the  peftilential  particles  are,  that  fome  bodies  are  con- 
ftantly  from  their  nature  capable  of  receiving  the  faid  poifon,  retaining  it 
in  themfelves,  and  communicating  it  to  man,  upon  whom,  as  if  moft 
fuitable  to  it,  it  exercifes  more  than  upon  any  other  animal,  its  power  and 
fury* 

From  this  perfect  ignorance  of  the  feeds  of  the  poifon,  the  other  un- 
decided queftion  of  Phyficians  relpetfting  the  qualities  which  thofe  inani- 
mate 


* Rare  and  very  dubious  are  thofe  hiflorical  cafes  which  afTnre  us  that  the  Plague,  to  which  man  is  li- 
able, has  been  alfo  communicated  and  proved  mortal  to  beads  ; and,  on  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  know 
that  any  epidemic  difeafe  has  direftly  attacked  the  human  fpecies  alone  with  its  poifon.  The  relation  of  M. 
Giovanni  Boccacio  of  the  Plague  at  Florence  in  1348,  that  it  attacked  fome  fwine  who  died  of  the  difeafe 
from  having  put  their  fnouts  and  fmelt  to  fome  clothes  of  perfons  who  had  died  of  the  Plague ; and  the 
aflertion  of  Homer,  that,  at  the  fiege  of  Troy,  dogs,  and  alfo  mules,  had  felt  the  peftilential  difeafe  before  it 
fpread  among  the  people,  are  ptuch  doubted,  it  being  known  that  Boccacio  had  refolved  rather  to  compofe' 
an  eloquent  poetical  Difcourfe,  than  a true  hiftorical  Treatife  of  this  mercilefs  and  mournful  calamity  ; and 
that  Homer  invented  the  whole  of  his  Poem  : nay,  it  is  even  doubted,  with  every  appearance  of  reafon,  by 
the  critics,  whether  the  City  and  War  of  Troy,  fung  by  him  in  fuch  high  ftrains,  ever  exifted. 
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mate  bodies  mull  have  to  render  them  capable  of  receiving,  retaining,  and 
tranfmiting  the  peftilential  poifon,  has  arifen  : fome  have  believed  that 
the  fuperfluous  porofity  of  bodies  moft  effentially  qualified  them  for  re- 
ceiving and  retaining  it ; others,  their  roughnefs  ; others,  the  ruggednefs 
of  their  furfaces ; others,  the  tenacity  or  vifcofity  of  their  parts  ; and 
finally,  others  imagined  it  to  be  a particular  unknown  attraction  which  fome 
bodies  or  fubflances  may  have  towards  the  peftilential  particles.* 

Whatever  may  be  the  truth,  it  appears  probable,  fince  it  has  been  proved 
by  evidence,  that  animal  and  vegetable  fubflances,  changed  by  manufacture, 
mortification,  or  putrification,  are  moft  liable  to  receive,  preferve,  and 
tranfmit  the  Plague  or  Contagion. 

The  few  reafonable  hiftorical  fa&s  which  we  have  of  the  communi- 
cation of  the  Plague  all  inform  us,  that  it  has  been  communicated  from 
animal  bodies,  from  fubflances  appertaining  to  them,  from  vegetables 
changed  by  manufacture,  and  from  all  rough  fubflances  which  are  covered 
by  or  compofed  of  fkins,  belonging  to  thofe  two  claffes. 

We  have  not  noticed  that  this  evil  has  been  propagated  by  means  of 
minerals,  foffils,  frefh  and  dried  vegetables,  natural  or  artificial  waters,  the 
P 2 air 


* In  the  doubtfulnefs  and  diverfity  of  opinions  on  this  point,  we  offer  our  fentiments,  being  of  opinion, 
that  the  bodies  which  are  moft  liable  to  receive  and  retain  the  heat,  in  an  abundant  manner  and  for  a long 
time,  are  thofe  which,  above  all  others,  are  to  be  regarded  as  the  moft  dangerous.  It  is  a fafl  well  known, 
that  cotton,  hemp,  linen,  filk,  feathers,  fkins,  and  wool,  which  poffefs  thefe  qualities,  are  the  goods  moft 
liable  to  preferve  the  infection;  and  it  is  fufficiently  notorious,  that  during  a great  froft  the  Plague  either 
difappears,  oris  rendered  lefs  violent  till  the  return  of  the  warm  feafon  ; as  happened  with  the  Plagues  of 
Genoa  in  1656  and  1657,  and  with  thofe  of  London  in  1664,  1665  and  16 66. 
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air  which  we  refpire,  and  the  fire  which  warms  us : thefe  three  elements, 
therefore,  have  always  been  confidered  as  abfolute  and  moft  effectual  cor- 
rectives of  the  peftiferous  poifon. 

But  it  imports  us  much  to  know  the  forts  of  animal  bodies  and  vege- 
table fubftances,  which  are  capable  of  affecting  the  health  of  man  by  mere 
contad,  and  whether  all  fall  under  the  fame  degree  of  fufpicion. 

It  has  always  been  believed  that  fome  of  them  were  by  nature  preferved 
from  contracting  fueh  a poifon,  and  that  others  might  be  rendered  un- 
fufeeptible  by  circumftanees,  and  by  fome  correctives  and  certain  modes  of 
preparation,  whereby  certain  fixed  opinions  have  been  admitted,  which, 
affuming  the  vigour  of  laws,  confider  certain  articles  as  abfolutely  unfuf- 
ceptible  of  the  Plague  : fuch  are,  for  inftance,  all  thofe  fubftances  coming 
under  the  defcription  of  drugs,  and  all  other  articles  of  ftrong  odour,  as 
well  as  certain  animals,  fuch  as  the  mufk,  the  caftor,  &c.  &c.  all  falted 
meats,  all  medicinal  plants,  all  fubftances  impregnated  with,  imbibing,  or 
covered  with  rofin  ; and  thofe  fimples  and  compounds,  finally,  which  have 
and  are  adminiftered  for  the  cure  of  the  Plague  itfelf,  have  been  deemed 
to  poffefs  the  fame  virtues. 

Such  general  views  might,  however,  conduce  to  an  unneceffary  and 
dangerous  confidence  ; hence  it  has  at  different  times  been  attempted,  and 
with  a prudent  judgment,  to  prove  and  point  out  what  fubftances  ufed 
moft  in  commerce  were  more  or  lefs  liable  to  infeCtion,  and  what  were 
deemed  abfolutely  liable,  in  order  that  they  might  ferve  as  a fure  guide  to 
the  Regulators  of  the  Lazarettoes,  and  fuch  perfons  as  might  have  the 

cuftody 
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cuftody  and  management  of  thofe  articles,  and  the  care  of  their  reftitution 
to  free  Prattique.* 

But  as  the  commerce  of  all  nations  extends  itfelf  from  day  to  day,  and 
by  the  induftry  of  man,  protected  by  the  munificence  of  Sovereigns,  new 
articles  of  commerce  are  introduced,  which  had  been  either  before  un- 
unknown, or  neglected  ; it  has  thereby  become  neceflary  to  frame  a new 
lift  of  fuch  matters,  as  may  ferve  as  a guide  in  regulating  the  purification 
and  determining  the  admiffion  to  free  Prattique  of  fuch  articles,  either  in 
the  Lazarettoes  of  Leghorn,  or  on  board  of  the  fhips. 

And  we,  the  underfigned  Phyficians  of  the  Deputation  of  Health  of 
Leghorn,  being  charged  with  this  objeft  by  the  moft  Illuftrious  and  Serene 
Senator  Signor  Bali  Conti  Federigo  Barbolani  da  Montanto,  His  Royal 
Highnefs’s  Governor-General  of  this  Port,  &c.  &c.  We  have  applied  our- 
felves  to  the  fubjeft,  and  arranged  it  in  the  following  manner  : 

Every  fubftance  fhall  be  arranged  alphabetically,  being  the  molt  eafy 
mode  of  finding  the  articles  to  be  fearched  for.  In  this  alphabetical  Lift, 

fuch 


* Certain  orders  have  been  at  various  times  iffiied  in  the  Lazarettoes  of  Leghorn,  concerning  the 
exemption  of  certain  goods  from  Quarantine.  A letter  from  the  Senator  Bali  Gondi,  Prefident  in  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  at  Florence,  bearing  date  at  Pifa,  the  18th  March,  1761  and  1762,  and  inferted  on 
File  n.  of  Matters  and  Letters  relative  to  Health',  extant  in  Chancery  of  the  Cuftorn-houfe,.  at  Leghorn, 
contains  a long  but  incomplete  account  of  unfufceptible  articles,  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Mbniglia,  and  by  which 
the  Directors  of  the  firft  Lazaretto  appear  to  have  been  governed.  On  File  XIX.  No.  84,  thefe  is  a 
Treatife  on  the  fufceptibility  of  fame,  articles  of  the  infection.  Dr.  Guifepde,  Phyfician  to  the  Pope  in  the 
time  of  Cofmothe  III.  was  charged  with  the  framing  this  account,  which  will  be  found  annexed  to  this 
Letter  or  Treatife  above  referred,  to,  dated  the  8th-  April,  17-23.  This  appears. to  be  fcrupulous,  and  not 
much  in  favour  of  Commerce.  Whenever  circumflances  have  required  it,  fome  articles,  not  particularized 
in  the  faid  two  accounts,  have  been  treated  of  feparately ; thofe  articles  which  have  been  deemed  unfufcep- 
tible of  the  Plague  have  been  added  ; and  a Record  made  from  time  to  time  on  the  Files  of  Health  in  the 
Chancery. 
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fuch  fubftances  or  bodies  only  fhall  be  noted,  which  are  deemed  by  us  to 
be  liable  to  infection,  and  which  fhould  be  admitted  to  Prattique  with  pre- 
cautions of  proper  purification  ; and  againft  each  article  of  merchandize, 
the  particular  purification  appropriated  to  it  fhall  be  ftated. 

But  before  we  proceed  to  the  compilation  of  this  lift,  we  think  it  right 
to  propofe  fome  rules,  and  to  fubjoin  fome  general  inftru&ions,  by  which 
the  fame  may  be  better  underftood. 

I.  As  the  moft  vigorous  attention  muft  be  paid  in  times  of  peftiience, 
we  think  it  fit,  that,  under  fuch  circumftances,  thofe  goods,  which  are 
ufually  reftored  to  Prattique,  by  being  removed  or  conveyed  by  the  canal 
to  the  fide  of  fuch  fhips  as  have  been  declared  to  be  infeCted,  fhall  not  be 
reftored,  when  the  Guards  who  attend  them  fhall  fufpeCt  that  the  neceffa- 
ry  care  and  precaution  cannot  be  ufed  in  their  purification  ; and  in  fuch 
cafes,  we  propofe  that  the  purification  of  the  faid  goods  fhall  take  place  in 
the  Lazarettoes,  as  is  done  with  other  articles  which  are  not  liable,  but 
difficult  to  be  purified. 

II.  That  no  kinds  of  goods  be  reftored  to  Prattique,  until  they  have  been 
firft  diligently  and  fcrupuloufly  infpedted  and  cleanfed  from  any  matter 
liable  to  infection. 

III.  That  all  goods,  inclofed  in  any  kind  of  receptacle  or  envelope,  fhall 
be  ordered  to  be  opened  and  viewed  on  board  of  the  fhips,  or  in  the  Laza- 
rettoes, though  it  fhould  be  afferted,  that  the  contents  are  not  liable  to  in- 
fection, and  require  no  purification  ; and  this  to  avoid  being  deceived  by 
the  allegations  of  the  Proprietors,  or  by  the  Captains  of  Ships. 


IV.  We 
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IV.  We  having  reflected  that  many  goods  are  reftored  to  Prattique  with 
certain  envelopes,  fome  of  which  have,  and  fome  have  not,  undergone  the 
appropriate  purification  ; we  are  of  opinion,  that  with  regard  to  envelopes 
of  any  fufceptible  quality,  it  fhould  be  ordered  that  they  be  not  reftored, 
when  it  fhall  not  be  certain  that,  for  inftance,  the  aromatical,  or  odorife- 
rous powers  &c.  could  extract  the  peftilential  poifon  which  the  internal  en- 
velope might  have  contracted  from  the  external  one ; and  to  remove  all 
doubt,  no  envelope  of  liable  articles  fhall  ever  be  reftored  to  Prattique,  un- 
til it  fhall  have  undergone  the  rigorous  Quarantine  ufually  affigned  to  arti- 
cles liable  to  infection. 

V.  That  relative  to  fuch  articles  as  may  be  brought  in,  or  introduced  as 
new  Commerce,  and  of  which  no  exprefs  mention  is  made  in  the  prefent 
lift,  or  which  may  not  be  comprehended  in  the  general  ClafTes,  fuch  as 
frefh  vegetables,  minerals,  &c.  the  Deputation  of  Health  muft  always  in- 
terpofe  and  decide. 

VI.  And  in  order  that  no  equivocations  may  arife  relative  to  the  nomen- 
clature of  articles  comprized  in  this  lift,  thofe  which  may  have  various 
denominations  fhall  be  carried  to  fome  initial  letter,  fuch  as,  for  example, 
Ajjione , which  will  be  found  under  the  initial  A,  and  under  O,  becaufe  it 
is  alfo  called  by  another  name,  viz.  Oppio  (Opium). 

VII.  Finally,  it  occurs  to  obferve,  that  it  has  been  deemed  proper  to 
make  fome  variations  in  the  old  lifts,  by  admitting  fome  articles  which  are 
believed  to  be  exempt  from  infection,  and  taking  out  others  which  were 
before  reftored  to  free  Prattique,  but  which  we  judged  to  be  under  much 
fufpicion  ; referring  however  in  this,  as  well  as  in  every  other  part,  to  the 

wife 
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wife  decisions  of  the  Illuftrious  Signors  who  compofe  the  Magifterial  Depu- 
tation of  Health  of  Leghorn.

and  that  the  orders  fhall  not  be  figned  by  their  clerks,  unlefs  fuch  clerks 
have  been  firft  legally  authorized  by  a previous  order  figned  by  their  prin- 
cipals, and  acknowledging  them  as  their  agents  and  clerks.  The  mer- 
chants fhall,  therefore,  take  care  to  apprize  the  Captains  of  the  Lazarettoes, 
by  a paper  under  their  hands,  as  often  as  they  may  change  their  clerks, 
and  neglecting  fo  to  do,  the  merchandize  fhall  be  forwarded,  and  other 
relative  difpofitions  taken  by  the  order  of  thofe  perfons  who  fhall  have  been 
previoufly  authorized.

OUR  MERE  MOTION. 


I ilS  Royal  Highnefs  having  caufed  an  account  to  be  laid  before  him  of  the 
economical  and  political  ftate  of  the  Lazarettoes  in  his  city  of  Leghorn, 
hasfeen,  with  entire  fatisfa&ion,  the  excellent  effe&s  refulting  as  well  from 
the  conlpicuous  fum  expended,  within  a few  years,  for  their  benefit,  as  from 
the  new  regulations  of  the  15th  July,  1785;  the  extenfiveand  convenient 
buildings  recently  conftru&ed  for  the  ufe  of  every  clafs  of  perfons  who  are 
to  perform  Quarantine  ; the  abundant  and  falubrious  waters  united  in  vaft 
citterns,  or  conveyed,  by  means  of  new  conduits,  to  fountains  continually 
flowing  for  the  ufe  of  the  Lazarettoes  and  of  the  veflels  under  Arid  Qua- 
rantine ; the  fpacious  Pent-houfes  lately  eredled  for  airing  and  purifying  the 
goods  and  magazines,  when  the  merchants  fhall  think  it  their  intereft  to 
leave  the  former  for  fome  time  after  the  performance  of  Quarantine  ; the 
excavation  and  enlargement  of  feveral  branches  of  canals,  in  order  to  faci- 
litate the  transport  of  goods  to  the  place  of  Quarantine;  the  periods  of 

Quarantine 
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Quarantine  regulated  with  equal  attention  to  the  fecurity  of  public  Health, 
and  to  the  interefts  of  Commerce  ; the  probity  and  fafety  with  which  goods 
are  lodged,  treated,  and  reftored  to  the  Proprietors ; and  the  police  efta- 
blifhed  in  all  parts  of  this  department ; all  which  have,  for  fome  time  pah, 
been  objects  of  his  Royal  care,  as  the  efficacious  means  of  promoting  Com- 
merce, and  of  fecuring  the  important  article  of  public  Health,  which  he 
never  has  loft  fight  of,  and  which  he  now  with  pleafure  fees  realized. 

To  render,  however,  thefe  ufeful  eftabliffiments  perfect,  it  remained  to 
provide,  that  the  accuftomed  duties  of  purification,  to  be  levied  on  goods 
defined  to  perform  Quarantine  in  the  Lazarettoes,  fhould  be  freed  from 
unequal  and  arbitrary  exadtion,  and  regulated  by  invariable  and  juft  laws, 
proportionate  to  the  value  of  fuch  goods. 

The  produce  of  this  only  and  light  duty  exadted  in  Lazarettoes  is  not 
contemplated  by  His  Royal  Highnefs  as  an  objedt  of  finance  ; it  being  fre- 
quently infufficient  to  defray  the  neceffary  expences  of  their  fupport,  and 
the  requifite  charges  for  the  purification  of  the  feveral  merchandizes,  and 
to  reimburfe  the  confpicuous  fums  expended  thereon:  His  Royal  Highnefs 
abfolutely  wills  that  the  amount  be  kept  up  as  hitherto ; but  he  is  defirous 
of  diftributing  it  with  more  juftice. 

By  the  law  of  the  15th  July,  1785,  the  Purification-duties  were  fixed  at 
the  ratio  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  value  of  the  merchandizes  liable,  which 
are  under  Quarantine  in  the  firft  and  fecond  Lazaretto ; and  of  two  per 
cent,  on  thofe  which  are  purified  in  the  third  Lazaretto,  with  the  excep- 
tion ofrawfilk,  which  is  to  pay  only  one  percent;  and  the  duty  of  one  half 
per  cent,  only  for  the  purification  of  goods  not  liable,  and  which  ffiall  have 

been 
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been  withdrawn,  before  two  thirds  of  the  time  of  the  Quarantine  allotted  to 
goods  that  are  liable,  fhall  have  elapfed.  But  the  afcertainment  of  this  duty 
muft  in  the  practice  be  defective,  becaufe  the  ancient  table,  which  has  been 
ufed  by  the  Lazarettoes  for  the  valuation  of  goods,  is  erroneous  with  refped 
to  the  prices  and  the  weights,  and  incomplete  for  want  of  many  unregiftered 
goods ; whence  has  arifen  the  difproportion  of  the  duty  to  the  refpedive 
qualities,  as  alfo  to  the  quantity  of  the  goods,  and  hence  it  has  been  always 
in  its  execution  arbitrary  and  odious. 

With  this  view,  His  Royal  Highnefs  approves  the  new  and  complete  ta- 
ble this  day  compiled  by  his  order,  and  commands  that  the  Purification- 
duties  already  eftablifhed  by  the  Edid  of  the  15th  July,  1785,  be  in  future 
received  in  the  Lazarettoes  in  proportion  to  the  eftimate  thereby  fettled  of 
each  fort  of  merchandize,  which  duties  are  calculated  for  the  benefit  of 
Commerce  at  30  per  cent  under  the  low  prices  current  of  the  market  in 
times  of  long  tranquillity. 

And  fince  the  amount  of  the  duty,  according  to  the  new  arrangements, 
muft  refult  from  the  eftimates  of  the  table,  with  reference  to  weight  and 
to  the  number  of  goods  ; thofe  who  may  with  to  withdraw  the  goods  be- 
longing to  them  from  the  Lazarettoes  muft  produce,  befides  the  accuftom- 
ed  allegations,  a note  of  the  weight  and  number  of  the  refpedive  goods, 
upon  which  data  the  Officers  may  be  enabled  to  calculate  the  duty. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  hopes  that  this  his  confidence  in  the  reports  of  the 
merchants  will  be  met  by  equal  good  faith  : but  if,  for  any  good  reafon,  it 
ffiould  be  found  meet  to  count  after  them,  and  the  declaration  made  fhould 
be  found  erroneous,  no  other  penalty  fhall  be  inflided  than  the  payment  of 

double 
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double  the  duty  in  weight,  and  a proper  recompence  to  him  who  fhall 
execute  it. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  finally  commands,  that  the  Officers  oftheLaza- 
rettoes  fhall  begin  to  a dc.  upon  this  new  table  fix  months  after  the  date  of 
this  prefent  order.

OUR  MERE  MOTION. 


HlS  Royal  Highnefs,  willing  that  the  fyftem  of  Health  at  Porto  Ferrajo 
be  uniform  with  that  eftablilhed  at  Florence  and  Leghorn,  orders,  that  the 
Deputation  of  Health  be  fuppreffed  ; and  that  all  the  bufinefs  which  has 
hitherto  belonged  thereto  be  expedited  by  the  Governor  alone,  to  whom 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Deputation  are  transferred,  by  the  title  of 
Chief  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

He  will  be  dependent  on  the  Minifter  fuperintending  the  affairs  of 
Health  at  Florence,  and  more  immediately  on  the  prefiding  Governor  of 
Health  at  Leghorn,  to  whom  he  will  make  all  reports,  and  through  whofe 
channel  he  will  receive  the  neceffary  orders,  which  he  is  punctually  to 
execute. 
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In  important  cafes,  and  in  thofe  of  the  utmofl  confequence,  he  will 
confult  the  Auditor  of  the  Government,  who,  in  cafe  of  abfence  or  indif- 
pofition  of  the  Governor,  will  fupply  his  place  alfo  in  this  particular  ; and 
he  will  confult  equally  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  and  the  Phyficians  of  the 
Commune. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Tribunal  of  the  Auditor  Vicar  will  alfo  be 
Chancellor  of  the  Department  of  Health,  and  in  this  refpe£t  he  will  be 
entirely  dependent  on  the  Governor,  and  have  a Coadjutor  under  him. 

All  Patents,  Declarations,  Revifals,  perfonal  Paffports,  Orders,  and  all 
Adds  which  have  relation  to  Health,  will  be  iffued  in  the  name  of  the 
Governor  Chief  of  the  Department,  and  figned  by  the  Chancellor;  or, 
in  cafe  of  abfence  or  indifpofition,  by  the  Coadjutor. 

The  neceffary  Regifters  of  Patents,  and  other  A£ts  relating  to  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  lhall  be  preferved  in  the  Chancery.  Such  Regiders 
as  are  deftined  for  the  Archives  of  Health  in  the  new  Pretoriate  mud:  be 
kept  in  fuch  place  where  they  can  be  conveniently  received. 

There  fhall  be  a fixed  Guard,  called  the  fworn  ; and  twelve  Guardians 
of  Health  fhall  alfo  be  appointed  to  ferve,  on  occafion,  for  the  cuftody  of 
the  veffels  under  Quarantine,  and  for  any  other  neceffary  fervice  relative  to 
Health. 

The  Anchorage  Duties,  and  all  the  other  Port  Fees,  and  thofe  of  Health, 
of  what  nature  and  dependence  foever,  fhall  be,  in  future,  exacted  con- 
formably 
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formably  to  the  Tariff  this  day  approved  by  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  which 
is  to  be  publifhed. 

But  the  fame  fhall  not,  in  future,  appertain  to  the  Captain  of  the  Port, 
nor  to  the  Chancellor  of  Health,  or  his  Coadjutor,  but  be  exacted  for 
account  of  the  Royal  Treafury. 

The  Chief  of  the  Department,  and  the  refpeClive  Officers  fhall,  in  the 
exercife  of  their  functions,  and  in  their  collections  and  the  delivery  of  the 
accounts  of  their  emoluments,  conform  to  the  relative  InftruClions  this 
day  iffued. 

The  Guards  fhall  obtain  for  their  account  the  emoluments  eftablifhedin 
the  Tariff;  but,  to  prevent  any  arbitrary  or  undue  exactions,  the  fame 
fhall  be  paid  to  them  in  the  Office,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Captain  of  the 
Port,  who  is  to  take  care  that  they  do  not  exceed  the  Tariff,  and  that  they 
be  noted  in  a book  appropriated  to  that  purpofe. 

The  prefent  Regulation  to  commence  from  the  1ft  of  January,  1788.

Velfels  fubjed  to  the  Anchorage  duties,  which  lhall  clear  out  from  Porto
